I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Nineteenth  General  Annual  Report  on  the 
various  matters — administrative,  financial,  and  judicial — ^within  the  Bankruptcy  Acts, 
for  presentation  to  Parliament. 

A  Report  by  the  Inspector-General  in  Bankruptcy  on  the  administration  of  the 
Bankruptcy  and  Deeds  of  Arrangement  Acts  is  annexed,  and  the  accompanying  Tables 
furnish  the  usual  statistical  details  both  for  the  past  year  and  for  a  series  of  previous 
years. 

A  Report  by  the  Solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  proceedings  conducted  by  him  is 
also  annexed. 

These  Reports  and  Tables,  as  contained  in  the  Annexes  hereto,  form  part  of  the 
General  Annual  Report  which  the  Board  of  Trade  have  caused  to  be  prepared  for  the 
purpose  of  being  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  as  required  by  the  Act.  The 
Tables  do  not  show  any  substantial  variation  from  the  figures  for  1900,  but  there  is  a 
small  decrease  in  the  number  of  failures  and  a  small  increase  in  the  amount  of 
liabilities.  The  latter  increase  is  more  than  counter-balanced  by  an  increase  in  the 
estimated  assets  with  the  result  that  the  estimated  loss  to  creditors  is  diminished. 

Fim/moial  Results. 

The  following  is  an  approximate  Statement,  furnished  by  the  Treasury,  of  Receipts 
and  Expenditure  on  account  of  bankruptcy  proceedings  during  the  year  ended  31st 
March  1902.

Mr.  E.  T.  Wilkinson,  who  had  been  Official  Receiver  at  York  since  the  Act  of  1883 
came  into  operation »  and  who  had  also  administered  the  Scarborough  District  since 
Ist  January  1900,  died  in  June  1901.  Mr.  D.  S.  Mackay  was  appointed  his  successor 
for  both  districts.  Mr.  A.  H.  Wildy,  one  of  the  Official  Eeceivers  of  the  High  Court, 
retired  on  account  of  ill -health  in  January  of  the  present  year,  and  the  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  promotion  of  Mr.  E.  S.  Grey,  Senior  Assistant  Official  Receiver  of  th^? 
High  Court. 

Bankruptcy  Legislation  vn  the  Colonies. 

There  is  little  to  add  to  the  particulars  furnished  in  the  Reports  for  1898-1900.  In 
the  last  Report  it  was  pointed  out  that,  while  there  was  no  general  Bankruptcy  Law  in 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  most  of  the  Provinces  had  legislated  in  regard  to  insolvency 
under  the  forms  of  Peeds  of  Assignment  and  Executions,  and  particulars  were  given  as 
to  such  legislation  in  six  out  of  the  eight  Provinces.  A  copy  has  since  been  received 
of  an  Act  of  British  Columbia  (which  came  into  force  on  the  16th  September  last) 
regulating  Assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors.  It  follows  the  lines  of  similar 
legislation  in  Ontario,  New  Brunswick,  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  but  with  additions 
which  make  it  a  more  complete  code  of  insolvency  procedure. 

British  Honduras  has  now  adopted  a  Bankruptcy  Law  which  is  almost  identical 
with  that  of  England.  A  Bill  was  prepared  so  long  ago  as  1893,  and  was  the  subject 
of  careful  consideration  both  in  this  country  and  the  Colony,  but  no  further  steps 
were  taken  until  1900,  when  a  further  draft  was  prepared,  and  was  in  due  course 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  by  whom  various  suggestions  were  made.  Most  of 
these  were  adopted  in  the  Bankruptcy  Ordinance  of  1901.  The  Ordinance  contams 
a  section  providing  that  the  Colonial  Court  shall  act  in  aid  of  and  be  auxiliary 
to  the  Bankruptcy  Courts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  shall  give  effect  to  the  title  of 
Receivers  or  Trustees  under  any  proceedings  in  such  Courts.  A  short  amending  Ordin- 
ance was  also  passed  in  1901,  containing  provisions  analogous  to  those  of  Section  104 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  and  correcting  certain  clerical  errors  in  the  principal 
Ordinance. 

The  Hong  Kong  Bankri:ptcy  Amendment  Ordinance,  1901,  was,  as  indicated  in  my 
last  Eeport,  passed  with  a  view  of  removing  difficulties  in  regard  to  bankruptcy  juris- 
diction over  foreign  firms  carrying  on  business  in  the  Colony,  arising  out  of  the  decision 
of  the  House  of  Lords  in  Cooke  v.  The  Charles  A.  Vogeler  Co.  (1901)  A.C.  102. 
Some  defects  in  this  Ordinance  were  pointed  out  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  in  order 
to  remedy  them  a  further  amending  Ordinance  was  passed  in  March  last,  defining  a 
"  debtor "  as,  inter  alia,  "  a  person  who,  though  not  himself  personally  within  the 
**  Colony,  carries  on  business  by  an  agent  within  the  Colony,  and  possesses  assets  therein  '* 
and  providing  that  **  in  the  case  of  a  person  who  is  not  a  British  subject,  the  meaning 
"  of  the  word  *  debtor '  is  not  confined  to  a  person  who  is  personally  present  in  the 
"  Colony  when  he  commits  the  act  which,  by  the  principal  Ordinance,  is  made  an 
"  act  of  bankruptcy.'* 

The  British  Guiana  Insolvency  Ordinance,  1900,  repeals  an  Ordinance  of  1884,  which 
was  founded  on  the  English  Act  of  1883,  and  re-enacts  most  of  its  provisions  with  the 
amendments  and  additions  introduced  by  the  English  Act  of  1890.  Allowing  for 
some  differences  due  to  local  circumstances,  the  Bankruptcy  Law  of  British  Guiana  is 
now  substantially  identical  with  that  of  England.  It  was  remarked  in  a  previous 
Report  (the  Sixteenth)  that  the  administration  of  estates  in  this  Colony  was  entirely 
official.  The  present  Ordinance  has  altered  the  law  in  this  respect,  and  creditors  are 
now  afforded  an  opportunity  of  electing  their  own  assignee  if  they  so  desire. 

The  Transvaal  Insolvency  Law  of  1895  is  included  in  a  volume  of  translations  of 
the  Statute  Law  of  the  Transvaal  published  by  authority  of  the  High  Commissioner 
for  South  Africa,  and  is  presumably  now  operative  in  the  Colony.  The  law  is 
evidently  not  based  on  the  English  Acts,  but  contains  many  similar  provisions.  The 
Order  made  on  a  petition  either  of  a  debtor  or  a  creditor  is  called  a  Sequestration 
Order,  and  appears  to  be  equivalent  to  an  Order  of  Adjudication.  Its  immediate  effect 
is  to  vest  the  estate  in  the  Master  of  the  High  Court,  or  in  a  provisional  trustee 
appointed  by  the  Court.  Meetings  are  subsequently  held  at  which  debts  are  proved  and 
a  trustee  elected.     The  Trustee  is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Master,  and  has  to  file  his 
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accounts  in  Court,  but  there  is  no  specific  provision  for  audit.  The  insolvent  may  be 
examined  on  oath  at  meetings  or  in  Court,  but  there  is  no  provision  for  a  public 
examination  in  every  case.  Compositions  may  be  accepted,  and  a  procedure  is  laid 
down  for  the  "  rehabilitation  "  or  discharge  of  the  insolvent.  The  penal  provisions  are 
stringent.  Fraudulent  insolvency,  constituted  by  such  offences  as  fraudulent  alienation 
or  concealment  of  assets,  submission  of  false  statements,  falsification  of  books  or 
accounts,  &c.,  is  punishable  by  a  maximum  period  of  imprisonment  of  seven  years  with 
or  without  hard  labour.  Culpable  insolvency  includes  several  offences  which  in  this 
country  merely  affect  the  terms  of  discharge,  such  as  failure  to  keep  proper  books, 
giving  undue  preferences,  contracting  debts  without  reasonable  expectation  of  being 
able  to  discharge  them,  &c.  It  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  six  months  with  or 
without  hard  labour.  These  punishments  can  only  be  inflicted  after  trial  by  jury,  but 
an  insolvent  may  be  subjected  by  the  Court  to  "  civil  imprisonment  *'  upon  proof  that 
his  estate  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  his  debts.

Fiuctaations  It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  decrease  of  151  in  the  total  number  of  failures  in 
of  insolvency  IQOI  as  Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  but  a  slight  increase  in  the  estimated 
m  particular   [i^i^^jties.     The  fluctuations  of  insolvency  in  particular  trades  and  occupations  in  1901 

and  four  previous  years  are  shown  in  the  Comparative  Table  forming  Annex  No.  V., 
page  64.  Out  of  65  groups  of  particular  trades  31  show  an  increase  of  liabilities 
amounting  to  1,592,625/.,  and  34  a  decrease  of  1,574,896Z.  The  largest  increase  is  in 
the  metal  trades,  viz.,  354,061?.,  while  merchants  show  an  increase  of  181,936/.,  timber 
merchants  of  155,917Z.,  and  shipping  trade  of  138,918Z.  The  building  trade  shows  a 
considerable  improvement,  the  number  of  failures  in  this  trade  being  219  less,  and 
the  amount  of  liabilities  393,571/.  less  than  in  1900.  Other  trades  or  occupations  in 
which  a  considerable  decrease  of  liabilities  has  taken  place  are  wool  manufacturers, 
316,492/.,  and  solicitors,  178,340/.  The  mimber  of  failures  in  the  latter  case  has 
however  increased  from  32  to  55.  The  trades  showing  the  largest  total  of  liabilities 
are  building,  761,149Z. ;  merchants,  752,685/. ;  grocery  and  provisions,  741,980/. ; 
metal,  713,271/. ;  beer,  wine,  and  spirits,  672,769/. ;  leather,  365,477/. ;  farmers, 
320,618/.;  drapers  and  haberdashers,  300,407/.;  solicitors,  291,860/.,  and  timber 
merchants,  266,466/. 

With  regard  to  the  failures  of  women,  of  which  particulars  are  given  in  two 
Tables  which  now  appear  in  a  new  Annex  to  this  report  (No.  VI.,  page  66), 
the  three  trades  in  which  there  was  the  greatest  number  of  such  failures  were 
grocers,  64 ;  drapers  and  haberdashers,  41 ;  and  milliners  and  dressmakers,  33.  The 
grocery  trade  has  always  yielded  the  largest  number  of  failures  since  the  statistics  of 
women's  failures  were  first  tabulated  seven  years  ago,  and  the  drapery  and  millinery 
businesses  have  been  second  or  third  in  point  of  numbers.  Publicans  and  lodging- 
house  keepers  also  form  a  considerable  proportion  of  these  failures.  92  per  cent,  of 
the  women  who  failed  were  engaged  in  trades  or  occupations.  There  is  a  total  increase 
of  42,  or  10  per  cent.,  in  women's  failures  as  compared  with  1900.  This  increase 
oiccurs  among  the  married  women  and  widows,  the  number  of  failures  being  183  in 
each  6f  these  classes  as  compared  with  158  and  159  respectively  in  the  preceding 
year,  while  the  number  of  spinsters  who  failed  was  93  as  compared  with  100.  The 
liabilities  and  assets  also  show  an  increase  over  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  receiving  orders  in  which  the 
unsecured  liabilities  wore  20,000/.  and  upwards^  the  number  being  40  as  compared 
with  32  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  estimated  liabilities  expected  to  rank  also  show 
an  increase  of  upwards  of  397,000/.  The  class  of  cases  in  which  this  increase  has 
occurred  is  that  in  which  the  failures  are  attributable  to  financial  and  speculative 
enterprise  apart  from  ordinary  trading.    It  will  be  observed  that  these  cases  have  dearly 
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doubled  in  Bmnber  and  in  the  azDonht  Of  the  liabilities,  the  number  being  29  as  compared 
with  17  and  the  liabilities  1,624,400?.  compared  with  881,5002.  in  1900,  while  the 
ordinary  trade  failures  have  diminished,  the  number  being  7  as  compared  with  12,  and 
the  liabilities  427,000/.  as  compared  with  709,700Z.  in  the  two  yeari^  respectively. 

Some  particulars  of  these  cases  are  given   in   the  Appendix  (page  18)   and  the  Comparison 
following  Table  furnishes  a  comparison  of   such  failures  for   three  years.     As  in  pf  liabilities 
previous  years,  the  debtors'  estimates  of  liabilities  have  in  some  cases  been  foand  to  be  cUm^^^"^ 
below  the  amounts  likely  to  rank  for  dividend,  and  the  latter  figures  have  been  given  large 
in  the  following  Table,  although  elsewhere  in  the  Eeport  the  debtors*  estimates  of  failures, 
liabilities  are  accepted  as  the  basis  of  the  statistic^.     The  tendency  of  the  debtors  to 
exaggerate  the  value  of  their  .assets,  which  has  been  frequently  pointed  out,  is  still 
observable.     In  the  cases  immediately  under  consideration,  while  the  assets  have  been 
approximately  estimated  by  the  debtors  at  1,452,000Z.  it  appears  doubtful  from  the 
-best  estimates  that  can  be  obtained  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  whether  they  will 
realise  25O,O00J.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  figures  relate  to  Eeceiving  Orders  oi^ly.  The 
number  of  estates  administered  under  Deeds  of  Arrangement  in  which  the  liabilities 
were  20,OOOZ.  or  upwards  was  13,  and  the  total  liabilities  515,780Z.,  but  no  information 
is  available  to  enable  such  failures  to  be  classified  under  similar  heads. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  classification  here  attempted  is  necessarily  a 
rough  one,  the  precise  line  of  distinction  between  **  ordinary  trading  *'  and  "  financial 
"  and  speculative  enterprise  "  being  often  very  difficult  to  define,  although  the  par- 
ticulars given  in  the  Appendix  afford  some  material  for  determining  how  far  the 
actual  classification  is  justified  by  the  facts.  Moreover,  the  fact  that  the  Table  only 
deals  with  cases  involving  liabilities  of  2O,000Z.  and  upwards,  and  that  these  cases 
comprise  rather  less  than  one  third  of  the  total  liabilities  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act^ 
suggests  some  caution  in  drawing  conclusions  of  a  general  character.  Notwithstanding 
these  qualifications,  however,  the  fact  that  the  liabilities  on  ordinary  trade  failures  in 
this  class,  only  amount  to  about  one  filth  of  the  total  liabilities  of  the  class ;  and  that 
they  are  considerably  less  than'  those  of  any  year  since  1893,  when  such  a  classification 
was  first  attempted,  indicates  a  continuous  tendency  towards  a  diminution  in  the 
lossas  by  trading  insolvency  which  cannot  be  ignored.  Probably  the  proportion  of 
trading  failures  under  Deeds  of  Arrangement,  of  which  nd  detailed  statistics  are  avail- 
able, is  larger  than  that  of  similar  failures  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act ;  but  the  total 
figures  relating  to  those  during  the  past  few  years  also  point  in  the  same  direction. 

So  great  has  been  the  diminution  in  recent  years  in  this  class  of  insolvency  as 
shown  by  public  statistics,  that  some  critics  have  been  led,  not  unnaturally,  to  enters 
tain  doubts  whether  these  statistics  can  be  entirely  relied  on  as  covering  the  .whole  of 
tlie  ground.  Thus  a  leader-writer  in  "  The  Times  "*  says  that  the  figures  are  so 
insignificant  in  comparison  with  the  total  volume  of  floating  liabilities  that  '*  we  cannot 
"  but  suspect  that  a  certain  amount  of  what  is  virtually  insolvency  never  comes 
"  within  official  cognizance.  It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  every  Banker  that  friendly 
**  arrangements  of  which  there  is  no  record  in  writing,  often  serve,  in  a  business 
*'  point  of  view,  the  purposes  of  a  formal  deed  of  arrangement."  That  individual 
cases  of  this  kind  may  occasionally  occur,  as  they  have  occurred  since  monetary 
transactions  first  began,  is  certain ;  but  to  suppose  that  they  occur  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  exercise  any  appreciable  influence  on  bankruptcy  statistics  I  believe  to  be  an 
entire  mistake.  Upon  this  question  I  have  been  furnished  with  the  opinion  of  two 
bank  managers  of    large  experience  one  of  whom    states    "  I  have  practically  no 
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^*  experience  of  any  Buch  oases.  It  is  really  astonisliing  how  little  money  we  lose  as 
"  the  result  of  insolvencies.  Frauds  account  for  nearly  all  and  happily  they  do  not 
•'  often  come."  The  other,  who  represents  one  of  the  largest  banks  in  England,  says  : 
"  Only  one  case  has  ever  come  under  my  notice  of  such  an  arrangement.*'  These 
institutions  may  have  been  exceptionally  fortunate,  but  I  see  no  reason  to  believe  that  a 
wider  inquiry  would  disclose  substantially  different  results. 

How  far  this  diminution  of  insolvency  is  due  to  the  action  of  the  Bankruptcy  laws 
or  to  other  causes  is  a  question  which  cannot  be  determined  by  statistics,  but  must  be 
a  matter  of  inference  and  opinion.  The  writer  above  referred  to  refers  to  the  opinion 
said  to  be  held  by  some  County  Court  Judges,  that  the  state  of  the  Bankruptcy  law 
has  but  little  influence  on  the  amount  of  insolvency.  To  some  extent,  I  think,  this 
view  is  well  founded  as  regards  failures  due  to  personal  extravagance,  gambling,  and 
operations  in  the  region  of  speculative  finance.  But  in  regard  to  trading  failures,  my 
own  observations  would  lead  to  the  very  opposite  conclusion.  It  is  also  suggested  that 
the  diminution  of  trading  failures  is  due  to  the  fact  that  traders  have  in  recent  years 
adopted  improved  methods  for  keeping  themselves  informed  of  their  real  position  through 
the  more  systematic  audit  of  their  books  by  professional  accountants,  and  that  shorter 
credit  has  in  many  cases  been  resorted  to,  with  beneficial  results.  But,  while  admitting 
that  this  is  probably  the  case,  it  is  surely  reasonable,  instead  of  suggesting  these 
practices  as  independent  and  competing  agents  in  diminishing  insolvency,  to  regard 
them  as  the  result  of  the  greater  care  in  the  conduct  of  business,  which  it  was  one  of 
the  main  objects  of  the  Bankruptcy  law  to  secure.  And  again,  when  it  is  suggested 
that  a  few  undischarged  bankrupts  continue  to  trade  in  the  names  of  their  wives,  and 
that  bankruptcy  prosecutions  sometimes  fail  through  the  leniency  of.  judges  and  the 
too  sympathetic  tendencies  of  common  juries,  it  may  be  pointed  out  in  reply  that, 
notwithstanding  these  exceptional  cases,  the  penalties  of  reckless  trading  and 
commercial  misconduct  are  under  the  present  law  sufficiently  serious  to  act  as  a  strong 
deterrent ;  and  that  after  all,  the  moral  effect  of  a  good  bankruptcy  law,  so  far  as 
traders  are  concerned,  depends  quite  as  much  upon  its  efficiency  in  exposing  the 
dishonest  and  irregular  practices  which  so  frequently  lead  to  bankruptcy,  and  on  the  loss 
of  credit  which  the  exposure  of  such  practices  necessarily  involves  on  the  part  of  those 
who  are  guilty  of  them,  as  it  does  upon  direct  penal  provisions.

Objections  to  Appointment  of  Trustees. 

Grounds  of        In  20  cases  objections  to  the  appointment  of  trustees  elected  by  creditors  had  to 
objection.       y^^  considered.      Of  this  number  14  appointments  were  certified.     3  trustees  with- 

drew  upon  being  informed  of  the  objection,  and  3  appointments  were  objected  to 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  ground  of  objection  to  the  person  elected  in 
each  of  these  three  cases  was  that  his  connection  with  or  relation  to  the  bankrupt,  or 
his  estate,  or  a  particular  creditor,  would  make  it  diflBcult  for  him  to  act  with 
impartiality  in  the  interests  of  the  creditors  generally  (sub-section  2  of  section  21  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883).    None  of  these  objections  were  appealed  against. 

Bemoval  of  Trustees  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Trustees  were  removed  from  office  during  the  year  in  7  cases  on  the  following 
grounds,  viz. : — Failure  to  render  accounts  and  to  renew  security,  2  cases ;  failure  to 
render  accounts  and  to  perform  his  duties,  1  case ;  failure  to  render  accounts,  1  case  • 
failure  to  renew  security,  3  cases.

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The  amount  which  had  to  be  recovered  during  the  year  from  Guarantee  Societies 
was  only  221.  5e.  4,d.  in  3  cases  of  defaulting  trustees. 

Employment  of  Solioitors  by  Oflieial  Eeceivers. 

Seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine  appKoations  by  Official  Receivers  for  authority  to  increased 
employ  solicitors  were  sanctioned  by  the  Department  during  the  year,  the  total  amount  of 
estimated  cost  of  the  proceedings  for  which  they  were  employed  being  11,801Z.  employment. 
Compared  with  the  corresponding  particulars  for  1900  these  figures  show  an  increase 
of  207  applications,  and  an  increase  of  about  3,027Z.  in  amount  of  costs.  These  employ- 
ments do  not,  as  some  critics  have  supposed,  indicate  any  disposition  on  the  part  of 
official  trustees  to  devolve  their  own  duties  upon  professional  agents,  for  they  relate 
chiefly  to  litigation  or  other  proceedings  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Official  Receiver's 
personal  functions,  but  necessary  either  for  defending  the  estate  from  unjust  attack  or 
recovering  assets  unjustly  withheld.  Such  proceedings  have  been  a  marked  feature  of 
the  business  of  the  past  year,  and  have  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the 
Department,  as  not  only  are  the  circumstances  fully  investigated  by  it  before 
sanctioning  the  employment  of  solicitors,  but  limits  of  cost  proportioned  to  the 
importance  of  the  object  sought  to  be.  obtained  are  fixed  in  every  case,  and  these 
limits  cannot  be  exceeded  without  further  sanction,  which  is  only  given  on  further 
reports  by  the  Official  Receivers  at  each  successive  stage  of  the  proceedings.  Although 
this  procedure  involves  a  large  amount  of  labour,  it  is>  I  believe,  absolutely  essential  in 
order  to  obtain  satisfactory  results ;  and  by  securing  a  full  review  of  the  facts  at  each 
step  by  two  separate  authorities,  and  an  early  with(fiawal  wherever  success  appears  to 
be  really  doubtful,  unnecessary  expenditure  is  avoided.  Under  such  circumstances  the 
number  of  cases  in  which  the  proceedings  taken  by  Official  Receivers  fail,  is,  as  might 
be  expected,  extremely  small.  That  the  increased  activity  under  this  head  does  not 
imply  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  actual  cost  to  creditors  in  the  administration  of 
estates,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  although  the  average  annual  costs  sanctioned 
during  the  past  three  years  was  9,475Z.  the  average  total  costs  p^tually  charged 
in  estates  closed  during  the  same  period  was  only  4,423f.  The  difference  is 
accounted  for  partly  by  the  fact  that  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  incur 
the  whole  amount  of  costs  for  which  sanction  has  been  given,  and  partly  because 
such  costs  have  been  recovered  from  opposing  litigants.  The  increase  ought,  therefore, 
to  be  regarded  not  as  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  bankruptcy  administration,  but  as  evidence 
of  increasing  vigilance  on  the  part  of  Official  Receivers  in  protecting  the  estates  under 
their  charge,  and  defeating  attempts  on  the  part  of  bankrupts  and  others  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  law.  Further  evidence  of  a  similar  kind  is  afforded  by  the  large 
increase  of  work  during  the  past  year  recorded  in  the  accompanying  Report  by  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  whose  proceedings  relate  more  particularly  to  questions 
arising  in  regard  to  the  status  and  conduct  of  bankrupt  debtors  and  general  questions 
of  bankruptcy  law. 

Prosecutions. 

In  addition  to  the  40  prosecutions  under  the  Bankruptcy  and  Debtors  Acts,  statistics  Prosecutions 
of  which  are  given  at  page  41,  prosecutions  were  instituted  in  four  cases  by  the  under  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  for  offences  under  the  Larceny  Act  upon  information  ^^^^^7  ^c*- 
obtained  by  the  Official  Receivers.  The  bankrupts  were  respectively  two  solicitors,  an 
auctioneer,  and  the  two  partners  in  a  firm  of  stockbrokers.  In  all  four  cases  the 
bankrupts  had  misappropriated  moneys  or  securities  entrusted  to  them.  Upon 
conviction  a  sentence  of  seven  years'  penal  servitude  was  passed  in  one  of  the  cases, 
and  of  three  years'  penal  servitude  in  the  remaining  three.  One  of  these  prosecutions 
gave  rise  to  an  interesting  point  which  was  considered  by  the  Court  for  Crown  Cases 
Reserved,  viz.,  whether,  having  regard  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  2  of  section  27 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  the  Statement  of  Affairs  sworn  to  by  the  bankrupt  is 
admissible  as  evidence.  The  sub-section  is  as  follows :  **  A  statement  or  admission 
'*  made  by  any  person  in  any  compulsory  examination  or  deposition  before  the  Court 
on  tlie  hearing  of  any  matter  in  bankruptcy  shall  not  be  admissible  as  evidence 
against  that  person  in  any  proceeding  in  respect  of  any  of  the  misdemeanours  referred 
to  in  the  said  section  85  "  {i.e.,  section  85  of  the  Larceny  Act).  In  the  result  the 
Court  held  that  the  Statement  of  Affairs  was  admissible  as  evidence.  Case  of 

In  another  case  in  which  the  bankrupt  had  been  prosecuted  under  section  11,  conviction 
sub-sections  (1),  (2),  (4),  and  (6)  of  the  Debtors  Act  for  not  disclosing  property,  &c.,  ^^^

the  jtidge  had  rejected  evidence  tendered  on  behalf  of  the  bankrupt  with  a  view  of 
showing  that  he  had  no  intention  to  defraud,  but  the  Court  for  Crown  Cases  Reserved 
was  of  opinion  that  the  bankrupt  was  clearly  entitled  to  give  such  evidence,  and  the 
conviction  was  quashed  accordingly. 

One  other  case  which  came  under  the  consideration  of  the  department  calls  for 
comment.  In  the  matter  referred  to  the  bankrupt  had  practised  as  an  accountant, 
and  some  years  prior  to  his  bankruptcy  had  been  appointed  trustee  under  a  Deed  of 

V    ^  Arrangement  which  provided  for  the  payment  of  a  composition  of  10«.  in  the  £. 

criminal  law.  The  bankrupt  had  received  or  realised  various  moneys  amounting  to  709  Z.,  and  had 

declared  dividends  amounting  to  68.  8d.  in  the  £,  which  would  absorb  534Z.,  but  of 
this  sum  122Z.  remained  in  the  bankrupt's  hands  unclaimed,  and  as  he  had  kept  no 
separate  banking  account,  but  had  mixed  the  trust  funds  with  his  own,  at  the  date  of 
the  bankruptcy  nothing  remained  of  the  unclaimed  dividends.  Owing  to  certain 
technical  difficulties  a  prosecution  could  not  be  instituted,  but  the  case  is  important 
as  illustrating  the  desirability  of  applying  the  provisions  of  section  162  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  requiring  the  payment  of  unclaimed  dividends  into  the 
Bankruptcy  Estates  Account,  to  proceedings  under  the  Deeds  of  Arrangement  Act.

Costs  of  Admimstratian. 

The  question  of  the  cost  of  English  Bankruptcy  Administration,  which  has  so  often 
given  rise  to  controversy,  has  been  again  raised  in  some  quarters  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  matter  is  one  of  great  importance,  not  only  as  regards  the  interests  of  creditors, 
but  as  affecting  the  permanence  of  any  particular  system  of  bankruptcy.  The  costs 
under  any  system  are  undoubtedly  heavy,  or  at  least  appear  to  be  so,  more  especially 
in  the  case  of  small  estates,  and  when  the  figures  are  reduced  to  percentages  of  the 
amounts  realised  and  distributed  among  creditors.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that 
in  a  large  proportion  of  cases,  it  is  only  the  residuum  of  a  debtor's  assets  which  he  has 
himseK  been  unable  to  realise  or  mortgage,  that  comes  into  bankruptcy ;  and  the  work 
of  realisation  too  often  becomes,  as  an  inevitable  consequence,  a  mere  process  of 
salvage  through  the  medium  of  the  law  courts.  I  have  given  most  careful  attention ' 
to  this  subject  during  the  past  19  years,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  effect  a 
reduction,  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  any  material  reduction  in  the  general  average  of 
costs  is  practically  impossible,  without  resulting  in  a  money  loss  to  creditors  as  well  as 
in  diminished  efficiency  in  securing  those  higher  results  in  which  the  whole  community 
is  interested,  and  which  it  is  one  of  the  main  objects  of  the  present  Bankruptcy  law  to 
promote. 

It  can  at  least  be  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  present  English  system  that,  not- 
withstanding its  more  elaborate  provisions  for  the  protection  of  public  interests, 
the  cost  of  administration  has  been  considerably  reduced  in  comparison  with 
those  of  any  previous  system.  But  it  has  been  urged,  and,  if  true,  the  contention 
is  a  serious  one,  that  notwithstanding  this  reduction,  it  is  still  more  costly 
than  other  systems  of  bankruptcy  prevailing  elsewhere.  Thus  one  of  the  leading 
law  journals  writing  upon  this  subject  quotes  and  apparently  adopts  the  conclusion 
of  the  "Journal  of  the  Society  of  Comparative  Legislation"  to  the  effect  that, 
except  the  Irish,  the  English  system  is  "  the  most  expensive  bankruptcy  system 
"  in  the  world."*  A  criticism  so  emphatic  and  so  unfavourable  appears  to  call  for  an 
investigation  of  the  facts.  The  "  Law  Times  '*  goes  on  to  illustrate  this  conclusion  by 
the  following  statement : — '*  The  Judicial  Statistics  for  Scotland  show  that  the  average 
•*  expense  of  bankruptcy  proceedings  is  between  11  and  12  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
^^  amount  realised*    In  England  the  average  expense  calculated  on  the  same  basis  as 

in  Scotland,  is,  in  the  case  of  bankruptcy,  about  28  per  cent.,  and  in  the  case  of 

Deeds  of  Airangement  about  18  per  cent." 

I  do  not  know  on  what  basis  the  Society  of  Comparative  Legislation  forms  its 
conclusions  so  far  as  regards  the  British  Colonies  or  Foreign  Countries,  as  I  am  not 
acquainted  with  any  official  or  other  statistics  on  the  subject.  As  regards  Ireland,  the 
information  contained  in  the  Judicial  Statistics  for  that  country  is  altogether  too 
meagre  to  enable  any  comparison  to  be  formed,  and  it  is  only,  therefore,  as  regards  the 
Bankruptcy  system  of  Scotland  that  any  real  comparison  with  the  English  system  can, 
so  far  as  I  am  aware,  be  properly  made.  And  so  far  as  that  comparison  is  concerned, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  figures  given  in  the  above  extract  do  not  accurately  represent

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the  real  facts  of  the  question,  and  that  the  conclusion  drawn  from  them  tihat  the 
English  system  is  more  costly  is  quite  unfounded. 

ThQ  first  answer  to  the  criticism  is  that  the  comparison  is  not  made  on  a  common 
basis,  even  so  far  as  the  information  contained  in  the  Judicial  Statistics  itself  is 
concerned ;  for  the  percentage  of  costs  in  the  Scotch  Returns  is  calculated  on  the  gross 
receipts,  whereas  in  the  English  Returns  from  which  the  Judicial  Statistics  are  taken, 
the  percentage  has  always  been  calculated  on  the  gross  receipts  after  deduction — 

First,  of  payments  made  by  the  trustee  in  carrying  on  the  debtor's  business. 

Second^  of  payments  to  secured  creditors. 

The  English  computation  is  based  on  the  principle  that,  inasmuch  as  the  whole  of 
the  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  l^ustee  falls  upon  the  fund  available  for 
the  unsecured  creditors,  and  therefore  necessarily  affects  the  amount  of  dividend,  the 
real  test  is  the  relation  borne  by  the  actual  cost  of  administration  to  that  fund,  and  not 
to  gross  receipts.  It  must  be  obvious  that  if  the  apparent  gross  assets  of  a  bankrupt's 
estate  are  swollen  by  receipts  arising  from  heavy  expenditure  in  carrying  on  business, 
and  by  realising  securities  which  the  mortgagees  could  realise  for  themselves ;  and  if 
the  percentage  of  costs  is  then  calculated  on  the  gross  receipts,  it  will  appear .  very 
much  smaller  than  if  calculated  on  the  net  proceeds  available  for  the  unsecured 
creditors.  In  any  case,  and  whatever  may  be  the  relative  merits  of  the  two  systems, 
it  is  clear  that  no  proper  comparison  can  be  effected  between  them  unless  on  a  common 
basis. 

Further,  the  percentages  vary  from  year  to  year,  and  the  Scotch  percentages  vary  to 
a  much  greater  extent  than  the  English ;  and,  as  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  tlxe  systems 
of  administration  vary  from  year  to  year,  it  is  clear  that  the  results  are  affected  by 
other  circumstances  than  the  costliness  of  the  particular  system.  Thus,  according  to  the 
Judicial  Statistics  for  Scotland,  the  percentage  of  costs  during  the  five  years  ending  1899^ 
which  is  the  last  year  in  respect  of  which  returns  have  been  published,  are  as  follows, 
viz. : — ^in  1895,  15f  per  cent. ;  in  1896,  9f  per  cent. ;  in  1897,  9f  per  cent. ;  in  1898, 
11^  per  cent,  (the  year  quoted  by  the  "  Law  Times") ;  in  1899,  14^  per  cent.  It  is 
clear  therefore  that  for  a  proper  comparison  a  wider  basis  must  be  sought  than  the 
figures  of  a  single  year. 

The  following  table,  which  is  based  upon  the  Judicial  Statistics  of  the  last  five  years 
to  which  the  Scotch  Returns  extend,  may  elucidate  the  matter.

From  this  Table  it  appears  that  the  percentage  of  total  costs  to  total  net  realisations 
during  the  five  years  is,  on  the  basis  of  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Judicial  Statistics, 
24  per  cent,  in  Scotland  as  against  27  per  cent,  in  England,  instead  of  11  per  cent,  in 
Scotland  and  28  per  cent,  in  England,  as  appearing  by  the  figures  quoted  in  the  **  Law 
Times,'*  and  apparently  forming  the  basis  of  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Society  of 
Comparative  Legislation. 

But  to  conclude  from  these  figures  that  the  English  system  is  the  more  costly,  even 
to  the  extent  of  3  per  cent.,  would  be  entirely  erroneous.  For  there  are  other  factors 
to  be  taken  into  account  before  an  accurate  comparison  can  be  made. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  statistics  given,  while  they  practically 
include  the  whole  of  the  failures  under  the  English  Act  (with  the  exception  of 
composition  arrangements),  only  include  a  portion  of  the  ))ankruptcy  proce^ings  in 
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Scotland.  284  Scotcli  sequestrations,  or  about  21  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  (described  as 
"  otherwise  wound  up/')  are  omitted  from  the  Returns  on  which  the  foregoing  percent- 
age is  based.  But  this  is  not  all.  According  to  the  Judicial  Statistics  for  Scotland, 
during  the  years  1897  to  1899  (the  first  years  apparently  during  which  the  particulars 
were  given)  384  cases  of  cessio  bonorvm^  which  is  a  form  of  bankruptcy  somewhat 
though  not  entirely  corresponding  to  "  Small  Bankruptcies  "  under  the  English  Act, 
were  wound  up.  These  are  also  excluded  from  the  figures  on  which  the  Scotch 
average  of  24  per  cent,  is  calculated.  Taking  the  "  cessios  '*  for  the  five  years  ending 
1899,  at  the  same  rate,  it  would  appear  that  about  one  half  the  Scotch  failures  (in 
number)  are  excluded  from  the  computation,  while  the  English  statistics,  as  has 
been  stated,  practically  include  the  whole.  The  significance  of  this  fact  will  become 
apparent  when  it  is  added  that  the  percentage  of  cost  of  administration  in  the  excluded 
cases  appears  to  be  far  in  excess  of  that  of  the  1,070  cases  of  which  particulars 
are  given.  Thus  it  appears  from  another  portion  of  the  Judicial  Statistics,  that  in 
two-thirds  of  the  "  cessios "  wound  up  in  1897-99  the  percentage  of  cost  was 
40  per  cent.  The  cost  of  the  remaining  cessios  and  of  the  exdudea  sequestrations 
is  not  stated,  but  they  appear  to  include  a  large  number  of  cases  in  which  the  whole 
of  the  assets  were  absorbed  in  costs.  If  the  costs  in  all  of  these  cases  were  added 
to  the  Return,  as  in  the  English  statistics,  the  total  Scotch  percentage  would  probably 
be  considerably  increased. 

But  a  further  and  still  graver  fallacy  underlies  the  criticism  of  the  Society  of 
Comparative  Legislation  in  the  assumption  that  the  percentage  of  total  costs  to  the 
total  assets,  without  any  rega/rd  to  the  wumber  of  estates  concerned  and  the  average 
value  of  such  estates,  can  be  regarded  as  a  reliable  test  of  the  relative  costliness  of  the 
systems  of  administration.  Such  an  assumption  is  entirely  erroneous,  because,  as  I 
have  repeatedly  had  occasion  to  point  out  in  my  Reports  auring  the  last  19  years, 
the  percentage  of  costs  necessarily  varies  in  an  inverse  proportion  to  the  amount 
realised.  A  glance  at  Tables  VI.  and  VII.,  relating  to  Bankruptcies,  and  at  Table  IV. 
relating  to  Deeds  of  Arrangement,  attached  to  this  Report  (pp,  36-38  and  68,)  will 
show  how  great  this  variation  is.  Thus  the  average  percentage  on  an  estate  of 
lOOZ.  may  be  taken  at  about  40  per  cent.,  while  on  an  estate  of  100,000i.  it  is  less  than 
8  per  cent.  It  is  only  necessary,  therefore,  to  point  out  that  the  average  value  of  the 
English  estates  included  in  the  comparison,  as  shown  by  the  preceding  Table,  is  2412., 
whereas  the  average  value  of  the  Scotch  estates  is  943Z.,  in  order  to  show  that,  quite 
apart  from  the  other  facts  I  have  mentioned,  the  English  system,  even  on  the  imperfect 
data  available,  has  nothing  to  fear  in  a  comparison  with  that  of  the  sister  country. 

It  is  only  when  comparisons  are  made  on  the  basis  of  an  identical  classification  that 
the  truth  can  be  arrived  at,  and  for  this  purpose  I  have  in  the  following  statement 
brought  into  juxtaposition  on  such  a  basis  the  statistics  of  the  three  different  English 
systems,  viz. : — 

1.  Official  administration  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act ; 

2.  Non-official  administration  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act ; 

3.  Non- official  administration  under  voluntary  Deeds  of  Arrangement.

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Scotch  and  Irish  statistics  do  not  furnish  material  for 
completing  this  Table  by  inserting  similar  information  ;  and  I  need  hardly  point  out  how 
useful  and  instructive  it  would  be  if  the  Society  of  Comparative  Legislation  could 
effcJct  some  arrangement  for  obtaining  such  information  on  a  uniform  basis,  not  only 
as  Tt^gjirds  these  countries,  but  as  regards  the  various  British  Colonies,  and  some  of 
the  more  important  foreign  bankruptcy  systems,  such  as  that  recently  introduced  into 
the  United  States.  The  efficiency  of  the  various  and  widely  differing  systems  in 
promoting  the  interests  of  the  trading  community,  and  in  elevating  the  tone  of 
commercial  morality,  must  be  mainly  judged  on  other  grounds;  but  complete  and 
accurate  information  as  to  their  respective  costliness  must  always  be  an  important 
element  in  considering  how  far  the  legislative  amendment  of  ascertained  defects  in 
any  system  can  be  effected  with  a  due  regard  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of  those  more 
immediately  concerned. 

Withdrawal  and  Dismissal  of  Creditors'  Petitions. 

Ths  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  creditors'  petitions  filed  and  the  number  of 
Receiving  Orders  made  thereon  continues,  as  in  past  years,  to  be  noteworthy*  It  is 
particularly  large  in  the  High  Court,  the  proportion  of  the  Receiving  Orders  to 
creditors'  petitions  being  only  about  40  per  cent.  Apart  from  the  mere  statistical 
aspect,  the  matter  is  brought  practically  to  the  notice  of  Official  Receivers  in 
con8oqu?nce  of  the  provision  that  upon  the  presentation  of  a  petition  a  deposit  of  51 
shall  b.^.  made  with  the  Official  Receiver,  which  is  returnable  in  the  event  of  the 
petition  being  withdrawn  or  dismissed.  This  involves  some  trouble  and  responsibility, 
as  before  returning  the  deposit  the  Official  Receiver  must  satisfy  himself  that  the 
petition  has  been  properly  disposed  of.  The  great  majority  of  the  dismissals  appear 
to  be  *'  by  consent"  and  not  on  the  merits,  and  it  is  to  be  inferred  in  such  cases  that 
the  debtor  has  found  means  of  paying  or  compounding  with  the  petitioning  creditor. 
This  process  is  often  continued  in  regard  to  several  successive  petitions,  to  the 
detriment  of  less  pressing  creditors,  until  the  debtors  means  of  staving  off  petitions 
are  exhausted  and  a  Receiving  Order  is  ultimately  made.  Thus  a  debtor,  against 
whom  a  Receiving  Order  was  made  last  year,  had  had  12  petitions  filed  against  him 
within  a  year  and  a  half,  9  of  which  had  been  got  rid  of  by  payments  averaging 
351.  each.  His  statement  of  affairs  showed  unsecured  liabilities  amounting  to  3,263T. 
and  assets  valued  bv  him  at  135/.  In  1899  and  1898  Receiving  Orders  were  made 
against  two  debrors,  of  whom  the  former  had  paid  450/.  to  secure  the  dismissal  of 
*13  petitions  within  two  years  and  a  half,  and  the  latter  §00/.  to  secure  dismissals  or 
adjouruments  of  31  petitions  extending  over  a  period  of  11  years.  But  there  are 
e»en  more  strikiny^  cases  of  debtors  who,  notwithstanding  the  continual  filing  of 
petitions  against -them;  have  so  far  managed  to  avoid  bankruptcy.  Thus  since  1884 
one  debtor  has  had  200  and  another  over  300  petitions  against  him,  none  of  which  have 
resulted  in  a  Receiving  Order. 

It  h  doubtful  whether  it  was  ever  intended  that  a  bankruptcy  petition  should  be 
used  as. a  means  of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  a  debtor  for  the  individual  benefit 
of  the  petitioning  creditor.  The  legislature  has,  in  fact,  clearly  thought  it  necessary 
to  take  precautions  against  abuse  of  the  process  of  the  court  by  providing  that  "  a 
**  creditor's  petition  shall  not,  after  presentment,  be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the

**  Ooun"  (Bankruptcy  Act,  1S83,  section  7  (7)).    The  Court  of  Appea]  has,  however, 
decided  that  while  it  will  not  countenance  the  use  of  bankruptcy  procedure  as  a  means 
of  extortion  or  undue  pressure  '  *  it  would  be  wrong  to  hold  that  an  honest  debtor 
should  not  be  allowed  to  rehabilitate  himself  in  trade  by  coining  to  an  arrangement 
with  his  creditor,  assuming  that  thBre  is  no  extortion  on  the  part  of  the  creditor" 
(He  Bebro  (1900)  2  Q.B.  316  C,A.).  The  Master  of  the  Rolls  remarked  in  the  same  case 
as  follows  : — *'  The  Court  of  Bankruptcy  may  perhaps  have  drifted  into  a  loose  system 
of  practice.     In  my  opinion  the  practice  that  should  be  followed  is  indicated  by 
Bcotion  7  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  that  is,  that  no  petition  should  be  withdrawn 
without  the  leave  of  the  court,  or  of  the  officers  of  the  court,  such  leave  to  be  given 
only  after  an  exercise  of  judgment  as  to  whether  the  case  is  a  proper  one   for 
"  withdrawal." 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  many  months  often  elapse  after  the  filing  of  a  petition 
before  it  is  finally  disposed  of  either  by  dismissal  or  by  the  making  of  a  Receiving 
Order.  Thus  a  petition,  the  44th  in  number  against  the  debtor  within  nine  years, 
was  filed  on  the  1  Ith  August  1899,  and  set  down  for  hearing  on  the  6th  September.  On 
^Uat  date  it  was  adjourned  to  the  20th  September ;  again  adjourned  to  the  11th  October, 
the  debtor  applying  for  an  adjournment  to  enable  him  to  settle  with  his  creditors ; 
again  adjourned  to  the  8th  November,  debtor's  counsel  applying  for  further 
adjournment  on  the  ground  of  the  debtor's  illness  and  inability  to  complete  business 
arrangements ;  again  adjourned  to  the  20th  December  when  the  Receiving  Order  was 
made.  After  the  filing  of  the  petition  on  which  this  Receiving  Order  was  made,  nine 
other  petitions  were  filed,  on  one  of  which  a  second  Receiving  Order  was  made  on  the 
4th  December  last. 

It  is  obviously  desirable  that  every  facility  should  be  given  to  a  debtor  to  meet  his 
liabilities  where  he  is  not  hopelessly  embarrassed,  and  where  there  aro  reasonable 
grounds  for  believing  that  successive  adjournments  and  withdrawals  by  arrangements 
are  not  simply  leading  to  absorption  of  his  assets  in  law  costs  or  payments  made  to 
individual  creditors  at  the  expense  of  others.  But  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  a  large 
number  of  cases  the  latter  is  the  real  result  of  the  proceedings.  And  if  the  principle 
laid  down  above  by-  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  could  be  more  thoroughly  enforced,  it  is 
probable  that  there  would  ba  fewer  bankrupt  estates,  with  large  liabilities,  where  the 
assets  had  entirely  disappeared.

It  appears  from  the  above  figures  that  over  11  per  cent,  of  the  applications  for 
Administration  Orders  in  1900  were  dismissed.  In  1,564  cases,  or  nearly  46  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  in  which  orders  were  made,  the  debts  were  ordered  to  be  paid  in  full,  while 
in  the  remaining  cases  compositions,  ranging  from  6(2.  in  the  pound  upwards,  were 
ordered  to  be  paid.     The  lowest  monthly  instalment  ordered  to  be  paid  was  la. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  Court  from  1884  to  1900  (both  inclusive)  was  445,766Z., 
while  the  amount  paid  to  creditors  during  the  same  period  may  be  estimated  at  about 
252,000?.

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To  enforce  unsatisfied  orders  154,267  judgment  summonses  have  been  issued  since 
1883,  and  67,626  orders  of  commitment  have  been  made,  but  only  168  executions  Bud

Notes  on  Tables  of  Statistics. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  hitherto  followed,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
explanatory  notes  upon  the  various  tables  relating  to  Bankruptcy  and  Deeds  of 
Arrangement  attached  to  this  Report : —

Bankruptcy  Statistics.     (Annex  No.  II.) 

Tahh  J. — There  was  a  decrease  of  166  in  the  number  of  Receiving  Orders  made  in 
1901  as  compared  with. the*  nun^ber  made  in  1900,  the  decrease  on  creditors'  petitions 
being  about  7^  per  cent.,  and  on  debtors'  petitions  nearly  3  per  cent.  The  proportion 
of  creditors'  petitions  dismissed  or  withdrawn  is  over  45  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
44  per  cent,  iu  the  preceding  year.  Bankruptcy  notices  show  a  decrease  of*  143 
compared  with  the  number  issued  in  1900,  there  being  a  decrease  of  199  in  the  High 
Court,  and  an  increase  of  56  in  the  County  Courts.  Of  the  total  number  of  bankruptcy 
notices  issued  12 '7  per  cent,  formed  the  act  of  bankruptcy  on  which  petitions  resulting 
in  Receiving  Orders  were  founded  as  compared  with  14  "3  per  cent,  in  1900.  The 
number  of  orders  for  administration  of  deceased  debtors*  estates  made  during  1901 
was  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  i.e.,  29. 

Table  11. — The  principal  acts  of  bankruptcy,  viz.,  bankruptcy  notice,  assignment 
for  benefit  of  creditors,  absconding,  and  notice  of  suspension,  form,  respectively,  55*2, 
13 '8,  11 '1,  and  12  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  acts  of  bankruptcy,  as  against 
58  •  9,  14,  9  •  6,  and  1 0  •  2  per  cent,  for  1900. 

Table  TIL — The  proportion  of  cases  in  which  orders  for  summary  administration  were 
made  was  81*31  percent,  as  compared  with  81 '84  per  cent,  in  1900.  In  113  cases 
non-official  trustees  weio)  appointed,  while  Table  XIY.  shows  that,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  Official  Receiver  remained  as  trustee  in  139  non-8un»mary  cases. 

Table  IV. — The  total  liabilities  under  Receiving  Orders  and  Administration 
Orders  (section  125)  were  estimated  at  6,794,320Z.,  being  315,005Z.  more  than  in 
19C0.  The  average  per  case  was  1,60U.  as  compared  with  l,469i.  in  the  previous 
year.  The  estimated  assets  were  3,242,445/.,  and  show  an  increase  of  639,207Z.,  and 
an  average  of  764/.  as  compared  with  590Z.  in  1900. 

The  percentage  of  estimated  assets  to  estimated  liabilities  is  47 '7  a((  compared 
with  40*2  in  19uO.  It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  debtors'  estimates  of  the 
value  of  their  assets  are  extremely  unreliable. 

Table  F. — There  was  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of  compositions  approved  Decrease  in 
during  the  year  under  section  3  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  the  number  bemg  34  """^^'^•^^^jjg 
as  compared  with  37  in  .1900.

The  analyses  of  costs  of  estates  wound  up  by  Official  Receivers  and  non-official 
Trustees  respectively  are  only  intended  to  show  the  fluctuations  from  year  to  year,  and 
these  fluctuations  are  largely  affected  by  the  differences  in  the  annual  average  value  of 
estates.  For  this  reason,  as  I  have  already  pointed  out,  the  above  analyses  would  be 
entirely  misleading  if  used  as  a  basis  of  comparisou  between  official  and  non-official 
administration,  as  the  percentages  relate  to  estates  in  which  there  is  no  common  basis 
of  value.

In  October  1897,  the  two  debtors  and  two  other  persons,  who  afterwards  left  them, 
one  an  undischarged  bankrupt  and  the  other  an  ex-solicitor  (all  four  passing  under 
assumed  names),  combined  to  start  a  cab  business  in  the  name  of  a  company.  In  order 
to  raise  capital  they  issued  advertisements  describing  their  business  (which  did  not  then 
exist)  as  highly  lucrative  and  non-speculative,  and  offering  to  pay  dividends  at  the  rate 
of  65  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  amounts  of  51.  and  upwards  invested  in  the  company. 
Id  this  way  they  obtained  large  deposits  of  money,  and  were  able  to  buy  a  number  of  cabs 
and  horses,  and  to  take  stables  in  several  parts  of  London.  They  were  able  by  degrees  to 
reduce  the  rate  of  interest  on  deposits  to  12  per  cent.,  but  ihe  trading,  owing  to  the  heavy 
expenses,  was  never  profitable.  They  continued,  however,  by  means  of  misleading 
advertisements,  and  ultimately  by  a  false  balance  sheet,  to  get  in  deposits  until  Sep 
tember  1900,  when,  owing  to  adverse  criticisms  in  the  newspapers,  the  business  fell 
off,  and  after  giving  up  several  of  their  yards,  they  made  an  abortive  attempt  to  form 
a  company  and  induce  their  depositors,  whose  claims  amounted  to  47,927/.,  to  take 
shares  in  liquidation  of  their  debts.  Vhe  debtors,  in  conjunction  with  their  solicitor 
and  one  of  their  former  partners  (the  undischarged  bankrupt),  were  eventually 
convicted  of  conspiracy  to  obtain  money  by  false  pretences  and  sentenced  to  penal 
servitude.

The  debtors  were  woollen  merchants  and  carried  on  an  old-established  business.  The 
junior  partner,  who  had  been  for  some  years  in  the  employment  of  the  firm,  was 
admitted  into  partnership  in  1897.  The  firm's  capital  then  stood  at  23,998Z.  In  the 
autumn  of  1900,  owing  to  difficulties  in  financing  the  business,  the  senior  partner 
became  suspicious  that  matters  were  not  right  and  called  in  his  own  accountants,  vpho 
soon  discovered  that  the  books  of  account  had  been  extensively  falsified,  and  that,  by 
means  of  wilful  omission  of  liabilities,  entries  of  fictitious  payments,  and  false  addition 
of  accounts^  the  accountants  annually  employed  to  make  out  the  balance  sheets  had 
been  grossly  misled  for  two  or  three  years  past.

His  alleged  object  was  to  make 
the  business  show  a  net  profit  in  the  face  of  heavy  expenses  and  bad  debts,  but  the 
actual  result  and  intentiun  were  to  deceive  his  partner  and  any  creditor  to  whom  the 
balancQ  sheet  was  shown.  His  action  also  appears  to  be  the  direct  cause  of  the  firm's 
bankruptcy,  for  if  the  eaily  lo?sos  had  been  duly  disclosed,  the  partners'  capital  would 
have  enabled  them  to  liquidate  their  debts  without  loss  to  the  creditors  or  recourse  to 
the  Court.  The  senior  partner  obtained  an  immediate  discharge  from  the  bankruptcy, 
but  the  junior  partner  was  piosecuted  and  convicted  on  a  charge  of  obtaining  credit 
by  means  of  a  false  balance  sheet,  and  was  sentenced  to  nine  months  imprisonment.

The  debtor  and  a  partner  foimerly  carried  on  business  as  wholesale  merchants  and 
warehousemen  at  Jobannesburir,  South  Africa.  Owing  to  a  heavy  loss  by  fire  they 
became  unable  to  meet  their  liabilities,  and,  in  January  1899,  effected  an  arrangement 
with  their  creditors,  who  aiireed  to  accept  a  composition  of  liis.  4rf.  in  the  £.  The 
partners  continued  trading,  but  were  unable  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  composition, 
and  in  September  1899  filed  a  petition  for  sequestration  in  the  Johannesburg  Circuit 
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Court.  Before  the  hearing  of  the  petition,  however,  the  war  broke  out,  and  the 
partner  left  Johannesburg,  but  the  debtor  continued  trading  until  the  following  May, 
when,  having  been  ordered  to  leave  the  Transvaal,  he  returned  to  this  country.  The 
greater  part  of  the  liabilities  represents  balances  due  to  creditors  who  entered  into  the 
private  arrangement.

The  debtors'  firm,  consisting  originally  of  two,  but  subsequently  of  four  partners,  are 
described  as  shipbrokers  and  shipowners.  They  began  business  in  1897,  and  lost  a 
considerable  sum  in  hiring  and  sub-letting  ships  and  in  the  purchase  and  sale 
of  cargoes.  Their  bankruptcy,  however.,  is  due  to  a  transaction  entered  into  at  the 
end  of  1900,  whereby  they  agreed  with  a  Melbourne  woolbroker  to  become  his 
agents  in  London  for  the  sale  of  wool  upon  the  terms  that  he  should  draw  on  the 
firm  and  obtain  advances  from  a  Colonial  Bank  to  the  extent  of  75  per  cent,  of  the 
value  of  wool  shipped  by  him.

The  debtor,  who  is  described  as  a  financial  agent,  failed  on  a  previous  occasion,  viz., 
in  1892,  when  carrying  on  business  as  an  insurance  agent,  his  liabilities  then  amountin^r 
to  25,636Z.  He  was  in  the  employment  of  an  insurance  company  from  1893  until 
October  1898,  when  ho  resigned  his  appointment  in  order  to  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  sale  of  shares  in  the  company.

In  1880  he  established  a 
political  newspaper  which  iuvolYed  him  during  its  existence  of  18  years  in  a  loss  esti- 
mated at  16>000Z.  In  1895,  and  subsequently,  he  became  interested  in  a  number  of 
cpinpfinies,  of  many  of  which  he  acted  as  director,  and  in  the  same  year  commenced  to 
speculate  ^^a'vily  in  m^iningand  other  shares.  He  was  at  first  successful,  but  ultimately 
sustained  *a  loss  of  upwards  of  46,p00i.  Towards  the.  payment  of  such  losses  he 
borrowpd  large  sums  of  money  at,  in  some  instances,  exorbitant  rates  of  interest, 
and  nearly  59,000Z.  of  his  liabilities  at  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order  represented 
borrowed  money,  interest,  and  costs.

The  present  partnership  dates  only  from  1st  October  1897,  when  the  firm 
was  insolvent  to  the  extent  of  over  4,000Z.,  although,  by  treating  bad  debts  and  an 
insolvent  partner's  overdraft  as  available  assets,  the  books  were  made  to  show  a  state 
of  solvency.  The  debtors'  chief  business  was  the  accepting  of  bills  with  or  without 
security  on  behalf  of  customers  at  a  commission,  and  the  purchase  and  sale  of  bills  of 
exchange  brought  to  them  for  sale  or  discount.  Their  failure  is  due  ^o  their  lack  of 
capit-al,  and  to  their  want  of  care  and  prudence  in  conducting  their  business.

Many  of  these 
acceptances  were  merely  accommodation  bills,  a  fact  which  the  debtors  might  have 
discovered  had  they  made  sufficient  and  independent  inquiries.  A  Keceiving  Order  has 
been  made  against  the  manufacturer  in  question  (see  Leeds,  No.  87  of  190],  page  29). 
The  debtors  also  financed  a  firm  of  hide  and  skin  merchants  of  small  means  (who  have 
since  failed)  by  means  of  acceptances  drawn  against  the  deposit  of  bills  of  lading 
and  documents  of  title  in  respect  of  goods  imported  from  Germany.

He  had  taken 
a  prominent  part  in  the  promotion  of  several  companies,  of  which  he  subsequently 
acted  as  director ;  one  of  these  companies  was  mainly  controlled  by  him,  and  he 
assisted  it  financially  to  a  large  extent,  both  by  making  advances  and  by  placing  its 
shares  and  debentures  with  his  clients.

The  two' debtors  were  metallurgists,  ore  merchants,  and  smelters,  and  had  also  carried 
on  business  with  others  as  wharfingers  and  de-silverisers  of  pig  lead.  One  of  them 
had  failed  on  two  previous  occasions — first  in  1869  and  again  in  1883.*  They  became 
associated  in  1890,  and  thereafter  traded  at  London,  Liverpool,  and  Swansea.  Between

The  debtors  commenced  business,  in  partnership,  as  builders  and  contractors,  25  years 
ago,  each  having  1001.  capital.  The  concern  seems  to  have  been  fairly  successful  for  a 
tinie,  but  recently  their  losses  on  contracts  and  property  building  have  been  somewhat 
heavy.  Their  insolvency  is  attributable  to  the  fact  that  they  went  into  other  branches 
of  the  building  trade  of  which  they  had  not  ample  knowledge,  namely,  the  building  of 
large  reservoirs  and  sewerage  works,  which  resulted  in  considerable  losses.  In  addition 
to  this  they  had  an  excessive  overdraft  from  a  bank,  upon  which  interest  amounting  to 
close  upon  1,500Z.  a  year  had  to  be  paid.  It  is  a  somewhat  remarkable  feature  of  the 
ease  that  the  bank  is  a  creditor  for  20,335Z.,  and  holds  security  of  the  estimated  value 
of  SOOl.  only.  One  of  the  debtors  was  prosecuted  under  the  Debtors  Act,  and 
convicted  on  a  charge  of  fraudulently  removiDg  some  of  his  assets,  and  was  sentenced 
to  four  months  imprisonment.

The  debtors  were  silk  spinners.     The  business  was  originally  established  about  the 

year  1800  by  the  grandfather  of  the  senior  partner,  and  the  firm  had  gained  a  very 

large  business  connection  and  high  reputation.     The  debtors  took  stock  and  prepared 

balance  sheets  annually,  but  they  never  made  out  trading  accounts,  and  relied  on  the 

increase  or  decrease  of  the  surplus  shown  by  consecutive  balance  sheets  as  being  a 

sufficient  indication  of  the  profit  or  loss  of  the  intervening  period.

The  legal  proceedings  under  the  Bankruptcy  Acts,  1883  and  1890,  during  the  year 
1901,  consisted  of  the  following  matters : — 

1.  Appeals: — 
'a.)  To  His  Majesty's  Court  of  Appeal. 
6.)  To  the  Divisional  Court. 

2.  Actions  aiid  other  proceedings  in  the  High  Court  to  which  Official  Receivers  were 
.  parties. 

3.  Reviews  of  taxation  of  Bills  of  Costs  in  County  Courts. 

4.  Examination  under  Section  91  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883. 

5.  Motions  in  Bankruptcy  to  which  Official  Receivers  were  parties. 

6.  Proceedings  against  defaulting  trustees  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883. 

7.  Proceedings  against  defaulting  trustees  under  Section  25  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act, 

1890.     . 

8.  Miscellaneous  proceedings. 

There  were  six  appeals  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  12  appeals  to  the  Divisional 
Court. 

I  appeared  in  21  actions  in  the  High  Court^  to  which  Official  Receivers  were 
parties. 

The  Board  of  Trade  required  the  taxation  of  Bills  of  Costs  by  County  Court 
Registrars  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Bankruptcy  Taxing  Master  of  the  High  Court  in 
two  cases.  There  was  one  Examination  under  Section  91,  and  I  also  appeared  on  nine 
motions  to  which  Official  Receivers  were  parties. 

Proceedings  were  necessary  against  five  Trustees  in  bankruptcy  under  the  Bankruptcy 
Act,  1883,  to  enforce  delivery  of  their  accounts,  and  I  was  also  instructed  to  enforce 
accounts  &om  Trustees  under  Deeds  of  Arrangement  in  511  cases. 

I  also  appeared  in  two  cases  of  a  miscellaneous  character. 

(1.)  (a)  Appeals  to  the  Coubt  op  Appeal. 

In  my  last  Report  I  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  cases  often  arise  in  which,  after 
a  Receiving  Order  is  made,  the  debtor  applies  for  a  stay  of  all  proceedings  under  it,  on 
the  plea  that  he  thinks  he  can  settle  with  his  creditors  without  the  matter  being  dealt 
with  by  the  Court,  and  that  he  then  induces  his  creditors  to  come  to  terms  and  applies 
for  a  rescission  of  the  Receiving  Order. 

A  case  which  pointedly  illustrated  the  objections  to  such  a  practice  came  before  the 
Court  of  Appeal  last  year. 

The  debtor,  who  had  already  been  adjudged  bankrupt  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act, 
1869,  and  had  not  obtained  his  discharge,  had  a  Receiving  Order  made  against  him 
in  the  High  Court  on  the  20th  December  1899.  On  the  following  day  he  applied  to 
the  Court  for  an  Order  staying  the  advertisement  of,  and  all  proceedings  under,  the 
Receiving  Order,  upon  the  ground  that  the  publication  of  the  bankruptcy  proceedingai 
would  prejudicially  affect  him  in  dealing  with  certain  property  which  he  was 
endeavouring  to  dispose  of,  and  which  could  only  be  realised  after  some  delay.  An 
Order  was  made  staying  all  proceedings,  including,  in  express  terms,  the  advertisement 
of  the  Receiving  Order,  and  the  proceedings  were  further  stayed  from  time  to  time 
over  a  period  of  more  than  18  months  after  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order. 

The  various  applications  to  stay  the  proceedings  were  made  on  the  strength  of 
affidavits  by  the  debtor,  in  which  he  urged  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  a 
Company  from  which  he  anticipated  he  would  receive  sufficient  funds  to  pay  his 
creditors  in  full,  and  that  any  suspicion  on  the  part  of  those  who  were  interested 
in  ihe  formation  of  the  Company  that  he  was  the  subject  of  proceedings  in  the 
Bankruptcy  Court  would  cause  the  complete  collapse  of  the  scheme. 

In  the  meantime  the  Debtor  had  furnished  to  the  Official  Receiver  no  Statement  as  to 
his  affairs;  all  he  had  been  required  to  do  was  to  supply  the  Official  Receiver 
with  such  information  as  he  might  require  with  regard  to  bis  assets  and  liabilities, 
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with  the  reservation  that  such  information  was  not  to  :extend  to   the  Company, 
referred  to. 

The  Official  Receiver  was  therefore  without  complete  information  as  to  the  Dehtor'fl 
affairs,  and,  moreover,  was  without  power  to  deal  with  the  Debtor's  property,  which 
was  practically  left  entirely  in  the  Debtor's  control,  subject  to  this,  that  any  dealings 
with  it  by  him  after  the  date  of  the  Eeceiving  Order  would  be  liable  to  be  avoided  if 
he  were  subsequently  adjudged  bankrupt,  which  might  have  resulted  (as  it  has  done  in 
some  other  cases)  in  serious  loss  to  the  persons  who  had  dealt  with  the  Debtor  after  the 
Receiving  Order. 

Moreover,  the  fact  that  there  was  no  publication  of  the  Receiving  Order  left  the 
Debtor  at  liberty  to  obtain  credit,  while  the  Creditors  from  whom  such  credit  was 
obtained  would  have  no  right  of  proving  upon  the  Debtor's  estate. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  considered  advisable  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  Court  of  Appeal  in  order  to  obtain  the  views  of  that  Court  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  Orders  staying  the  proceedings. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  Appeal  the  considerations  mentioned  above  were  urged  in 
argument,  and  it  was  also  contended  that  although  under  the  Section  there  was  power 
''  for  sufficient  reason  "  to  stay  the  proceedings,  no  reason  had  been  shown  in  the 
present  case  for  the  indulgence  given,  and  that  in  any  event  the  discretion  to  stay  the 
proceedings  ought  not  to  be  exercised  in  such  a  manner  as  to  defeat  the  evident 
iutentions  of  the  Statute  as  to  the  course  which  bankruptcy  proceedings  were  to  pursue 
when  once  a  Receiving  Order  had  been  made. 

In  giving  judgment,  Lord  Justice  Collins,  after  commenting  on  the  fact  that  there 
had  been  within  the  last  two  years  some  14  or  15  petitions  against  the  Debtor,  including 
one  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order,  pointed  out  that  what  was  the 
prima  facie  step  towards  the  distribution  of  the  Debtor's  property,  viz.,  the  Receiving 
Order,  had  turned  out  to  be  a  protection  to  him,  carrying  with  it  immunity  from  the 
importimate  demands  of  Creditors,  and  his  Lordship  proceeded  to  hold  that,  even 
assuming  the  Debtor's  assertions,  that  the  flotation  of  the  Company  referred  to  would 
provide  him  with  funds  to  pay  his  Creditors  in  full,  to  be  true,  there  was  another  and 
larger  interest  to  be  safeguarded,  viz.,  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  that  it  was 
inconsistent  with  that  interest  that  the  bankruptcy  proceedings  should  be  stayed  for  so 
long  a  time  in  the  absence  of  very  strong  reasons. 

Upon  those  grounds,  and  for  the  reasons  urged  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
appeal  was  allowed. 

Li  another  case  a  Debtor  attempted  to  follow  the  course  taken  by  the  Debtor  in  the 
last-mentioned  case.  After  a  Receiving  Order  had  been  made  upon  a  Creditor's 
Petition,  the  Debtor  applied  for  a  stay  of  the  advertisement  of  the  Order  and  all 
proceedings  under  it,  which  was  granted  upon  the  faith  of  his  assurance  that  he  would 
be  in  a  position  to  pay  his  Creditors  in  full.  The  Debtor  then  proceeded  to  negociate 
with  his  Creditors,  with  the  result  that  arrangements  were  come  to  with  them  for  the 
settlement  of  their  claims  at  varying  rates,  in  consideration  of  an  immediate  cash 
payment  and  a  promissory  note  for  the  balance.  The  Debtor  then  applied  for  the 
rescission  of  the  Receiving  Order,  but  the  Official  Receiver  opposed  the  application 
upon  the  ground  that  the  arrangement  between  the  Debtor  and  his  Creditors  was 
merely  a  device  by  the  Debtor  to  escape  the  consequences  of  his  failure,  and  that  it 
contravened  the  rules  which  the  Legislature  has  directed  to  be  observed  in  cases  where 
a  Debtor  wishes  to  compound  with  his  Creditors. 

The  Registrar  dismissed  the  application,  and  his  decision  was  upheld  by  the  Court 
of  Appeal. 

A  point  of  practice  involving  important  questions  as  to  the  duties  of  Official  Reports  to 
Receivers  in  cases  where  criminal  offences  under  the   Debtors  Act,   1869,   or  the  q*^"".*?^ 
Bankruptcy  Acts,  are  alleged  against  bankrupts,  was  raised  in  an  appeal  from  an  Order  Receiver  &s 
made  by  Mr.  Registrar  Hope,  brought  under  the  following  circumstances.  to  criminal 

Section  16  of  the  Debtors  Act,  1869,  as  amended  by  the  Bankruptcy  Acts,  enacts  ^^^^  ^ 
that  where  a  trustee  or  Official  Receiver  in  any  bankruptcy  reports  to  the  Court  that,  Appn^tion 
in  his  opinion,  a  bankrupt  has  been  guilty  of  any  offence  under  that  Act  or  the  for  order  for 
Bankruptcy  Acts,  the  Court  shall,  if  it  appears  to  the  Court  that  there  is  a  reasonable  proaecntion. 
probability  that  the  Bankrupt  may  be  convicted,  order  the  trustee  to  prosecute  the 
bankrupt  for  such  offence. 

By  section  69  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Official  Receiver  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  the  Debtor  and  to  report  to  the  Court, 
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stating  whether  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  debtor  has  committ^  any 
misdemeanour  under  the  Debtors'  Act,  1869,  or  the  Bankruptcy  Acts. 

The  Board  of  Trade  were  advised  that  the  effect  of  those  sections  was  that,  whilst  it 
was  not  the  duty  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  ask  specifically  for  an  Order  for  prosecu- 
tion, he  was  bound  to  make  a  Report  to  the  Court  in  every  case  in  which  he  considered 
that  offences  under  the  Debtors  Act  or  Bankruptcy  Acts  had  been  committed  by  a 
bankrupt.  Under  the  Bankruptcy  Act  of  1869,  however,  the  practice  of  Trustees  had 
been,  in  the  first  instance,  to  form  their  own  opinion  whether  there  was  a  reasonable 
probability  of  obtaining  a  conviction  against  the  bankrupt,  and  only  to  make  a  report 
in  such  cases,  and  then  to  make  a  specific  application  for  an  Order  to  prosecute.  That 
practice  had  been  followed  by  the  Official  Receivers  under  the  Act  of  1883. 

The  Board  of  Trade  being  of  opinion  that  that  practice  was  wrong,  on  the  grounds 
that  it  cast  a  responsibility  upon  the  Official  Receiver  which  was  not  imposed  by  the 
Act,  and  involved  an  encroachment  on  his  part  on  the  province  of  the  Court;  to  which 
the  question  of  the  probability  of  a  conviction  was  expressly  left,  gave  instructions  to 
Official  Receivers  that,  while  they  should  apply  for  an  Order  in  cases  where  there 
seemed  little  or  no  doubt  that  a  prosecution  would  be  successful  and  a  substantial 
punishment  imposed,  they  should,  where  these  conditions  were  not  present,  make  a 
report,  but  should  merely  bring  the  Report  to  the  notice  of  the  Court  upon  an  appli- 
cation either  for  directions  or  to  consider  the  Report,  without  expressly  asking  for  an 
Order  for  prosecution. 

This  course  was  adopted  in  several  cases  in  the  High  Court,  but  the  Registrars, 
considering  that  the  practice  which  had  been  followed  for  so  many  years  was  correct, 
practically  refused  to  consider  the  reports,  and  made  no  Order  upon  the  Official 
Keceiver's  application.  Finally,  Mr.  Registrar  Hope,  by  arrangement,  and  in  order  to 
obtain  the  ruling  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  upon  the  point,  made  an  Order  expressly 
refusing  to  take  the  Official  Receiver's  Report  into  consideration,  upon  the  ground  that 
it  was  not  accompanied  by  a  specific  application  for  an  Order  for  prosecution. 

The  whole  question  was  fully  argued  before  the  Court  of  Appeal,  who  discharged 

the  Registrar's  Order,  and  decided   that  the  Report  made  by  the  Official  Receiver 

in  such  cases  must  be  filed   and  considered,  although   the   Court   is   not  in  terms 

invited  to  direct  a  prosecution. 

Right  of  An  appeal  was  brought  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  from  an  Order  made  by 

bankruptcy    Mr.  Justice  Farwell  in  a  Mortgagee's  Action  for  foreclosure,  by  which  the  Official 

trustee  to       Receiver,  as  trustee  in  the  bankruptcy  of  tlie  Mortgagor,  was  directed  to  hand  over  to 

Ba^nkrupt's^   the  Mortgagee's  Receiver  and  Manager  the  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  business.

mortgagee,     rpj^j^  ^^  interpreted  by  the  Registrar  (Chancery)  as  entitling  the  Mortgagees  to  the 

possession  of  such  of  the  Debtor's  books  and  papers  as  related  to  the  business,  and 
accordingly  he  inserted  in  the  Order  the  direction  complained  of.  Objection  was 
taken  to  the  direction,  and  an  offer  was  made  to  give  the  Mortgagee  facilities  for 
inspecting  the  books  and  papers  in  question,  but  on  behalf  of  the  Mortgagee  it  was 
insisted  that  the  Order  as  proposed  by  the  Registrar  was  correct,  and  eventually  the 
Order  was  passed  in  that  form. 

Under  those  circumstances  an  appeal  was  brought,  when  it  was  pointed  out  that 
it  would  cause  great  inconvenience  if  the  Official  Receiver  were  deprived  of  possession 
of  the  Bankrupt's  books  and  papers,  and  that  in  an  analogous  case  under  the  Companies 
(Winding-up)  Act,  1890,  it  had  been  held  that  the  Liquidator  was  entitled  to  the 
..possession  of  the  Company's  books  as  against  Debenture  Holders.  Attention  was 
also  called  to  Rule  349  of  the  Bankruptcy  Rules  whereby  it  is  provided  that  "  no 
**  person  shall,  as  against  the  Official  Receiver  or  Trustee,  be  entitled  to  withhold 
'<  possession  of  the  books  and  accounts  belonging  to  the  Debtor,  or  to  set  up  a  lien 
**  thereon.'* 
Rescission  of      ^^^  Court  allowed  the  appeal,  with  costs* 

Receiving  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  fact  that  petitions  are  often 

Order  on  presented  with  the  object  of  putting  pressure  upon  the  Debtor  for  the  payment  of 
^^^  *  *  the  Petitioning  Creditor's  debt,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  equal 
obtained  in  distribution  of  the  Debtor's  property  amongst  his  Creditors.  A  case  of  this  nature 
ignorance  as  was  the  subject  of  an  appeal  from  an  Order  of  the  Registrar  rescinding  a  Receiving 
to  its  legal  Order.  The  petition  was  presented  by  a  creditor,  but  the  Debtor  opposed  it  on  the 
quemies.         ground  that  he  had  a  counter-claim  against  the  Creditor  which  was  more  than  suflBcient 

to  extinguish  the  debt. 
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The  Petition  was  adjourned  on  one  or  two  occasions  to  afford  the  parties  an 
opportunity  of  coining  to  an  arrangement,  and  the  result  was  that  when  the  matter 
finally  came  before  the  Registrar  a  verbal  offer  of  settlement  was  made,  but  the 
Creditor's  Counsel  said  that  any  offer  should  be  in  writing,  and  pressed  for  the 
Receiving  Order,  which  the  Registrar  thereupon  made. 

An  application  was  subsequently  made  to  the  Registrar  to  rescind  the  Receiving 
Order,  the  suggestion  being  that  the  Petitioning  Creditor's  Counsel  had  asked  for  it 
in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  it  would  preclude  his  client  from  accepting  the  offer  of 
settlement  which  the  Debtor  had  made  to  him,  and  the  Registrar,  being  of  opinion 
that  the  Order  had  been  asked  for  by  the  Debtor's  Counsel  without  appreciating  its 
legal  consequences,  rescinded  the  Receiving  Order. 

The  Appeal  was  brought  and  argued  upon  the  broad  ground  that  the  reason  put 
forward  for  the  rescission  of  the  Receiving  Order  was  quite  insufficient,  and  as  it  was 
not  suggested  that  the  Receiving  Order  had  been  improperly  made,  the  Appeal  was 
allowed,  and  the  Receiving  Order  restored. 

I  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  on  an  appeal  by  a  Creditor  from  an  Sckemo. 
Order  of  the  Registrar  approving  a  scheme  of  arrangement  which  had  been  submitted  Withdrawal 
by  the  Debtor.    The  case  raised  two  questions  as  to  the  principle  upon  which  the  Court  q,^*^^^ 
is  to  act  in  considering  whether  a  scheme  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Statute,  composition 

The  essential  features  of  the  scheme  were  that  certain  relatives  and  friends  of  the  not  provided 
Debtor,  who  were  Creditors  for  very  large  sums,  should  withdraw  their  claims,  and  ^^  claims 
that  with  funds  to  l)e  provided  by  some  of  those  relatives  the  remaining  Creditors  ^^^^^**^'** 
should  be  paid  a  composition  of  Is.  Qd.  in  the  £.     The  Official  Receiver  reported  that 
the   Echeme  was  calculated  to   benefit  the  participating   Creditors   (whose  claims, 
however,  formed  but  a  small  proportion  of  aJl  the  unsecured  debts  provable  at  the 
date  of  the  Receiving  Order),  and  that  the  Scheme  provided  reasonable  security  for 
payment  of  not  less  than  Is.  Qd.  in  the  £  on  all  the  unsecured  debts  other  than  those 
which  had  been  released  or  withdrawn.     The  Registrar  approved  the  scheme- 
Several  contentions  were  put  forward  on  behalf  of  the  Appellant.    In  the  first  place, 
it  was  suggested  that  two  of  the  releasing  Creditors  had  only  released  in  consideration 
of  receiving  a  declaration  of  trust  which  it  was  said  would  result  in  their  receiving 
more  than  Ts.  6(2.  in  the  £  on  the  amount  of  their  debts.     It  was  also  contended  that 
in  enacting  that  a  scheme  should  provide  for  a  composition  '*  on  all  the  unsecured 
*'  debts  provable  against  the  Debtor*s  estate,"  the  Legislature  intended  that  such 
composition  should  be  paid  on  all  the  unsecured  debts  provable  at  the  date  of  the 
Receiving  Order,  and  consequently  that  it  was  not  competent  for  the  Court  to  sanction 
a  scheme  which  merely  provided  for  a  composition  on  part  of  those  debts,  viz.,  those 
which  had  not  been  released  after  the  Receiving  Order. 

With  regard  to  the  first  point,  the  Court  laid  it  down  that  the  real  question  was 
whether  the  arrangement  with  the  Creditors  was  in  the  nature  of  a  **  bargain  "  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Debtor,  whereby  the  Creditors  were  to  get  advantages  over  the  other 
Creditors.  In  such  a  case  the  scheme  was  bad  and  ought  to  be  rejected,  but  upon 
the  facts  of  this  case  their  Lordships  found  that  the  arrangement  with  the  Creditors 
referred  to  was  made  by  the  Debtor  s  relatives  without  his  knowledge  or  consent,  and 
that  there  had  been  no  **  bargaining  "  in  the  sense  indicated.  In  point  of  fact,  as 
soon  as  the  Creditors  who  had  received  the  declaration  of  trust  were  informed  that 
exception  was  taken  to  what  had  been  done,  they  relinquished  the  benefit  of  it,  but 
the  Court  intimated  that  that  would  not  have  got  rid  of  any  objection  based  on  the 
transaction  if  the  transaction  had  been  in  itself  objectionable. 

As  to  the  second  question,  it  was  held  that  the  Section  is  sufficiently  complied  with 
if  the  composition  is  provided  on  the  debts  which  are  provable  at  the  time  when  the 
scheme  comes  before  the  Court  for  sanction ;  in  other  words,  the  Court  held  that  debts 
may  be  released,  and,  if  released,  the  composition  need  not  be  provided  upon  them,  but 
it  was  expressly  intimated  that  the  debts  so  released  must  be  released  absolutely  and 
unconditionally,  and  not  merely  postponed. 

The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed. 

(1.)  (6.)  Appeals  to  the  Divisional  Court. 

Three  of  the  appeals  to  the  Divisional  Court  were  from  decisions  of  County  Court  j^.  , 
Judges  upon  applications  for  Orders  of  Discharge.  OmLslon^to 

In  the  first  case  the  appeal  was  at  the  instance  of  the  Trustee,  and  was  from  an  keep  proper 
Order  by  which  the  Bankrupt  was  granted  an  unconditional  discharge.     The  appeal  books. 
was  supported  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  arose  under  the  following  circumstances : —  wj^rdo^ 

The  BankrupD  originally  carried  on  business  as  a  Draper,  but  some  years  prior  to  his  speculation, 
failure  he  disposed  of  that  business,  and  after  discharging  his  liabilities  out  of  the  Deficiency  of 
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proceeds  of  sale,  entered  into  building  operations  on  a  somewhat  extensive  scale..  Sucb 
Operations  y^ere  not  successful,  and  in  November  1899  a  Receiving  Order  was  macle 
against  him  upon  his  own  petition,  and  he  was  subsequently  adjudged  Bankrupt.  His 
unsecured  liabilities  amounted  to  over  4,500^  upon  which  a  dividend  of  2«.  in  tho  £ 
was  paid. 

The  only  books  kept  by  the  Bankrupt  were  a  cash  book  and  a  private  ledger,  the 
latter  being  merely  a  memorandum  book  showing  the  estimated  cost  of  the  Bankrupt's 
various  undertakings,  but  notwithstanding  the  magnitude  of  the  Bankrupt  s  transac- 
tions,' no  business  ledger  was  kept  by  him. 

Under  those  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Bankrupt  had  apparently 
no  knowledge  or  experience  of  the  building  trade*  the  Official  Receiver  reported  that 
the  Bankrupt  had  omitted  to  keep  proper  books  of  account,  and  had  brought  on  his 
bankruptcy  by  rash  and  hazardous  speculation,  and  further  that  his  assets  were  not  of 
a  value  equal  to  10s.  in  the  £. 

The  learned  County   Court  Judge  held  that  the  deficiency  of  assets  was  mainly 

attributable  to  a  strike  in  the  building  trade  while  the  Bankrupt  was  erecting  certain 

buildings,  and  that  consequently  the  failure  was  due  to  circumstances  for  which  the 

Bankrupt  was  not  responsible.     As  regards  the  omission  to  keep  proper  books  of 

account,  his  Honour  was  of  opinion  that  as  the  Bankrupt's  practice  appeared  to  have  been 

merely  to  acquire  land  and  to  employ  builders  to  erect  the  houses  thereon,  he  could 

not  be  said  to  be  carrying  on  a  business,  and  that  therefore  the  books  kept  by  him  were 

sufficient,  and  his  Honour  declined  to  hold  that  transactions  of  such  a  nature  were  rash 

or  hazardous.     He  therefore  granted  the  Bankrupt  an  immediate  Order  of  Discharge. 

It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  Trustee  that  the  County  Court  Judge  was  wrong 

in  holding  that  the  Bankrupt  had  not  omitted  to  keep  proper  books  of  account,  and  with 

regard  to  the  other  matters  referred  to  by  the  Official  Receiver,  that  he  had  taken  too 

lenient  a  view  of  the  Bankrupt's  conduct.     The  Divisional  Court  discharged  the  Order 

of  the  County  Court  Judge  and  suspended  the  discharge  for  two  years. 

Discharge.         The  second  appeal  was  by  the  Bankrupt  from  an  Order  refusing  his  discharge.

insolvency,     which  would  merely  suffice  for  the  payment  of  a  dividend  of  Is.  6d.  in  the  £. 

The  Bankrupt  carried  on  business  as  a  Railway  Contractor,  originally  in  partnership 
with  others,  but  Bubsequently  alone.  It  was  suggested  by  the  Official  Receiver  tliBft 
neither  the  Bankrupt  nor  his  partners  bad  sufficient  capital  to  work  the  considerable 
contracts  which  they  had  undertaken.  The  Bankrupt  appeared  to  have  been  involved 
in  a  series  of  Bill  transactions,  and  to  have  accepted  a  number  of  accommodation  Bills 
for  very  large  sums,  the  understanding  being  that  he  was  to  receive  one  half  of  the 
nominal  amount  of  each  Bill  when  discounted  and  the  other  half  at  maturity. 
Apparently,  however,  he  received  a  small  proportion  only  of  the  nominal  amount  of  the 
Bills,  and  in  the  Official  Receiver's  opinion  he  was  probably  the  dupe  of  the  un- 
scrupulous persons  who  had  induced  him  to  sign  the  Bills,  and  who  were  subsequently 
convicted  of  fraud  in  connection  with  the  transactions.  The  Bills  having  been 
negociated,  proofs  were  *  lodged  in  the  bankruptcy  by  persons  who  had  received  them 
for  value,  and  the  claims  founded  upon  such  Bills  comprised  the  bulk  of  the  Bankrupt's 
indebtedness. 

The  Official  Receiver  reported  thftt  the  Bankrupt's  assets  were  not  of  a  value  equal 
to  lO.  in  the  £,  that  he  had  continued  to  trade  after  knowing  himself  to  be  insolvent, 
and  that  he  had  contracted  debts  without  having  any  reasonable  expectation  of  being 
able  to  pay  them.  The  Trustee  in  the  baiikruptcy  opposed  the  application  for 
discharge,  and  the  Official  Receiver,  whilst  admitting  that  in  giving  the  Accommodation 
Bills  the  Bankrupt  was  not  actuated  by  any  fraudulent  or  dishonest  intention^  urged 
that  the  practice  of  signing  Accommodation  Bills  was  objectionable,  and  that  in  the 
interests  of  commercial  morality  the  Court  ought  to  discourage  the  practice.  The 
learned  County  Court  Judge  agreed  with  the  Official  Receiver's  views,  and  refused  to 
grant  the  discharge. 

The  Bankrupt  appealed,  and  submitted  that  the  Judge's  decision  was  unduly  severe, 
and  in  the  result  the  Divisional  Court  modified  the  Order  by  granting  tho  discharge 
subject  to  five  years'  suspension.  . 

D^dc^yof      '^^^  ^^^  appeal  was  also  at  the  instance  of  the  Bankrupt,  and  the  Order  complained 
assets.  ^^  ^^®  ^^®  ^y  which  his  discharge  was  suspended  for  five  years. 

Bash  and  The   Debtor  in  his  Statement  of  Afiairs,  estimated  his  unsecured  liabilities  at 

hazardoas      9,629Z.  9*,  8cf.,  but  a  Creditor  whom  he  had  treated  as  fully  secured  subs«q\jiently 
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proved^ for  ov^r  14,000Z.,  and  other  Creditors,  who  were  entirely  omitted  from  the 
Statement  of  AffafrSi  also,  proved,  with  the  result  that  the'  indebtedness  was  ascertained 
to  exoped  27,0(X)i.  The  assets  were  also  mis-stated,  realising  bnly  2,000Z.,  as  against 
nearly  4,000Z.  as  estimated  by  the  Bankrupt.  A  dividend  of  only  Is.  Ofd.  in  the  £ 
was  paid. 

The  Bankrupt  in  this  case  was  a  Licensed  Victualler,  and  in  addition  to  acquiring 
hotels  with  a  view  to  development  and  re-sale,  he  appeared  to  have  had  in  hand  other 
speculations  on  a  very  large  scale,  and  to  have  acted  as  Director  of  a  Company  carrying 
on  the  business  of  a  Grocer  and  Spirit  Merchant. 

The  Official  Receiver  reported  that  the  Bankrupt's  assets  were  not  of  a  value  eqtial 
to  10^.  in  the  £,  and  that  he  had  brought  on  his  bankruptcy  by  rash  and  hazardous 
speculation.,    The  Bebtor,  however,  urged  that  he  had  been  the  victim  of  misfortune. 

The  County  Court  Judge,  being  of  opinion  that  the  Bankrupt  had  been  gailty  of 
rash  and  hazardous  speculation,  suspended  the  discharge  for  five  years,  but  the  Divisional 
Court  reduced  the  period  of  suspension  to  two  years. 

I  oppdsed  an  appeal  by  a  Bankrupt  against  an  Order  of  the  Cousty  Court  Judge  Discretion  of 
dismissing  an  application  for  the  annulment  of  the  Order  adjudging  him  Bankrupt,        ^S"^^  ^ 

The  application  was  made  under  Section  35  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  which  ^^  ^ 
provides  that  "  where     ...     it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that  the  adjudication 
*'  debts  of  the  Bankrupt  are  paid  in  full  the  Court  may,  on  the  application  of  any  notwith- 
*'  person  interested,  by  Order,  annul  the  adjudication."  standing 

The  facts  were  ttiat  the  Receiving  Order  was  made  upon  a  Creditor's  Petition  in  §eJJ^^|JJ  f Jn 
October  1899.  On  being  questioned  by  the  Official  Eeceiver,  the  Debtor  alleged  that 
he  had  practically  no  assets,  and  that  he  had  given  a  Bill  of  Sale  upon  his  furniture 
in  considerat;on  of  an  alleged  payment  of  1501.  The  Official  Receiver  s  investigations, 
ho wever,  pointed  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Bill  of  Sale  transaction  was  ndt  a  genuine 
one,  the  ^Bankrupt's  Banking  Account  showing  that  at  the  time  the  Bill  of  Sale  was 
given  the  Account  was  in  credit  to  the  extent  of  nearly  700Z.  It  also  appeared  that  spme 
few  months  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order  the  Bankrupt  had  withdrawn  in 
notes  a  sum  of  1,T00Z.  from  his  Bank,  but  at  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order  only  one 
of  the  notes  received  by  the  Bankrupt  from  the  Bank  had  bjaen  cashed.  The  Bankrupt 
subsequently  admitted  that  the  Bill  of  Sale  was  a  bogus  one,  and  that  his  object  was 
to  defeat  the  claim  of  the  Petitioning  Creditor ;  and  shortly  afterwards  the  Bankrupt's 
Solicitor  paid  to  the  Official  Receiver  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  in  full,  the 
money  so  paid  to  the  Official  Receiver  actually  forming  part  of  the  amount  which  the 
Bankrupt  had  withdrawn  from  the  Bank. 

The  ^Bankrupt  then  applied  for  the  annulment  of  the  Order  of  Adjudication,  and  it 
was  contended  on  his  behalf  that  the  debts  haying  been  paid  in  full,  the  Court  iiad  no 
discretion  to  refuse  to  make  the  Order.  The  learned  County  Court  Judge,  however, 
held  that  the  power  to  annul  was  one  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  thp  Coj^irt,  and, 
having  regard  to  the  Bankrupt's  conduct,  he  refused  the  application. 

The  Divisional  Court  dismissed  the  appeal. 

In  another  case  the  appeal  also  raised  a  question  as  to  the  construction  of  Section  35  Assignment 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.     The  Receiving  Order  was  made  upon  the  petition  of^e^O^i 
of  a  Creditor  whose  claim   amounted   to  7,87o/.  135.   out  of  a  total  indebtedness.,  of  J^^oMess

The  Petitioning  Creditor's  claim  arose  out    of  certain  stockbroking  transactions  amou^t. 
betwpen  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Creditor,  and  the  Bankrupt,  whp  was  an  outside  w^^  ^^ 
Stockbroker.    The  clerk  having  incurred  very  heavy  losses,  the  Bankrupt  required  aasignee'in 
"cover"  to  be  deposited  with  him,  and  the  derk  thereupon  forwarded  a  parcel  of  scrip,  favour  of 
which  it  was  afterwards  ascertained  he  had  stolen  from  the  Petitioning  Creditor.     Thp  Bankrupt, 
lattey  the^  brought  an  action  against  th,e  Bankrupt  to  recover  the,  value  of  the  scrip,  I^^  ^^  j 
and  obtained  judgment  for  the  amqunt  already  mentioned.  .    y^^  ^^^ 

After  the .  Receiving  Order  had  beep  made,  criminal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  full, 
against  the  Bankrupt  for  perjuiy,  alleged  IfO  have  been  committed  in  the  proceedings 
before  referred  j;o.  , 

While  the  criminal  proceedings  were  .pending,  an  arrangement  was  come  to  between 
the  Petitioning  Creditor  and  a  relative  of  the  Bankrupt,  under  which  the  relative  paid 
to  the  Oredito]|*  a  sum  amounting  to  about  one-half  of  ha^  claim  in.  settlement,  and  the 
debt  was  thereupon  assigned  to  the  relative.  The  latter  then  released  the  dfibt  in 
favour  of  thp  J&ankrupt,  and  the  remaining  debts  having  been  paid,  application  was 
made  to  the  Court  to  annul  the  Adjudication,  on  the  ground  that  the  debts  of  the 
Bankrupt  had  been  p^id  in  full,.  Tl^a  application  was  opposed  by  the  Offiaial  !Eteceiv^r, 
who,  submitted  that  there  l}ad  nbjb  been  payipent  in  full  within  the  m(jajiing,of  tl^e 
Secijon,  a-nd  that  in.  any  case  th^  matter  teipg  pne  in  which  the  Courts  had  a  discretion, 
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tte  Bankrupt  was  not,  having  regard  to  his  conduct,  entitled  to  the  indulgence  asked 
for.  The  attention  of  the  Court  was  called  to  a  case  of  re  Burnet  (1  Manson  89)  in 
which  the  Court  had  held  that  the  debts  had  not  been  paid  in  full  where  they  had  been 
bought  by  one  friend  of  the  Bankrupt  for  a  sum  representing  28.  in  the  £^  and 
assigned  to  another  friend  on  the  Bankrupt's  behalf,  the  first  Assignee  being  paid  their 

full  value. 

In  the  present  case,  the  learned  Registrar  was  of  opinion  that  the  decision  in  re 
Burnet  did  not  apply,  because  the  Debtor's  relative  had  released  his  debt,  and  it  could  con- 
sequently be  disregarded.     The  Board  of  Trade  appealed  from  the  Registrar's  decision, 
and  the  appeal  was  allowed. 
Receiving  An  attempt  by  a  Debtor  to  use  the  Bankruptcy  Law  to  assist  him  in  defrauding  his 

Order  made  Creditors,  was  checked  in  a  case  in  which  an  appeal  was  brought  by  the  Official 
on  Debtor's  jj^oeiver  from  a  decision  of  the  Registrar,  by  which  he  refused  an  application  to  rescind 
r^inffw   a  Receiving  Order  which  had  been  made  against  the  Debtor. 

beini;  an  The  evidence  was  that  about  the  year  1 889  the  Debtor's  father  died,  and  bequeathed 

abnseofthe  to  Trustees  a  fund  of  which  the  income,  amounting  to  about  1,100Z.  a  year,  was  to 
process  of  jj^  ^^^^  ^q  ^Jjq  Debtor,  but  the  Will  contained  a  proviso  for  forfeiture  on  bankruptcy, 
the  Court,      ^.^j^  liberty  to  the  Trustees  in  that  event   to   apply  the   income  for  the  benefit  of 

the  Debtor  and  his  wife  and  children. 

In  the  year  1891  the  Debtor  was  adjudged  bankrupt,  his  liabilities  amounting  to 
2,6312.,  and  his  assets  to  514Z.,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Will  thereafter  paid  the  income 
of  the  trust  fund  to  the  wife. 

Li  1896  another  Receiving  Order  was  made  against  the  Debtor,  but  he  appealed 
from  the  Order,  and  submitted  that  as  he  had  no  assets  whatever,  and  the  Creditors 
could  consequently  derive  no  benefit  from  the  Order,  it  ought  not  to  have  been  made, 
and  on  that  ground  the  Receiving  Order  was  rescinded.  In  August  1897,  a  committal 
order  was  made  against  the  Debtor  for  default  in  paying  a  judgment  debt,  but,  with 
a  view  to  nullifying  the  committal  order,  the  Debtor  immediately  presented  a 
Bankruptcy  Petition,  and  a  further  Receiving  Order  was  made  against  him  thereon.  In 
January  1900,  and  again  in  September  1900,  further  committal  orders  having  been  made 
against  him,  he  presented  further  petitions,  and  obtained  Receiving  Orders,  and  it  was 
in  respect  of  the  last  of  these  orders  that  the  appeal  was  brought.  That  the  Debtor's 
object  was  to  cheat  his  Creditors  was  quite  obvious,  because  not  only  was  he  indirectly 
in  receipt  of  the  large  income  before  mentioned,  but  the  claims  of  some  of  the  Creditors 
at  whose  instance  the  committal  orders  were  made  amounted  to  less  than  the  costs 
which  the  Debtor  had  to  pay  to  his  Solicitor  for  presenting  his  Petition.  Under 
those  circumstances  the  Official  Receiver  applied  to  the  Court  for  the  rescission  of 
the  Receiving  Order,  on  the  ground  that  the  Petition  was  an  abuse  of  the  process  of 
the  Court,  but  the  Registrar,  whilst  agreeing  that  the  application  ought  if  possible  to 
be  granted,  considered  that  he  was  bound  by  a  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court  to 
hold  that  the  Receiving  Order  could  not  be  rescinded  for  stich  reasons  as  those  put 
forward. 

Upon  the  appeal,  however,  it  was  held  that  the  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court 
referred  to  was  distinguishable  from  the  present  case,  and  the  appeal  was  therefore 
allowed. 
Appeal  from      An  appeal  was  brought  by  a  Debtor  from  the  Order  of  Adjudication  which  had 
Order  of        been  made  against  him. 

Adjudica-  j^^j  j^i^q  Pirst  Meeting  of  Creditors  no  quorum  was  present,  and  the  Meeting  was 

^^^^'  therefore  adjourned.     In  the  interim  the  Debtor  submitted  a  proposal  for  a  scheme  of 

arrangement  under  which  the  Creditors  were  to  be  paid  208.  in  the  £,  of  which  7«.  6d. 
was  to  be  paid  in  cash  within  14  days  after  the  approval  of  the  scheme  and  the 
balance  within  12  months  afterwards,  the  proposal  being  made  subject  to  there  being 
no  adjudication  in  Bankruptcy  and  to  the  rescission  of  the  Receiving  Order. 

When  the  Debtor's  Public  Examination  came  on,  the  Debtor  applied  for  an  adjourn- 
ment on  the  ground  that  he  had  submitted  a  scheme  of  arrangement,  but  the  Official 
Receiver  informed  the  Court  that  the  scheme  was  apparently  not  in  proper  form, 
because  it  provided  no  security  for  the  payment  of  the  composition.  The  Registrar 
fixed  ia  new  date  for  the  Public  Examination  as  requested,  but  intimated  to  the  Debtor 
that  unless  within  four  days  the  objection  to  the  scheme  was  removed  he  would  make 
an  Order  of  Adjudication.  The  scheme  not  having  been  amended,  and  the  adjourned 
First  Meeting  of  Creditors  having  then  been  held  without  a  (}uorum  of  Creditors  being 
present,  the  Official  Receiver  applied  for  an  Order  of  Adjudication.  The  Debtor's 
Solicitor  opposed  the  application  on  the  ground  that  the  objection  taken  to  the  scheme 
was  not  weU  founded,  and  that  in  any  event  the  Official  !Eeceiver  ought  first  to  have 
eubmitted  the  scheme  to  the  Creditors  for  approval.    The  Registrar  was  of  opinion 
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tliat  not  only  was  there  no  sclieme  within  the  meaning  of  the  Aot,  but  that  even  if 
there  were,  the  fact  that  a  quorum  of  creditors  had  failed  to  attend  at  the  First 
Meeting  of  Creditors  or  the  adjournment  thereof  was,  under  Bule  191  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Rules,  a  snfEicient  ground  for  making  the  Order  of  Adjudication. 

The  Debtor's  appeal  from  the  Registrar's  Order  was  dismissed. 

A  somewhat  unusual  position  gave  rise  to  an  appeal  by  the  Debtor  against  an  Order  Scheme  of 
of  the  County  Court  Judge  by  which  an  Order  which  had  previously  been  made  arrangement 
approving  a   Scheme  of  Arrangement,   and  rescinding  the  Receiving  Order,   was  ^^^^^^^^ 
discharged,  and  the  Receiving  Order  restored.

The  Debtor  submitted  a  Scheme  of  Arrangement  by  which  the  Creditors  were  to  Sale  of 
receive  a  composition  of  7^.

The  Official  Receiver  caused  the  Debtor's  leasehold  property  to  be  valued,  and  upon  ^2j^r^° 
the  Valuer's  Report  he  formed  the  opinion  that  the  composition  proposed  was  more  amount  than 
than  would  be  payable  to  the  Creditors  if  the  matter  proceeded  in  bankruptcy,  and  anticipated, 
he  therefore  reported  to  the  Court  in  favour  of  the  Scheme.    The  Court  accordingly  j^^ssion  of 
approved  it,  and  rescinded  the  Receiving  Order.    The  Debtor  having  made  tJefault  in  ap'i>rovin 
remitting  the  amoxmt  necessary  to  provide  for  the  composition  to  the  Official  Receiver,  Scheme.  ^ 
he  applied  to  the  Court  to  discharge  the  Order  approving  the  Scheme,  and  to  adjudge 
the  Debtor  Bankrupt.    When  the  application  came  before  the  Court,  the  Debtor 
stated  that  he  was  arranging  to  sell  the  beerhouse,  and  would  then  be  in  a  position  to 
pay  the  Official  Receiver,  and  under  those  circumstances  the  County  Court  Judge 
adjourned  the  Official  Receiver's  application  for  a  week.    Before  the  matter  again 
came  before  the  Court  the  property  was  sold  by  the  Mortgagees,  and  realised  600/. 
more  than  the  amount  at  which  it  had  been  valued,  and  sufficient  to  leave  a  very  large 
margin  after  payment  of  the  amoimt  necessary  to  provide  for  the  composition.     The 
Debtor  s  SoUcitor  immediately  tendered  to  the  Official  Receiver  .the  amount  of  the 
composition,  but  the  Official  Receiver  doubted  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  he 
ought  to  accept  it,  and  accordingly  a  qualified  receipt  only  was  given.     When  the 
Official  Receiver's  adjourned  application  came  on,   the  Court  was  informed  of  the 
altered  circumstances,  and  the  Official  Receiver  contended,  as  an  additional  reason  why 
the  Order  approving  the  Scheme  should  be  rescinded^  that  the  Scheme  was  not,  in  view 
of  the  amount  realised,  reasonable,  and  calculated  to  benefit  the  Creditors,  because  the 
Debtor's  assets  were  sufficient  to  pay  a  larger  dividend  than  the  composition  payable 
under  the  Scheme. 

The  Debtor's  Solicitor,  however,  urged  that  the  Official  Receiver's  acceptance  of  the 
money  to  provide  for  the  composition  precluded  the  Court  from  rescinding  the  Order 
approving  the  Scheme.  The  learned  County  Court  Judge  was  of  opinion  that  the 
Chrder  should  be  discharged ;  but  to  enable  the  Debtor  to  submit  a  new  Scheme  offering 
better  terms  to  the  Creditors,  he  merely  revived  the  Receiving  Order,  and  did  not 
adjudge  the  Debtor  Bankrupt.  Upon  the  appeal,  however,  the  Divisional  Court  took 
the  view  that,  the  money  having  been  paid  before  the  rescission  of  the  Order  approving 
it,  the  Scheme  must  stand,  and  that  the  fact  that  the  Debtor's  property  had  realised  a 
larger  sum  than  was  anticipated  did  not  affect  the  matter. 

The  other  appeals  do  not  appear  to  call  for  special  comment. 

(2.)  Actions  and  otheb  Frocebdings  in  the  High  Court  to  which  Official  Receivers 

WERE  Parties. 

I  defended  an  action  in  which  the  Official  Receiver  at  Birmingham  was  one  of  the  Seizure  and 
Defendants.    The  action  arose  out  of  the  entry  by  the  Official  Receiver  upon  a  shop  ^^  ^^  S9ods 
where  a  Debtor,  in  respect  of  whose  affairs  an  Interim  Receiving  Order  was  made,  had  ^^|^^^ 
carried  on  business  as  a  Tailor.    The  Plaintiff  alleged  that   he  had  purchased  the  uQ^er 
business  from  the  Debtor  a  few  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  Interim  Receiving  Interim 
Order  was  made,  and  he  claimed  damages  for  trespass  and  seizure  and  sale  of  h£  Beceiving 
ffoods.  ^"^?"- 

Besides  the  shop  referred  to,  the  Debtor  occupied  two  other  tailors'  shops  in  person  claim. 
Birmingham*     He  had  been  in  tibe  habit  of  dealing  with  a  firm  of  Woollen  Manufac-  iug  to  have 
turers  at  Huddersfield,  and  had  incurred  debts  for  goods  supplied  by  them.     Being  £^J[^*^^ 
unable  to  obtain  payment  of  the  amount  due  to  them  from  the  Debtor,  the  firm  in  ^^^    "^ 
question  instructed  their  solicitor  to  take  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and  to  apply  for  an 
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Interim  Receiving  Order  under  Section  10  of  the  Act.  An  Interim  Receiving  Order 
was  in  due  course  made  by  the  County  Court,  and  by  that  Order  the  Official  Receiver 
was  constituted  Interim  Receiver  of  the  property  of  the  Debtor,  and  was  directed  to 
take  immediate  possession  of  the  three  shops  mentioned,  and  to  manage  the  business 
carried  on  by  the  Debtor  thereat.  The  Official  Receiver  took  possession  of  the  premises 
in  pursuance  of  the  Order,  but  was  immediately  met  with  the  Plaintiff's  claim.  The 
Petitioning  Creditors,  however,  denied  that  there  had  been  a  genuine  sale  to  the 
PlaintiflF,  and  urged  the  Official  Receiver  to  act  upon  the  Order.  The  Official  Receiver 
therefore  retained  possession,  but  offered  to  withdraw  if  the  Plaintiff  would  deposit  a 
sum  representing  the  value  of  the  property  claimed  by  the  Plaintiff,  to  enable  the 
question  at  issue  to  be  determined.  The  Plaintiff,  however,  declined  to  act  upon  the 
Official  Receiver's  suggestion,  and  brought  the  action. 

Inquiry  showed  that  the  transaction  in  connection  with  the  alleged  sale  to  the 
Plaintiff  was  of  an  exceedingly  suspicious  character,  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
contest  the  Plaintiff's  claim. 

The  action  was  tried  with  a  Special  Jury,  when  the  Plaintiff  was  subjected  to  a 
searching  cross-examination,  and  in  the  result  a  verdict  was  given  for  the  Defendant. 

The  case  raised  a  very  important  question  of  law,  as  to  whether  an  action  will  lie 
against  an  Official  Receiver  in  respect  of  acts  done  in  pursuance  of  an  Order  of  the 
Court,  but  the  verdict  of  the  jury  rendered  it  unnecessary  to  determine  the  question. 

I  also  defended  an  action  somewhat  similar  to  the  above  in  which  the  Plaintiff  sued 
the  Official  Receiver  and  others  for  damages  for  an  alleged  wrongful  seizure  of  his 
goods.  The  action  was,  however,  stayed  as  against  the  Official  Receiver  on  the  ground 
that  no  cause  of  action  was  disclosed  by  the  Statement  of  Claim. 

I  appeared  for  the  Official  Receiver  as  Trustee  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  Debtor  in 
an  action  in  the  Chancerj'  Division  upon  a  Petition  for  the  payment  out  of  Court  of 
moneys  in  which  the  Official  Receiver  claimed  to  be  interested. 

The  action  was  brought  for  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  a  Testator,  and  for 
sale  and  partition.  The  Debtor  was  appointed  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Testator's  real  estate,  and  to  get  in  his  personal  estate  and  to  carry  on  and  manage  his 
business.  As  such  Receiver  and  Manager,  he  opened  a  Banking  Account  in  connection 
with  the  Testator's  business,  and  such  account  eventually  became  overdrawn.  Further 
money  being  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Testator's  business,  the  Bank  agreed  to 
make  advances,  and  as  security  for  such  advances  and  for  the  overdraft,  the  parties 
beneficially  interested  in  the  Testator's  estate  charged  such  interests  in  favour  of  the 
Bank,  and  in  addition  the  Debtor  in  his  personal,  as  distinguished  from  his  repre? 
sentative  capacity,  guaranteed  the  payment  of  the  money  due  to  the  Bank.  The 
Bank  proved  upon  the  Debtor's  estate  in  respect  of  their  debt. 

The  Debtor  duly  lodged  his  accotmts  as  Receiver  and  Manager  in  the  Judge's 
Chambers,  such  accounts  showing  a  balance  in  his  favour..  It  was  claimed,  however, 
on  behalf  of  the  beneficiaries  that  some  of  the  payments  for  which  credit  was  taken 
had  not  in  fact  been  made  out  of  his  own  moneys,  but  by  overdrafts  on  the  account 
with  the  Bank  in  respect  of  which  the  Mortgage  before  mentioned  was  given. 

The  Testator's  estate  having  been  sold,  it  became  necessary  before  it  could  be 
distributed  to  settle  the  questions  arising  as  between  the  Testator's  estate  and  the 
Debtor.  Owing,  however,  to  the  time  which  had  elapsed,  and  to  the  death  of  some  of 
the  parties,  the  matter  was  one  of  some  difficulty,  and  under  those  circumstances  an 
arrangement  was  come  to  by  which  a  substantial  sum  was  secured  for  the  Debtor's 
estate. 

(3.)  Reviews  op  Taxation  op  Bills  op  Costs  in  County  Courts. 

The  question  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  first  of  the  two  cases  in  which  the  Board  of 
Trade  required  the  taxation  by  the  County  Court  Registrar  to  be  reviewed,  was 
whether  the  costs  of  the  Trustee's  Solicitor  in  relation  to  proceedings  against  the 
Bankrupt  were  subject  to  the  deduction  of  two-fifths  prescribed  by  Rule  112  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Rules.  The  Bankrupt,  while  still  undischarged,  became  entitled  to  a  life 
interest  in  certain  property.  The  Trustee  claimed  to  be  entitled  thereto,  but  the 
Bankrupt  opposed  his  claim,  and  an  application  to  the  Court  had  to  be  made  to  enforce 
the  Trustee's  claim.  Upon  the  taxation  of  the  Trustee's  Solicitor's  costs  of  the 
application  the  Registrar  decided  that  the  proceedings  were  not  *' proceedings  under 
the  Act "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Rule,  and  therefore  allowed  the  costs  on  the 
higher  scale.  The  Taxing  Master,  however,  held  that  the  costs  ought  only  to  have 
been  allowed  on  the  lower  scale,  and  varied  the  taxation  accordingly. 
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In  the  other  case  the  questions  were  whether  a  High  Bailiff  who  had  levied  two  Two  execu- 
executions  upon  the  Debtor's  goods  had  properly  been  allowed  a  charge  for  appraise-  ^^^^  ^7  . . 
ment  under  the  first  execution  and  levy  fees  in  respect  of  the  second  execution.     As  ?^^^  ^^j^* 
regards  the  first  point,  it  appeared  that  the  charge  had  been  allowed  because  the  mennmd' 
goods  seized  were  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  amount  of  the  levy,  and  it  was  levy  fees, 
necessary  therefore  to  ascertain  precisely  what  portion  of  the  goods  seized  should  be 
sold  or  retained.      Under  those   circumstances,    the   Taxing    Master    allowed    the 
Eegistrar's  taxation  to  stand,  but  the  fees  for  the  second  execution  were  disallowed 
on  the  ground  that  at  the  dat-e  thereof  the  Receiving  Order  and  Order  of  Adjudication 
had  been  made,   and   the   goods   seized    were  consequently   not  the  goods   of   the 
Debtor. 

(4.)  Examination  under  Section  91  or  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883. 

The  Examination  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  circumstances  under 
which  a  Trustee  had  sold  certain  assets,  forming  part  of  the  Bankrupt's  estate.  The 
Bankrupt's  father  bequeathed  to  his  children  a  share  in  leasehold  property  of  which  he 
was  possessed,  but  it  was  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  Bankrupt's  sisters  that  the  bequest 
was  subject  to  a  proviso  for  forfeiture  on  bankruptcy,  and  therefore  the  Bankrupt's 
interest  did  not  vest  in  his  Trustee.  That  view,  however,  was  contested  by  the 
Trustee,  whose  claim  to  the  property  was  upheld  by  the  Court.  Thereupon  the 
Bankrupt's  sisters  approached  the  Trustee  with  an  offer  to  purchase  his  interest  for 
700Z.,  which  would  have  been  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  in  full ;  but  he  declined  to 
accept  their  offer,  and  shortly  afterwards  sold  the  property  to  another  person  for  7501. 
In  order  that  he  might  be  in  a  position  to  give  his  purchaser  a  title,  the  Trustee  took 
further  proceedings  against  the  Bankrupt's  sisters,  and  his  Solicitor  eventually  carried 
in  a  Bill  of  Costs  amounting  to  a  large  sum  in  respect  of  such  proceedings  (which 
would  have  been  rendered  unnecessary  had  the  Trustee  accepted  the  offer  made  by  the 
Bankrupt's  sisters),  and  three-fourths  of  the  estate  was  absorbed  by  costs  and  Trustee's 
remuneration.  The  examination  was  held  upon  representations  made  by  the  Bimkrupt 
and  his  relatives  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the  costs  had  been  unnecessarily  incurred, 
and  was  directed  to  ascertaining  the  Trustee's  justification  for  his  action,  but  the 
facts  elicited  were  not  considered  sufficient  to  justify  any  further  action  in  the 
matter. 

(5.)  Motions  in  Bankbuftct  to  which  Official  Receivers  were  parties. 

A  Motion  was  brought  on  behalf  of  a  person  claiming  to  be  a  Creditor,  for  an  Rejection  of 
Order  declaring  that  a  decision  of  the  Official  Eeceiver  rejecting  the  Applicant's  proof  proof  for 
for  the  purpose  of  voting  was  wrong.  voting  pur- 

The  Applicant  had  lodged  a  proof  in  respect  of  money  lent  to  the   Debtor  and  ^^^bthat 
interest  thereon,  and  the  proof  disclosed  that  the  Creditor  held  certain  secuHty,  but  Becurities 
the  value  of  such  security  was  not  stated.  held  by 

For  the  purpose  of  voting  at  the  First  Meeting  of  Creditors  on  the  appointment  of  5*^*^1?°* 
a  Trustee,  the  Creditor  executed  a  Special  Proxy  in  favour  of  his  Solicitor.  The  orvalued. 
Official  Receiver  presided  at  the  Meeting,  when  obiections  were  taken  to  the  admission 
of  the  Applicant's  proof  for  voting  purposes,  on  the  grounds  that  he  had  not  valued 
his  security  as  required  by  the  Eules,  and  that  he  had  not  disclosed  the  whole  of  the 
Becurities  held  by  him.  As  regards  the  first  objection,  the  Creditor's  Solicitor  claimed 
to  be  entitled  to  value  the  security  then  and  there,  but  the  Official  Beceiver  ruled  that 
that  could  only  be  done  by  the  Creditor  himself.  As  to  the  second  objection,  it  was 
said  that  the  reasoa  why  the  security  had  not  been  disclosed  was  that  it  was  of  no 
value.  The  Official  Receiver  considered  that  the  objections  were  good,  and  declined 
to  admit  the  proof  for  voting. 

The  Judge  was  of  opinion  that  the  Official  Receiver's  ruling  was  incorrect,  and  that 
he  should  have  accepted  the  proxy's  valuation  of  the  security  mentioned  in  the  proof, 
and  admitted  the  proof  for  the  balance. 

In  the  next  case  the  proceedings  were  brought  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  Becoverj  of 
recover  a  sum  of  money  paid  to  Creditors  after  the  commission  of  an  act  of  bankruptcy  money  paid 
of  which  they  had  notice.  ^  ]!^^rlSVi 

The    Creditors    in    question,  who  had    obtained  judgment  against   the   Debtor,  bankruptcy, 
presented  a  bankruptcy  petition  against  him,  alleging  as  the  act  of  bankruptcy  that  the 
Debtor  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  a  bankruptcy  notice  requiring  him  to 
pay  the  amount  of  the  judgment  debt.     Upon  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the 
petition  the  Creditors  appeared  to  have  put  some  pressure  upon  the  Debtor  to  satisfy

the  amount  of  their  claim,  with  the  result  that  the  Debtor  paid  them  nearly  the  whole 
sum  due.  The  Creditors  agreed  to  accept  the  amount  in  settlement,  and  consented  to 
their  petition  being  dismissed.  Other  Creditors,  however,  instituted  bankruptcy  pro- 
ceedings against  the  Debtor,  and  he  was  evencually  adjudged  bankrupt.  The  Official 
Receiver  thereupon  applied  to  the  Creditors  to  refund  the  amount  paid  to  them  by  the 
Debtor,  but  they  declined  to  do  so,  on  the  ground  that  the  money  which  the  Debtor 
paid  to  them  was  not  his  own  money,  but  had  been  handed  to  him  for  the  express 
purpose  of  satisfying  their  claim.  This  allegation,  however,  was  not  correct,  and  the 
money  was,  therefore,  repaid  to  the  estate. 

A  Debtor  who  carried  on  business  as  a  Licensed  Victualler,  finding  himself  in 
financial  difficulties  arranged  with  his  Mortgagees  that  they  should  take  over  all  his 
interest  in  the  licensed  premises  and  purchase  the  stock,  loose  effects,  and  household 
furniture  at  a  valuation.  The  result  of  this  arrangement  was  that  the  Debtor  received 
a  cheque  for  about  160Z.,  which  was  substantially  the  whole  of  his  estate.  He  then  con- 
sulted his  Solicitor  as  to  his  affairs,  and  was  advised  to  file  his  petition  in  bankruptcy. 
The  Debtor  agreed  to  that  course,  and  arranged  that  the  Solicitor  should  cash  the 
Mortgagee's  cheque  and  retain  40/.  in  respect  of  the  costs  to  be  incurred  by  him  in 
connection  with  the  bankruptcy  proceedings.  Upon  the  Debtor's  subsequent  adjudi- 
cation the  Trustee  called  upon  the  Solicitor  to  repay  the  amount  deducted  by  him,  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  received  with  notice  of  an  act  of  bankrupty,  viz.,  of  intention 
to  suspend  payment,  or  as  a  deposit  to  secure  payment  of  future  costs,  and  that  the 
authority  given  by  the  Debtor  to  the  Solicitor  to  do  the  work  in  respect  of  which  the 
money  was  deposited  was  revoked  by  the  bankruptcy.  The  Solicitor  claimed  that  the 
arrangement  made  with  the  Debtor  was  that  he  should  accept  a  lump  sum  in  settle- 
ment of  his  costs,  and  that  the  transaction  was  one  which  the  Debtor  was  entitled  to 
enter  into.  Upon  the  matter  coming  before  Mr.  Justice  Wright  a  great  many  cases 
were  cited,  and  in  the  result  his  Lordship  held  that  whether  the  arrangement  was  for 
the  acceptance  of  a  lump  sum  for  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Solicitor  in  connection 
with  the  bankruptcy,  or  whether  it  was  merely  a  deposit  to  cover  the  costs  to  be 
incurred,  it  was  equally  open  to  objection,  because,  on  the  one  hand,  in  the  absence  of 
special  circumstances,  it  was  a  fraud  on  the  Bankruptcy  Laws,  and  on  the  other,  that  the 
Debtor's  retainer  to  the  Solicitor,  although  valid  at  the  time  it  was  given,  was 
terminated  by  the  bankruptcy. 

Li  the  present  case  the  learned  Judge  was  of  opinion  that  there  were  no  special 
circumstances,  and  made  an  Order  for  the  return  of  such  parb  of  the  money  as  had  not 
been  expended  at  the  date  of  the  act  of  bankruptcy  upon  which  the  Receiving  Order 
was  made,  viz.,  the  presentation  of  the  petition. 

I  represented  the  Official  Beceiver  on  an  application  which  involved  the  question  as 
to  which  of  two  claimants  was  entitled  to  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver. 

A  bankruptcy  petition  had  been  presented  against  a  foreign  firm  of  traders  carrying 
on  business  abroad  and  in  London,  and  prior  to  the  hearing,  of  the  petition  an  Order 
was  made  appointing  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  Interim  Receiver  of  the  Debtors' 
property.  The  Official  Receiver  thereupon,  with  the  leave  of  the  Court,  appointed  a 
Special  Manager  to  carry  on  the  Debtors'  English  business,  the  Special  Manager  being 
directed  to  pay  all  moneys  received  by  him  to  the  Official  Receiver. 

The  petition  was  ultimately  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  Debtors  were  foreigners, 
and  wex'e  consequently  not  amenable  to  the  English  Bankruptcy  Laws,  and  the  Order 
appointing  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  Interim  Receiver  was  discharged.  The  learned 
Registrar  threupon  made  an  Order  directing  that  the  money  which  had  been  paid  to  the 
Official  Receiver  by  the  Special  Manager  should,  after  certain  deductions,  be  paid  to  the 
debtors,  but  that  Order  was  subsequently  varied  by  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  a 
direction  given  for  an  account  to  be  taken  of  the  moneys  received  and  paid  by  the 
Special  Manager  while  carrying  on  the  Debtors'  business,  and  that  out  of  the  money 
in  the  Official  Receiver's  hands  there  should  be  paid  to  the  Special  Manager  the 
amount  of  the  payments  made  by  him,  any  balance  remaining  going  to  the  Debtors. 

Upon  the  Special  Manager's  accounts  being  taken,  they  showea  a  balance  due  to 
him  exceeding  the  amount  in  the  Official  Receiver's  hands.  The  Special  Manager 
thereupon  applied  to  the  Official  Receiver  for  payment  of  the  balance  in  the  latDer's 
hands  on  account  of  the  balance  shown  by  the  accounts  to  be  due  to  him,  but  the 
Debtors  objected  to  the  Official  Receiver  paying  the  money  to  the  Special  Manager,  on 
the  ground  that  the  Order  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  had  been  made  in  their  absence,  and 
was  therefore  not  binding  on  them.  Under  those  circumstances  the  matter  was 
brought  before  the  Court,  and  an  Order  made  for  payment  of  the  money  to  the  Special 
Manager. 
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(6.)   PrOCBBDINGS   AGAINST   DEFAULTING   TRUSTEES   IN   BANKRUPTCY. 

Proceedings  were  secessary  in  five  cases  against  persons  who  had  been  removed  from 
office  as  Trustee  and  had  neglected  to  forward  accounts  and  to  deliver  np  to  the 
"Official  Receiver  the  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  various  bankruptcies.  . 

(7.)  Proceedings  against  Defaulting  Trustees  under  Section  25  of  the  Baneruftct 

Act,  1890. 

I  was  instructed  in  511  cases  to  proceed  against  Trustees  under  Deeds  of  Arrange- 
ment to  enforce  delivery  of  their  accounts,  but  proceedings  were  actually  necessary  in 
only  43  cases.  In  four  cases,  in  consequence  oi  the  Trustee's  persistent  disregard  of 
the  Order  of  the  Court,  orders  for  committal  were  obtained,  which,  however,  it  was 
not  neceesary  to  put  into  force. 

(8.)  Miscellaneous  Proosedings. 

Scale  lY.  of  the  Scale  of  Costs  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Bankruptcy  Bnles  1886  and 
1890,  provides  for  the  allowance  on  the  taxation  of  a  Petitioner's  costs  as  follows : —

A  difference  of  opinion  having  arisen  as  to  whether  the  additional  allowance  referred 
to  was  to  be  made  in  the  case  of  a  debtor's  petition  as  well  as  a  creditor's  petition,  I 
attended  upon  a  taxation  before  the  Taxing  Master  and  contended  that  the  additional 
allowance  only  applied  to  the  case  of  a  creditor's  petition.  The  Master,  however, 
took  the  contrary  view,  but  upon  the  matter  being  submitted  to  Mr.  Justice  Wright, 
the  learned  Judge  decided  that  the  Master's  ruling  was  wrong.

Sib, 
This  is  the  eighth  number  of  the  Annual  Statement  which  has  been  prepared  in 
this  Department,  showing  the  production  and  consumption  of  Coal,  and  the  number  of 
persons  employed  in  Coal  production  in  the  principal  countries  of  the  world. 

The  tables  in  the  first  part  of  the  Statement  have  been  re-an'anged  in  Summary  formi 
so  as  to  show  in  a  series  of  two-page  tables  the  principal  facts  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
duction and  consumption  of  Coal  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  chief  British  Possessions 
and  Foreign  Countries,  These  Summary  Tables  show  for  a  series  of  years  :  (1)  the  total 
quantity  of  Coal  produced  in  each  country ;  (2)  its  value  (at  the  collieries  where 
possible)  ;  (3)  the  average  value  per  ton  ;  (4)  the  quantity  produced  per  head  of  popu- 
lation; (5)  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  Coal  mining,  the  number  employed  below 
ground  being  separately  shown  wherever  possible  ;  (6)  the  quantity  produced  per  person 
employed;  (7)  the  quantity  of  Coal  imported;  (8)  the  quantity  of  Coal  exported; 
(9)  the  excess  of  imports  over  export-s,  or  vice  versa;  (10)  the  total  quantity  of  Coal 
retained  for  consumption  ;  (11)  the  quantity  of  Coal  retained  for  consumption  per  head  of 
population.  The  twelfth  and  thirteenth  tables  show,  for  the  principal  consuming  countries 
only,  the  total  quantities  of  Coal  consumed  and  the  percentage  proportions  that  are  of 
home  production,  British  production,  and  the  produce  of  other  countries. 

In  the  Appendix  to  this  part  are  tables  giving  more  detailed  information  with  regard 
to  the  exports  of  Coal  from  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  British  India,  and 
New  South  Wales,  together  with  two  short  tables  with  regard  to  the  consumption  of  Coal 
for  locomotive  purposes  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  quantity  of  Coal  brought  to 
London. 

The  tables  in  this  first  part  and  the  figures  with  regard  to  coal  in  the  present 
memorandum  are  as  far  as  possible  exclusive  of  brown  Coal  or  Lignite.  Tables  with 
regard  to  the  production  of  Lignite  are  given  in  Part  II.  In  Part  III.  some  particulars 
are  given  of  the  production  of  petroleum  in  the  United  States,  Russia,  and  other 
countries. 

The  statistics  are  given  in  almost  every  case  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1900,  In  some 
cases  figures  are  also  given  for  the  year  1901,  but  these  are  to  a  great  extent  provisional 
figures  only,  and  subject  to  correction. 

"With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  preliminary  figures  for  1901,  all  the  information  given, 
both  as  regards  foreign  countries  and  the  British  Colonies,  is  either  taken  from  the  official 
publications  of  the  countries  and  Colonies  themselves,  or  is  supplied  directly  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  by  the  Statistical  Departments  of  those  countries  or  Colonies.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amounts  produced  in  1901  were  in  most  cases  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  although  the  production  of  the  United  States  still  continues  to  increase, 
and  has  now,  for  three  consecutive  years,  exceeded  that  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
production  of  Germany  represents  less  than  half,  and  that  of  France  and  Belgium 
together  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  production  of  this  country. 

The  total  known  Coal  production  of  the  world  (exclusive  of  brown  coal)  is  now  nearly 
700  million  tons  (of  2,240  lbs.)  per  annum,  of  which  the  United  Kingdom  produces 
rather  less,  and  the  United  States  rather  more,  than  a  third. 

As  compared  with  its  population,  the  production  of  coal  in  the  United  Kingdom  still 
surpasses  that  in  the  United  States.  It  amounted  to  5|  tons  per  head  of  the  population 
in  1900  and  5|  tons  per  head  in  1901,  whilst  in  the  United  States  it  is  still  only  just 
over  3^  tons  per  head.  In  Belgium  it  also  amounts  to  about  3^  tons  per  head,  in 
Germany  to  rather  less  than  2  tons  per  head,  and  in  France  to  about  4  ton  per  head. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  average  value  per  ton  of  the  Coal  produced  taken

These  averages  are  again,  in  all  cases,  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year.  In  Belgium 
the  rise  in  price  amounted  to  45.,  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  over  3«.,  and  in  France'  to 
2s.  per  ton.  In  Germany  prices  rose  only  by  about  I5.,  and  in  the  United  States  by  only 
about  Id.  per  ton. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  the  average  value  in  1901  fell  to  9«.  4^.  per  ton,  whilst  the 
provisional  figures  available  for  Gennany  and  the  United  States  indicate  a  rise  in  value 
in  both  countries,  to  9$.  ^\d.  per  ton  in  Germany  and  5«.  6}(f.  per  ton  in  the  United  States. 

The  very  slight  rise  in  price  which  has  accompanied  the  enormously  increased  output 
of  the  United  States  in  recent  years  is  very  striking,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  put  side  by 
side  the  prices  of  coal  in  that  country  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  now  and  10  years  ago. 
This  is  done  in  the  following  table,  where  figures  are  given  for  the  three  years  1889-91 
and  1899-1901  :—

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In  comparing  liiese  figntesi  it  nmiat  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  ciroamgtaiicefl,  6uch 
ns  the  quality  of  the  coal  mined^  improved  machinery,  nearness  to  the  surface,  the 
nature  of  the  soil,  Ac,  affect  the  ayerage  Talne  at  the  collieries,  in  addition  ;to  any 
difference  there  may  be  in  the  cost  of  labour.

The  growth  in  the  output  of  British  India  (maiuly  Bengal)  in  recent  years  has  been 
very  rapid,  and  it  is  now  double  that  of  six  years  ago.  It  will  be  seen  that  New  South 
Wales  contributes  no  less  than  5^  million  tons  out  of  the  total  Australian  output  of  imder 
6^  million  tons.  In  Australia  as  a  whole^  New  Zealand,  and  Canada^  as  well  as  in  India, 
the  output  was  greater  in  1900  than  any  previously  recorded.  In  both  Cape  Colony  and 
Natal  there  was  a  falling. off.  The  latest  figures  for  the  Coal  production  of  the  Transvaal 
relate  to  1898,  when  it  amounted  to  1,908,000  tons.  The  output  per  head  of  population 
amounted  in  New  South  Wales  to  just  over  4  tons,  but  in  Australia  as  a  'v^hole  it  only 
reaohed  about  If  ton«.  -  In  New  Zealand  it  was  just  under  1 }  tons,  and  in  Canada  about 
1  ton.

.  It  will  be  seen  that,  except  in  Canada,  Cape  Colony,  and  Natal,  the  average  value  of 
Coal  produced  was  everywhei;e  lower  than  in  the  Mother  Country.  The  values  in  the 
two  last-named  Colonies  were,  however,  unprecedentedly  inflated,  owing,  doubtless,  to 
the  war  in  South  Africa. 

With  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  Coal-mining  industry,  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  tables  annexed  that  a  far  larger  number  is  employed  in  the  United 
Kingdom  than  in  any  other  country.  The  circumstances  in  which  persons  are  employed, 
e.ff.y  whether  in  haulage  above  ground  or  as  clerks  and  timekeepers,  or  whether  again 
they  are  employed  during  the  whole  of  the  week  or  only  on  certain  days  thereof,  vary 
so  much  in  the  different  countries  that  it  is  difficult  to  compare  the  results  in  the 
various  countries  to  which  the  tables  relate.  The  number  of  persons  employed  below 
ground  has  been  separately  distinguished  in  the  tables  annexed  in  all  cases  where 
it  is  possible  to  give  the  information.

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The  consumption  of  Coal  in  each  country  has  b^ea  amv^d  at,  for, the  purppfie^of  the 
present  .tables,  by  adding  the  imports  to  the  home  production^  and  deducting  the  ^poits. 
A  reference  to  Table  IX.^  pp.  28-29,  will  show  that  the  countries; which  export  Coal 
in  excess  of  the  amount  they  import  are  th^  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  the  United 
States,  Belgium,  and  Japan.  Amongst  Britii^h  Colonies  and  Possessions  New  South 
Wales  is  the  principal  exporting  Colony.  Xn  190D  India  for  the  first  time  entered  the 
same  group.  The  following  statement  gires  particulars  of.  the  excess  of  exports  over 
imports  in  1900  in  the  countries  and  British  Possessions  named  :  —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom,  as  might  have  been  anticipated 
in  a  year  of  diminished  production,  were  not  so  great  as  in  1900.  Thcexoess  of  exports 
in  the  United  States,  after  a  rapid  increase,  has  now  slightly  decreased. 

The  principal  Coal-producing  countries  which  import  Coal  in  excess  of  the  amount 
they  export  are  Russia,  Sweden,  France,  Spain,  Italy,  and  Austria^^Hungary,  whilst  the 
principal  British  Colonies  and  Possessions  that  did  so  in  1900  were  Canada,  Victoria, 
South  Australia,  Western  Australia,  Queensland,  Tasmania,  New  Zealand,  and  Cape 
Colony.  The  other  British  Colonies  are  nearly  all  importing  countriefli.  The  following 
statement  shows  the  excess  amount  of  Coal  imported  into  the.aboverniQntioned  countries

fact  that  the  published  returns  do  not  in  all  cases  show  thef  procedure  with* regard  to 

what  is  called  '' bunker  coal."     The  figures  given  for  the  exports  from  the  United 

Ejngdom  and  France  in  the  following  tables  are  inclusive  of  Coal  for  the  use  of  steamers

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^gaged  in  the  foreign  trade,*  while  Coal  for  the  use  of  steamers  engaged  in  the  home 
or  coasting  trade  is  excluded.  In  the  United  States  Coal  shipped  for  the  use  of  steamers 
engaged  in  the  foreign  trade  is  not  included  in  the  exports,  and  no  separate  account  is 
taken  of  the  quantity  of  such  Coal.  The  principle  in  Germany  is  to  exclude  all  Coal 
put  on  board  T^sels  to  be  used  as  bunker  coal  from  the  import  and  export  accounts. 
It  should,  however,  be  pointed  out  that  Coal  sent  from  other  parts  of  the  German 
Empire  to  the  free  port  of  Hamburg  is  included  amongst  exports,  and  whilst  it  is  true 
that  the  greater  part  of  this  finds  its  way  abroad,  a  portion  may  no  doubt  do  so  in  the 
form  of  bunker  coal.  In  Japan  Coal  for  ships'  use  was  included  in  the  exports  up  to 
the  year  1900,  but  excluded  in  1901.  In  the  United  Kingdom  the  coal  shipped  for  the 
use  of  steamers  in  the  foreign  trade  amounted  in  1900  to  11,752,316  tons,  and  in  1901 
to  13,586,833  tonii.

It  appears  from  the  above  that  the  only  countries  in  which  the  per  capita  consump- 
tion of  Coal  at  all  approximates  to  that  of  the  United  Kingdom  are  the  United  States 
and  Belgium.  Apart  from  the  demands  of  steam  shipping,  the  consumption  of  Coal  per 
head  of  population  is  found  in  the  highest  proportion  in  those  countries  where  steam 
traction  and  machinery  worked  by  steam  are  mostly  in  use,  and  the  lowest  in  those 
countries  where  machinery  is  comparatively  speaking  but  little  used.  Both  in  France  and 
Germany  the  consumption  per  head  appears  small,  but  in  these  countries  a  large  quantity 
of  fuel  of  other  sorts,  such  as  turf,  wood,  lignite,  and  denatured  spirits  is  also  in  use. 

A  return  showing  the  quantity  of  Coal  consumed  for  locomotive  purposes  by  the 
railway  companies  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  again  been  obtained,  and  the  results  are 
shown  in  Table  E.  of  the  Appendix  to  Part  I.,  page  42.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  of  Coal  so  consumed  was  11,022,893  tons  in  1901,  as  against  11,197,122  tons 
in  1900  and  10,666,141  tons  in  1899.  Similar  information  is  also  available  in  the  case 
of  a  few  other  countries.  In  India  the  quantity  consumed  in  1901  amounted  to 
1,979,000  tons;  in  France  in  1900  to  6,299,000  tons;  in  Italy  in  1900  to  1,088,000 
tons ;  in  European  Russia  in  1899  to  2,562,000  tons ;  in  Belgium  the  quantity  consumed 
im  State  railways  in  1900  amounted  to  1,268,019  tons  ;  in  the  United  States  the  amount

It  will  be  seen  that,  of  the  above  countries,  Sweden  is  chiefly  supplied  by  Coal  of 
British  production  ;  whilst  in  Eussia,  Spain^  Austria-Hungary,  and  Japan,  the  Coal 
used  is  for  the  most  part  of  native  production. 

The  return  obtained  last  year  for  the  first  time,*  showing  the  total  quantity  of  Coal 
brought  to  London  by  railway,  canal,  and  sea  (coastwise)  has  been  continued  in  this 
number.  The  results  which  are  summarised  in  Table  F.  of  the  Appendix  to  Part  I., 
page  43,  show  that  the  quantity  of  Coal  brought  into  the  area  within  a  radius  of 
15  miles  from  Charing  Cross  in  1901  was  15,065,534  tons,  as  against  15,746,003  tons  in 
1900,  and  14,577,943  tons  in  1899.  Rather  more  than  half  these  quantities  is  brought 
by  sea  (coastwise)  and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  remainder  by  rail,  the  amount  brought  by 
canal  being  insignificant. 

Tables  are  given  in  the  Appendix  showing  the  quantity  of  Coal  exported  in  recent 
years  from  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  British  India,  and  New  South 
Wales,  distinguishing  in  each  case  the  principal  coimtries  to  which  it  is  exported.  The 
quantity  of  Coal  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  was  not  so  great  in  1901  as  in  1900, 
but  slightly  greater  than  in  1899.  Germany,  France,  and  Italy  are  our  principal 
customers,  taking  between  them  nearly  one  half  of  our  total  exports.  The  exports  of 
coal  from  the  United  States  are  now  more  than  twice  as  great  as  they  were  four  or  five 
years  ago.  They  are,  however,  less  than  a  fifth  of  those  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
are  still  sent  mainly  to  neighbouring  countries,  especially  Canada.  About  half  of  the 
exports  of  New  South  Wales  are  sent  to  other  States  of  the  Australian  Commonwealth, 
the  other  principal  customers  being  Chile  and  New  Zealand.  Two-thirds  of  the  exports 
of  British  India  are  sent  to  Ceylon. 

The  statistics  of  Lignite  production  in  Part  II.  show  that  the  principal  countries  of 
production  are  Germany,  Austria,  and  Hungary,  which  in  1900  produced  40,498,000 
metric  tons,  21,540,000  metric  tous,  and  5,130,000  metric  tons  respectively.  The 
quantity  of  Lignite  produced  in  the  United  States  is  included  in  the  figures  for  the 
production  of  Coal  already  given.  The  latest  available  figures  giving  the  production 
of  Lignite  separately  relate  to  1892,  when  it  amounted  to  1,422,000  tons.  In  no  other 
country  does  the  quantity  produced  reach  one  million  tons.  In  the  United  Kingdom  it 
has  for  some  years  been  nil. 

In  Part  III.  are  given  statistics  of  the  production  and  exports  of  Petroleum  in  Russia 
and  the  United  States  for  a  series  of  years.  In  1900  the  total  production  of  the  United 
States  was  2,217  million  gallons,  and  of  Russia  2,477  million  gallons.  A  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  foimer  than  of  the  latter  quantity  is  exported.  Particulars  are  also  given 
in  the  tables  showing  the  production  of  Petroleum  in  recent  years  in  Germany,  Austria, 
Roumania,  Japan,  Canada,  British  India,  and  Java  and  Sumatra.

Kingdom,  Western  Australia,  Tasmania,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  German  £mpire, 
Belgium,  France^  Spain,  Austria,  Himgary,  and  the  United  States,  and  market  values 
in  Japan.     For  other  countries  no  information  is  available  on  this  subject. 

The  production  and  consumption  per  head  of  population  have  been  calculated  in  all 
cases  on  the  basis  of  the  best  official  estimates  available  of  the  population  in  the  years  in 
question. 

The  Tables  with  regard  to  Foreign  Trade  relate  to  "  Special "  trade  (imports  for 
home  consumption  and  exports  of  domestic  produce)  in  the  case  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  Russian  Empire,  Sweden,  Germany,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Austria-Hungary, 
Japan,  the  United  States,  Canada,  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Natal,  and  to  "  General " 
trade  in  other  cases.  The  figures  in  these  Tables  are  inclusive  of  Coke  in  the  case  of 
Sweden,  Spain,  Italy  and  France ;  of  Coke  and  Patent  Fuel  in  the  case  of  India,  Cape 
Colony,  Germany,  Belgium,  and  Austria  Hungary ;  of  Coke,  Lignite,  and  Peat  in  the 
case  of  Russia.  The  German  figures  also  include  Peat  Coal  from  and  after  1891.  The 
exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  include  Culm,  Cinders,  Coke,  and  Patent  Fuel,  the 
two  last  named  being,  however,  converted  into  their  equivalents  in  Coal.  As  to  the 
inclusion  of  bunker  coal,  see  Report,'"page  7.

Companies  Act,  1900. 

A  marked  reduction  has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  new  companies  registered 
during  the  year  1901,  amounting  to  about  30  per  cent,  on  the  average  of  the 
previous  five  years.  How  far  this  is  due  to  the  working  of  the  Companies  Act,  1900, 
which  came  into  operation  oa  let  January  1901,  cannot  at  present  be  fully  determined. 
That  the  Act  has  had  a  considerable  influence  in  checking  the  formation  of 
companies  on  an  unsound  basis  appears  to  be  probable,  and  although  the  reduction 
in  the  number  of  companies  registered  has  not  as  yet  been  accompanied  by  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  the  number  of  liquidating  companies,  the  tendency  appears 
to  be  in  the  same  direction. 


Colonial  Legislation  as  to  the  Winding-up  op  Companies. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  has,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
obtained  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  department  a  collection  of  Laws  and 
Ordinances  relating  to  joint  stock  companies  now  in  force  in  various  British  Colonies. 

It  has  not  at  present  been  practicable  to  make  an  exhaustive  examination  of  these 
documents,  but  it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  Part  IV.  of  the  Imperial  Companies 
.  ct,  1862,  with  modifications  in  some  cases,  form  the  basis  of  procedure  in  the  great 
majority  of  the  Colonies.     Very  few  of  them  have,  however,  superadded  the  provisions 
of  the  English  Winding-Up  Act  of  1890.       It  is  only  the  laws  of  British  Gruiana, 
Newfoundland,  and  Victoria  that  produce  them  with  fair  completeness.     The  Falkland 
Islands  adopt  them  by  reference,  and  as  Fiji,  by  an  Ordinance  of  1889,  provides  that 
companies  shall  be  wound  up  under  the  provisions  of  the  English  law  relative  to  joint 
stock  companies  so  far  as  applicable,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  subsequent  amend- 
ments of  the  English  law  are  thus  brought  in.     In  some  other  Colonies  the  adoption  is 
partial  only,  e.g.y  Queensland  by  an  Act  of  1892  provides  for  an  "  Official  Trustee  " 
under  the  Insolvency  Act  becoming  ex  officio  liquidator  on  the  making  of  a  winding- 
up   order,  and   (where  the  order  is  made  on  a  creditor's  petition,  or  in  any  other 
case  if  the  court  thinks  fit),  for  the  holding  of  a  meeting  of  creditors  (but  not  of 
contributories),  to  appoint  a  liquidator  other  than  the  Official  Trustee,  and  a  committee 
of  inspection.     A  New  Zealand  Act  of  1901   also  provides  for  the  automatic  appoint- 
ment of  an  official  (the  official  assignee   in  bankruptcy)  as  liquidator,  but  does  not 
enable  the  creditors  and  contributories  to  replace  him  by  a  nominee  of  their  own. 
The  court  may  on  the  application  of  any  creditor  or  contributory  appoint  supervisors 
(committee  of  inspection)  to  assist  in  the  winding  up.     Provision  is  made  for  the  audit 
of  the  liquidator  B  accounts. 

A  Tasmanian  Act  of  1895,  while  leaving  undisturbed  the  provisions  of  the  principal 
Act  of  1869  (similar  to  those  of  the  Imperial  Act  of  1862)  as  to  appointment  of 
liquidators,  adopts  several  of  the  main  provisions  of  the  English  Act  of  1890,  e.g.,  as 
to  statement  of  afilairs,  report  to  the  court  and  public  examination,  damages  for 
misfeasance,  periodical  statements  as  to  pending  liquidations  and  payment  in  of 
unclaimed  and  undistributed  funds,  discretionary  powers  of  liquidators  and  control 
thereof,  &c. 


A  South  Australian  Act  of  1892  and  a  Western  Australian  Act  of  1893  adopt 
proyisions  similar  to  those  of  the  English  Act  of  1890  as  to  damages  for  misfeasance ; 
duty  of  liquidator  to  summon  meetings  of  creditors  and  contributories  on  requisition 
and  to  have  regard  to  their  directions ;  and  appeal  to  court  against  liquidator. 

A  Cape  of  Qood  Hope  Act  of  1892  adopts  (and  extends  to  voluntary  winding  up 
cases)  the  provisions  as  to  report  to  the  court  and  public  examination,  with  the  difference 
that  the  duty  of  the  ofi&cial  liquidator  to  make  '^a  further  report"  is  obligatory 
instead  of  discretionary.  The  Act  also  adopts  substantially  the  provisions  of  Section  23 
of  the  Act  of  1890  as  to  consultation  with  creditors  and  contributories,  and 
summoning  meetings  on  requisition  ;  of  Section  24  as  to  appeal  by  aggrieved  persons 
to  the  court  against  any  act  or  decision  of  the  liquidator ;  and  of  Section  iD  as  to 
damages  for  misfeasance.  A  British  South  Africa  Company's  Ordinance  of  18959 
applicable  to  Southern  Rhodesia,  is  drawn  on  similar  lines,  except  that  the  official 
liquidator's  further  report  to  the  court  is  discretionary,  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  court  is  empowered  to  order  a  public  examination  on  a  preliminary  as  well  as  a 
further  report, 

A  Barbados  Ordinance  of  1892  provides  that  the  official  assignee  shall  act  as 
official  liquidator. 

The  following  have  passed  no  laws  as  to  the  winding  up  of  companies : — Qumbia, 
Gibraltar,  Gold  Coast,  Lagos,  Northern  and  Southern  Nigeria,  St.  Helena,  Seychelles, 
Sierra  Leone. 

The  Malta  Companies  Ordinance  of  1857  resembles  in  many  respects  the  company 
provisions  of  the  contemporary  French  Commercial  Code.  In  Cyprus  companies  are 
regulated  by  the  Ottoman  Law,  which  is  stated  to  be  an  adaptation  of  the  French 
Commercial  Code  as  it  existed  some  years  ago.

It  thus  appears  that  the  total  number  of  abortive  and  liquidating  companies  during 
1901  was,  in  proportion  to  the  new  companies  registered,  86  per  cent.,  as  agairust  60  per 
cent,  dinring  the  previous  year.  This  large  increase  is  probably  due  to  the  influence 
of  the  Companies  Act  of  1900,  in  diminishing  the  number  of  new  companies  formed, 
while  the  companies  which  went  out  of  existence  were  in  the  main  formed  before  the 
Act  came  into  operation,  and  were  therefore  not  similarly  affected.

It  will  be  observed  that  while  the  central  group  of  companies  representing  total  Whi taker 
obligations   to   the   public   of   more   than  10,000?.  and  less  than  100,000/.  shows  a   Wright 
considerable  reduction   both  in   the   number   of   companies   and  in   the  amount   of  f^^^^i^ 
liabilities  as  compared  with  previous  years,  Class  !•  which  relates  to  companies  with 
obligations  above  that  figure,  shows  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  such  obligations, 
the  total  being  more  than  seven  times  the  amount  of  any  previous  year  since  1894. 
This  increase  is  almost  entirely  due  to  three  finance  companies  associated  with  the 
name  of  Mr.  Whitaker  "Wright  as  their  chief  promoter  and  manager.     These,  together 
vath   three   mining  companies   in   Class  II.   form   a  group   closely   connected  with 
each  other,   to  which  a  large  amount  of  public  attention  has  been  directed.     They

The  value  of  the  gross  assets  belonging  to  this  group  is  estimated  in  the  statements 
of  affairs  at  7,299,136Z.,  but  there  is  no  probability  of  that  figure  being  even 
approximately  realised.  The  assets  are  of  a  highly  speculative  character,  and 
according  to  the  best  estimates  which  can  at  present  be  made  their  total  value  is  not 
likely  to  exceed  1,500,000/.  This  leaves  an  apparent  deficit  of  about  3,500,OOOZ., 
or  if  the  vendors  shares  be  included  (and  many  of  these  have  been  placed  on  the 
market  and  sold  to  the  public  at  prices  much  beyond  their  nominal  amount)  of 
7,5OO,0O0i. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  management  and  failure  of  these  companies  have 
been  fully  investigated  by  public  examination  in  court,  of  the  persons  respo!Qwible, 
and    although    the    evidence    is    of   a  somewhat    voluminous    character,   th&  tfUMes 
of  the  failure  may   be   stated  in  the  briefest  terms.      The   object  of   the  London 
and  Globe  Company  was,  according  to  its  memorandum  of  association,  to  engage  in 
"all  kinds  of   financial  operations,"  and   that  of  the  British    America  Corporation 
and  the  Standard  Exploration  Company  was  practically  the  same.     The  shareholders 
knew  this,  but  reposed  absolute  confidence  in  the  directors.     So  long  as  large  profits 
were  made  it  mattered  not  to  them  how  they  were  mnde.     But  they  must  have  known 
that  the  business  was  of  the  most  speculative  character.     The  London  and  Globe 
Finance  Corporation  was  an  amalgamation  of  two  previously  existing  companies ;  one,^ 
the  "West  Australian  Exploring  and  Finance  Corporation,  registered  on  1st  September 
1894,  with  a  capital  of  195,O0OZ.  in  ordinary  shares  and  5,000Z.  in  deferred  shares,  to- 
develop  and  deal  in  mining  properties ;    the  other,  the  London  and  Globe  Finance 
Corporation  (old  company),  registered  on  1st  April  1895,  with  a  similar  capital  in- 
ordinary and  deferred  shares,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  finance  company.     On 
1st  March  1897,  the  new  London  and  Globe  Finance  Corporation  was  formed  to  take 
over  these  two  companies,  issuing  paid  up  shares  for  1,600,OOOZ.  in  exchange,  of  whicL. 
990,0OOZ.  was  issued  to  the  ordinary  shareholders  against  390,000Z.  held  in  the  original 
companies,  and  610,000/.  was  issued  to  the  holders  of  deferred  shares  for  10,OOOZ. 
These  deferred  shares,  which   were  entitled   to  one  half  of  the  profits  of  the  old 
companies  in  each  year,  after  10  per  cent,  had  been  paid  on  the  ordinary  shares  (and 
on  a  winding-up  to  half  the  surplus  assets  after  repayment  of  the  amount  paid  up  on 
all  the  shares),  had  been  issued  to  Mr.  Whitaker  Wright,  the  promoter  of  the  two 
companies;  in  the  case  of  the  West  Australian  Exploring  and  Finance  Corporation, 
in  consideration   of  his  agreeing  to   transfer  to  the  company  certain  **  options "  to 
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acquirer  mining  leases,  &c.  on,  payment  of  the  price  at  whicli  lie  was  himself  at  liberty 
to  acquire  them ;   and  in  the  case  of  the  London  and  Globe  (old  company),  in  con- 
sideration of  his  services  in  promoting  the  company  and  procuring  subscription  of  the, 
shares*     There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  anything  unusual  or  extraordinary  in. 
this   transaction,  more  especially   considering  that  the  shares  were  not  entitled  to 
participate  in  the  profits  until  the  ordinary  shareholders,  who  had  supplied  the  whole 
of  the  cash  capital,  had  in  each  year  received  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent.      But  when, 
aft^r  about  two  years'  speculative  operations,  these  deferred  shares  for  10,000Z.  were 
converted  into  certificates  representing  610,000Z.  (or  61  times  their  nominal  amount) 
in  the  ordinary  shares  of  the  new  company,  ranking  in  all  respects  on  the  same  footing 
as  t  hose  held  by  the  ordinary  shareholders,  while  the  latter  received  certificates  for 
nearly  three  times  the  nominal  amount   of  their  shares,  the  arrangement  is  of  so 
remarkable  a  character  as  to  remove  it  entirely  outside  the  sphere  of  ordinary  business, 
and  the  shareholders  cannot  be  supposed  to  have  been  ignorant  of  the  real  nature  of 
the  operations  which  led  to  such  results.     Whether  the  gigantic  paper  profits  made  by 
both   the   old   and  the  new   companies  were  produced   by  gambling   on  the  Stock. 
Exchange,  or  by  the  creation  of  new  companies  with  inflated   paper  capital  which 
was  treated   as  real,  appears  in   this  respect  to   be   immaterial.      The  shareholders 
either  knew  the  general  nature  of  the  business,  or  they  were  content  to  receive  the 
benefit  of  very  abnormal  profits  without  inquiry,  and  in  implicit  reliance  upon  the 
directors.     The  directors  on  the  other  hand,  according  to  their  own  admissions,  left 
the  entire  control  of  these  financial  operations  in  the  hands  of  the  managing  director, 
and  while  accepting  large  fees  as.  directors,  either  neglected  to  inform  themselves  as 
to  what  he  was  doing  or  concurred  in  his  operations.     The  managing  director,  being 
thus  entinieted  with  plenary  power  to  enter  upon  "  all  kinds  of  financial  transactions," 
entered  on   an   extensive  promotion  of  new    companies  and   conducted  a  series  of 
gigantic  operations  on  the  Stock  Exchange.     Some  of  these  yielded  a  large  profit, 
whilst  others  resulted  in  losses  which  proved  the  ruin  of  the  companies  concerned. 
As  a  sample  of  the  business  actually  done  by  the  new  company  it  is  perhaps  suflBcient 
to  mention  the  promotion  by  it,  in  December  1897,  of  the  British  America  Corporation, 
Limited,  under  what  was  substantially  the  same  direction  and  management.     That 
company,  which  was  registered  on  7th  October  1897,  and  the  shares  in  which  to  the 
extent  of  1,000,000?,  were  offered  for  subscription  to  the  shareholders  of  the  London 
and  Globe  Company,  was  for.med,  according  to  its  prospectus,  to  purchase,  at  the  price 
of  500,000Z.  in   paid-up   shares,  certain   rights   which   the   company  had  agreed  to 
purchase  for  100,000Z.  in  paid-up  shares  on  24th  September  previous  (that  is,  within 
thirteen  days  of  the  registration  of  the  company) ;  and,  upon  these  operations,  credit  was 
taken  in  the  books  of  the  London  and  Ulobe  for  a  realised  profit  of  400,000Z.  less 
5O,O0OZ.  paid  as  the  cost  of  underwriting  the  subscription.     The  Official  Receiver  has 
reported  that  the  rights  thus  acquired  "  consisted  merely  of  options  to  acquire  "  certain 
interests,  "no  concession   or  property  being  in  fact  sold  to  the  British  America  Goi^ 
poration."     The  prospectus  on  which  the  shares  were  offered  stated  that  the  profit  on 
this  transaction,  the  amount  and  particulars  of  which  were  not  disclosed,  would  accrue 
to  the  shareholders  of  the  London  and  Griobe,  who  alone  were  entitled  to  subscribe  for 
shares,  and  in  the  result  the  whole  issue  of  1,000,(J00/.  was  over-applied  for  by  them, 
and  the  number  of  investors  in  London  and  Globe  shares  after  this  date  was  greatly 
increased.     There  were  a  large  number  of  transactions  of  a  more  or  less  similar 
character.      The  funds   of  both  companies,   together   with  those  of   the   Standard 
Exploration  Company,  Limited,  were  also  employed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the 
purchase  of  each  others'  shares.    Mr.  Whitaker  Wright  was  the  managing  director  of 
all  the  three  companies  referred  to,  and  this  concentration  of  management,  and  the  lack 
of  any  real  control  in  the  conduct  of  the  operations,  afforded  great  facilities  for  specula- 
tive operations  of  a  dangerous  character,  while  the  purchase  of  lar^e  quantities  of 
shares  could  not  fail  to  affect  their  market  price.     It  may  also  be  pointed  out  that  it 
appears  from  the  Agreements  and  Returns  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock 
Companies  that  nearly  one  half  of  the  deferred  shares  in  the  old  companies  had,  at  the 
date  of  the  reconstruction  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  a  large  number  of  persons, 
who  thus  became  entitled  to  allotments  of  61  times  the  nominal  value  of  their  interests 
in  shares  of  the  new  company,  and  many  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Stock 
Exchange.'    These  persons  subsequently  engaged  in  large  operations  both  as  buyers  and 
sellers   of  such  shares  on  the  Stock  Exchange.     The  managing   director's   personal 
interest  at  this  date,  as  appearing  from  these  documents,  amounted  to  821,925A  in  shares 
of  the  new  company,  which  were  placed  in  the  names  of  clerks  and  other  persons, 
end   feubsequently  realised.     A  vast  number  of  these  shares  were  sold  during   the 
month  of  November  1897  (at  the  time  when  the  British  America  Company  was  being 
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promoted)  oUefly  in  small  lots  to  purdiasers  residing  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom  at  prices  averaging  about  21.  58.  per  IZ,  share,  and  the  greater  portion,  if 
not  the  whole,  were  disposed  of  during  the  16  months  following  the  registration  of 
the  Company.  Three  of  the  other  directors  of  the  London  and  Globe  Company  had 
also  acquired  shares  (about  40,OOOZ.  in  all)  in  exchange  for  their  holding  in  the  old 
companies;  but  none  of  these  shares  were  disposed  of  during  this  period,  while  the 
chairman  and  another  director  made  considerable  investments  in  the  shares  at  high 
premiums  during  the  years  1897  and  1898.  Some  idea  of  the  extensive  character  of 
the  dealings  in  the  Company's  shares  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  about 
49,000  separate  transfer  deeds  are  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  company,  and  that  the 
number  of  shareholders  increased  from  less  than  4,000  at  the  date  of  the  original 
allotment  in  1897,  to  about  10,000  at  7th  November  1899,  the  date  of  the  last  return 
filed  with  the  registrar. 

With  regard  to  the  other  companies  included  in  the  foregoing  statement,  it  will  be  MisceU  ; 

observed  that  the  Appendix  of  detailed  Notes    and  Observations  on  each  company  l»^®^"s  • 

wound  up,  hitherto  annexed  to  my  annual  reports,  has  on  this  occasion  been  omitted.  ^^°^I^°^®^-  j 

The  disclosures  made  in  such  appendices  have  given  sufficient  publicity  to  the  ordinary  i 

features  of  the  promotion  and  administration  of  companies  which  are  wound  up  by  order 
of  the  Court,  many  of  which  it  may  be  hoped  are  adequately  dealt  with  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  new  Companies  Act  of  1900.  I  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  encumber 
the  Report  with  a  repetition  of  details  which  are  now  only  too  familiar,  and  I, 
therefore,  propose  to  confine  my  observations  on  details  to  the  under-mentioned  typical 
cases  exhibiting  features  of  a  special  character. 

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  may  be  classed  as  "  private  '*  companies — that  is,  General 
companies  which  did  not  seek  capital  from  the  public — and  include  a  large  proportion  features. 
of  what  are  known  as  "  one-man  "  companies.    These  may  as  a  rule  be  regardied  as 
excrescences  on  the  Joint  Stock  system,  in  which  the  promoters  have  taken  advantage 
pf  the  statutory  provisions  for  a  purpose  and  in  a  manner  which  was  never  contemplated 
by  the  authors  of  the  Limited  Liability  Acts. 

The  policy  of  encouraging  industrial  enterprise  under  limited  liability  was  doubtless 
based  upon  the  idea  of  protecting  persons  who  might  contribute  capital  from  ruin  by 
an  unlimited  responsibility  for  obligations  contracted  in  a  business  which  they  could 
not  personally  control,  and  of  thereby  encouraging  the  flow  of  capital,  which  would  not 
otherwise  have  been  available,  into  profitable  and  useful  channels  for  the  benefit  of  the 
comna  unity  at  large.  It  was  never  intended  to  encourage  fraud.  For  example,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  it  was  never  contemplated  that  companies  should  be  formed  without 
any  capital  whatever,  simply  to  prey  upon  too  credulous  traders.  Yet  it  is ,  becoming 
increasingly  frequent  for  merchants  and  traders,  in  many  cases  in  an  insolvent 
condition,  and  even  for  mechanics  in  a  small  way  of  business,  to  convert  their  businesses 
into  .  companies  with  a  purely  nominal  capital,  which  neither  is,  nor  is  intended  to  be, 
represented  by  assets.  Again,  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  the  Legislature  intended  to 
invert  all  the  ordinary  conditions  of  trading  liability  by  enabling  persons  possessed 
of  capital  to  carry  on  a  business  which  they  know  to  be  insolvent  in  the  safe  position 
of  secured  creditors,  who,  knowing  the  exact  position  of  the  company  and  controlling 
its  operations,  supply  the  capital  necessary  for  the  business  by  means  of  loans,  and 
appropriate  the  goods  which  they  order,  but  do  not  pay  for,  to  secure  themselves  at 
the  expense  of  those  with  whom  they  trade.  Yet  such  is  the  result  in  a  considerable 
number  of  last  year's  cases,  in  which  it  is  notwithstanding  impossible  to  allege  that 
the  parties  have  acted  illegally  or  incurred  any  criminal  or  civil  responsibility. 
The  following  may  be  taken  as  types  of  these  abuses  : — 

Margolin  and  Company^  Limited^  wound  up  in  the  Leeds  Court,  consisted  of  a  cabinet  Margolin 
maker  in  a  very  small  way  of  business,  to  whom  a  money-lender  made  advances,  and  *"^  ^™* 
formed  a  company  consisting  of  these  two  persons  with  six  nominees,  who  subscribed  ^^^^ted. 
H,  each.    The  promoters  issued  to  themselves  debentures  for  550Z.,  and  paid  up  shares 
for  250Z.,  in  respect  of  the  business  transferred,  of  which  no  valuation,  statement  of 
stock,  or  acGOtlnts  have  been  preserved.      They  then  acted  as  directors,  one  as    a 
practioal  workman,  the  other  controlling  the  finances.     The  money-lending  director, 
with  his  brother  and  three  other  persons,  made  various  advances  to  the  company  from 
time  to  time  in  respect  of  which,  and  of  goods  supplied,  further  debentures  were  issued, 
the  total  amount  of  such   debentures   being   about  2,OO0L      With   this   money  the 
business  was   extended,   and  an  appearance  of  solidity  and  substantial  means   was 
created,  on  ths  faith  of  whioh  unsecured  liabilities  (chiefly  for  timber,  &c.),  to  the 
extent  of  2;095Z.,  wer6  incurred  to  99  creditors,  nearly  all  within  four  months  prior 
•to.  the  winding-up  order.     One  of  these  creditors,  being  unable  to  obtain  paymeutr

issued  a  writ,  whereupon  the  debenture  holders  (who  were  also  the  promoters  and 
managers  of  the  company)  stepped  in,  procured  the  appointment  of  a  Receiver  under 
the  proTisions  of  the  mortgage  bond,  and  through  him  sold  the  whole  of  the  property 
for  an  amount  which  left  nothing  for  the  unsecured  creditors. 

The  Victor  Mill  Furnishmg  Company ,  Limited^  in  the  Birmingham  Court,  was 
registered  on  the  16th  April  1901,  and  ordered  to  be  wound  up  on  the  12th  December 
of  the  same  year*  The  OflBcial  Receiver  found  that  the  business  was  insolvent  when 
it  was  taken  over,  and  that  during  its  eight  months'  existence  it  had  traded  at  a 
considerable  loss,  and  incurred  debts  for  about  4001.  to  upwards  of  50  trade  creditors 
for  goods  supplied,  which  there  are  no  assets  to  meet.  The  company  was  simply 
an  alias  of  the  vendors  H.  and  S.  Wright,  who  with  Mrs.  S.  Wright  and  four  friends 
constituted  the  entire  body  of  shareholders,  the  only  shares  issued  being  for  71.  to 
the  subscribers  of  the  memorandum,  and  SOOZ.  issued  by  the  vendors  to  themselves 
as  fully  paid  up.  A  debenture  for  700Z.,  covering  all  the  assets  of  the  company,  was 
also  issued  to  Mrs.  Wright  as  part  of  the  purchase-money.  The  debenture  was  duly 
registered  under  the  Act  of  1900,  and  when  a  judgment  creditor  put  in  execution  five 
months  after  the  registration  of  the  company  for  a  debt  of  SOL,  he  was  at  once  met  by  a 
Receiver  appointed  by  the  vendor's  wife,  who  took  possession  of  all  the  property  of  the 
company,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  unsecured  creditors.  In  this  case  the  facts  were 
brought  before  the  Court  by  the  Official  Receiver,  who  alleged  that  the  unsecured 
creditors  had  been  defrauded  by  the  operation ;  but  although  the  facts  were  proved, 
counsel  advised  that,  having  regard  to  the  judgment  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  re 
Salomon,  and  other  cases,  these  facts  were  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  setting  aside  of 
the  debenture  or  to  support  a  prosecution.  The  County  Court  Judge  took  the  same 
view,  stating  that  although  "  the  creditors  might  not  like  it,  and  he  (the  judge)  might 
not  like  it,  it  was  not  illegal.'* 

In  the  case  of  F.  W.  Allen's  Bottlvng  Company,  Limited^  in  the  Hereford  Court,  no 
shares  were  offered  for  subscription,  but  5,121  shares  of  11.  each  were  issued  as  fully 
paid  up  to  the  vendor  and  promoter  and  his  nominees,  whilst  at  the  same  time  4,000/., 
in  debentures  were  issued  to  his  wife  as  his  nominee  to  make  up  the  purchase  money 
of  9,12U.  (which  included  3,000Z.  for  goodwill).  The  company  also  took  over  the 
vendor's  liabilities  to  the  extent  of  4,72&Z.  the  greater  part  of  which  was  paid  by  the 
creation  of  new  debts  incurred  by  the  company.  Within  six  months  of  registration 
the  Receiver  appointed  by  the  holders  of  the  wife's  debentures  took  possession  of  all 
the  assets  to  the  exclusion  of  unsecured  creditors  amounting  to  4,229Z.  8^.  lOd. 

The  Square  Mill  Company^  Limited,  in  the  Manchester  Court  was  the  name  adopted  by 
an  undischarged  bankrupt,  wbo,  knowing  that  if  he  incurred  credit  for  20Z.  or  upwards 
without  disclosing  the  fact  that  he  was  an  undischarged  bankrupt  he  would  have  been 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  liable  to  imprisonment  under  section  31  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Act  of  1883,  evaded  this  provision  by  forming  a  company,  of  seven 
members  subscribing  11.  each  in  which  he  issued  paid-up  shares  to  himself  for  200/., 
became  managing  director,  and  incurred  liabilities  to  the  extent  of  439 Z.,  chiefly  for 
goods  supplied  ;  lived  on  the  proceeds  for  a  few  months,  and  then  in  the  liquidation  put 
in  a  claim  for  a  month's  salary. 

The  Leyton  and  Walthamstoto  Cycle  Company^  Limited^  had  a  subscribed  capital  of  7Z., 
none  of  which  was  paid  up.  At  the  public  examination  held  in  this  case,  the  presiding 
judge  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  company  *•  received  no  money,  and  paid  none  " 
and  was  "  a  bogus  company  from  first  to  last."  Yet  it  incurred  trade  liabilities  for 
570Z.,  to  meet  which  nothing  is  available.  The  Official  Receiver  reported  that  the 
company  had  been  formed  to  enable  the  vendor  (who  had  never  handed  over  anything 
to  the  company,  but  simply  traded  in  its  name)  to  "  carry  on  business  under  another 
name  and  to  defeat  the  claims  of  a  judgment  creditor."  The  Department  was  advised 
that  these  proceedings  did  not  fall  within  the  Criminal  Law. 

It  would  be  easy  to  supply  many  other  examples  of  a  more  or  less  similar  character, 
more  especially  in  the  third  or  smallest  class  of  companies.  It  is  true  that  the  amounts 
involved  inthese  companies  are  comparatively  small ;  indeed  the  whole  of  the  capital 
supplied  by  the  public  in  the  63  companies  constituting  Class  HI.  is  only  82,030Z.,  while 
the  liabilities  to  secured  and  unsecured  creditors  only  amount  to  132,345Z. ;  and  even 
if  the  whole  of  these  obligations  represented  a  dead  loss,  the  total  amount  is  insigni- 
ficant in  comparison  with  the  gigantic  operations  of  joint  stock  enterprise.  On  the 
other  hand  the  injurious  moral  effect  of  the  immunity  which  is  enjoyed  by  the  authors 
of  such  enterprises  is  probably  much  greater  than  that  of  the  material  loss;  and 
the  extent  of  the  mischief  is  by  no  me^ns  to  be  measured  by  the  number  of  com- 
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panies  which  are  annually  ordered  to  be  wound  up  by  the  Court,  for  in  a  larga 
number  of  these  cases  where  there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by  putting  the  companv 
into  liquidation,  they  are  either  wound  up  voluntarily  or  tUey  ceasa  to  carry  on 
business,  and  are  struck  off  the  register  without  any  formal  proceedings  for  dissolution. 
It  may  be  a  matter  for  consideration  whether,  with  regard  to  this  smaller  class  of 
companies,  the  legislative  provisions  which  are  found  sufficient  in  the  case  of  larger 
and  bond  fide  trading  companies  are  altogether  adequate. 

■ 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  provisions  of  the  Companies  Act  of  1900  scarcely 
affect  this  class  of  companieB  at   all.     That  Act   appears  to   have  had  a  powerful  * 

influence  in  checking  the  formation  of  companies  which  appeal  for  capital  to  the 
public,  by  requiring  the  disclosure  of  certain  facts  which  materially  assist  the  formation 
of  a  judgment  upon  the  character  and  prospects  of  the  company,  and  in  restraining:  it 
from  commencing  business  until  certain  requirements  have  been  complied  with.     But  * 

these  provisions  do  not  apply  to  companies  which  issue  no  prospectus,  and  no  invitation  i 

to  the  public  to  subscribe  for  shares ;  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  large  proportion  | 

of  companies  which  are  thus  excluded  is  fully  appreciated.  It  is  only  necessary  to 
glan6e  at  the  Eeturns  annually  issued  by  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  to 
see  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  companies  registered  every  year  are  of  the  most 
trivial  character.  Thus,  without  resorting  to  illustrations  of  an  extreme  and  exceptional 
description,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  out  of  4,510  companies  registered  during  the 
year  1900,  about  one  half  consisted  of  under  10  members  each,  while  upwards  of 
40  per  cent,  were  companies  in  which  the  total  issued  capital  (including  vendor  s  paid- 
up  shares)  did  not  amount  to  l,O00Z.  each.  Many  of  them  were  merelv  aliases  used  by 
company  promoters  and  others  for  concealing  their  identity,  and  for  supplying  high 
sounding  names  of  nominal  vendors  of  property  to  be  used  in  prospectuses  of  larger 
companies  offered  for  public  subscription.  It  can  hardly  be  supposed  that  this  was 
the  class  of  enterprise  which  the  authors  of  limited  liability  legislation  desired  to 
encourage,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  economic  benefits  it  confers  either  on  the 
trading  or  on  the  investing  community,  to  compensate  for  the  abuses  to  which  such 
companies  have  undoubtedly  given  rise. 

A  few  more  illustrations  of  special  features  in  connection  with  the  companies  of  tne 
past  year  may  be  of  interest. 

The  Bra/ndy  Distillers  Company,  Limiled^  furnishes  an  illustration  almost  unique  in  the  Brandy 
annals  of  joint  stock  enterprise  of  the  manner  in  which  the  public  become  shareholders  I'istillers 
in  companies  on  the  faith  of  printed  prospectuses  and  reports,  without  any  knowledge  ? ?™?^y' 
of  the  persons  responsible  for  their  direction  and  management.  The  company  was 
formed  in  1891  "to  carry  on  the  business  of  vine  growers,  distillers  and  manu- 
**  facturers  of  concentrated  grape  juice,  and  other  business  connected  with  the  wine 
"  and  spirit  trade."  The  purchase  price  to  be  paid  for  a  property  in  Franco  was 
15,000Z.  in  fuUy  paid  shares.  The  names  of  five  directors,  with  their  addresses  in 
Paris  and  London,  together  with  those  of  a  manager,  secretary,  and  solicitor,  were 
set  out  in  the  prospectus.  The  capital,  originally  5,000i.,  was  increased  in  1892  to 
3O,O0OZ.,  and  subsequently  in  1898  to  40,0(X);.  Balance  sheets,  profit  and  loss,  and 
trading  accounts,  duly  audited,  were  published  every  year,  showing  a  highly  prosperous 
and  progressive  business.  Dividends  of  10  per  cent,  were  declared  annually,  and 
according  to  "  Burdett "  for  1901,  the  reserve  fund  amounted  to  8,750Z.,  '•  which  is  to 
"  be  increased  annually  by  at  least  300/.  per  annum/*  and  "  no  borrowing  powers  can 
"  be  exercised  without  the  sanction  of  a  general  meeting."  The  annual  report  of  the 
company  for  1892  states  that "  the  larger  part "  (of  the  company's  produce) "  has  bean  dis- 
"  tiUed  in  the  Charente  at  the  company's  works  '* ;  that  for  1896  contains  the  following : 
'*  We  have  commenced  storing  part  of  our  production  in  the  warehoufees  at  Chateauneuf 
"  with  the  view  of  increasing  its  value  by  maturing,"  and  "  the  directors  have  bought 
*'  at  an  exceptionally  cheap  price  some  vineyards  at  Chateauneuf,  where  the  FoUe 
"  Blanche  grape  is  cultivated.'*  The  •  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound-up  during 
the  past  year  on  the  petition  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  who  claimed 
income  tax  on  the  profits  appearing  in  the  balance  sheets,  which  had  not  been  paid ; 
and  it  was  then  ascertainea  by  the  investigations  of  the  Official  Receiver  that  the 
company's  business  was  a  myth,  which  had  been  conceived  and  carried  on  in  the 
fertile  brain  of  Mr.  George  Ferdinand  Springmiihl  von  Weissenfeld,  an  undischarged 
bankrupt  under  a  receiving  order  made  in  1891 ;  that  the  directors,  manager, 
secretary,  and  auditor  were  simply  various  aliases  of  this  person ;  that  it  had  no 
vineyards,  stock,  or  other  property ;  and  that  during  the  ten  yeai-s  of  its  existence  its 
business  had,  according  to  the  Official  Receiver,  consisted  of  ''  fraudulently  collecting 
''  capital  from  shareholders,  which  has  been  partially  returned  in  the  form  of  dividends, 
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**  and  that  the  accounts  of  the  company  are  fictitious  and  the  assets  non-existent.'* 
The  company  professed  to  hold  its  annual  meetings  in  Paris,  or  elsewhere,  abroad; 
where  English  shareholders  were  not  likely  to  attend.  It  made  regular  returns  at 
Somerset  House,  and  was  supposed  to  have  a  large  body  of  foreign  shareholders,  but 
as  the  capital  was  issued  from  time  to  time  in  the  form  of  share  warrants  to  bearer, 
it  was  impossible  for  anyone  to  verify  the  facts  or  to  obtain  any  information  as  to 
details.  For  the  same  reason  it  has  been  impossible  in  the  liquidation  to  ascertain 
with  accuracy  how  much  capital  has  been  issued ;  but  the  Of&cial  Receiver  reports  that 
at  November  last  he  had  discovered  51  English  and  2  foreign  shareholders  of  whom 
many  had  been  led  by  the  continuous  payment  of  dividends  to  increase  their  holding, 
the  following  being  given  as  a  typical  case  :  "A  shareholder  in  1895  purchased  450 
shares ;  in  1897  he  subscribed  for  330  shares,  and  afterwards  purchased  500 ;  in 
1898  he  subscribed  for  720  shares ;  in  1899  he  purchased  750  shares ;  and  in  1900 
he  subscribed  for  1,250  shares,  making  a  total  of  4,000  shares,  for  which  he  paid 
4,000Z."  The  facts  of  the  case  were  only  gradually  ascertained  by  exhaustive  inquiries 
in  various  directions  in  the  course  of  which  Von  Weissenfeld's  connection  with  the 
company  was  at  last  established  to  the  Official  Receiver's  satisfaction.  Meanwhile  the 
latter  was  arrested  by  the  police  in  January  last,  on  a  charge  of  issuing  indecent 
literature,  but  his  death,  which  happened  immediately  after  that  event,  put  au  end  to 
any  possibility  of  further  proceedings. 

The  case  of  Septimus  Pa/rsonage  a/nd  Company ^  lAmitedy  is  interesting  as  throwing  light 
upon  the  methods  which  are  sometimes  employed  in  connection  with  the  formation  of 
companies,  and  with  the  attempts  sometimes  made  to  procure  voluntary  liquidatioij. 
The  original  company  was  formed  in  1896,  and  the  re-constructed  company,  in  which 
the  shareholders  of  the  old  company  were  offered  shares  in  the  new  with  an  additional 
liability  of  4*.  per  share  in  exchange  for  their  old  paid-up  shares,  was  formed  in  August 
1899,  and  ordered  to  be  wound  up  in  April  1901.  Parsonage  was  a  director  in  both, 
and  various  gross  irregularities  were  committed.  Among  other  matters  Parsonage 
admitted  on  his  public  examination  that,  on  the  formation  of  the  old  company, 
an  agreement  was  entered  into  which  was  not  disclosed  to  the  shareholders, 
under  which  certain  directors,  valuers,  and  auditors  were,  in  consideration  of  an 
undertaking  to  subscribe  2,600Z.  for  expenses,  to  receive  26,000/.,  his  excuse  for 
non-disclosure  being  *'that  the  solicitors  knew  of  the  agreement."  Further,  when 
the  company  got  into  difficulties  and  a  petition  for  compulsory  liquidation  was 
presented  to  the  Court,  Parsonage  and  another  director.  Griper,  procured  the  issue 
of  a  circular  to  the  shareholders  in  the  name  of  one  Grace  (an  employee  of  the 
company  at  a  salary  of  32«.  a  week),  in  which  the  writer  stated  that  he  was  a  large 
shareholder,  and  that  he  was  much  dissatisfied  with  the  management  of  the  company, 
and  was  determined  to  enforce  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  causes  of  its  failure. 
He  accordingly  asked  for  proxies  to  be  used  at  the  meeting  for  this  purpose.  The 
circular  was  posted  from  Southend  to  give  it  a  more  genuine  appearance,  and  in 
response  proxies  were  received  from  shareholders  holding  60,000  shares  in  the  company. 
These  proxies  were  then  used  to  carry  a  resolution  for  voluntary  liquidation  proposed  by 
Parsonage  and  Griper,  and  so  prevent  the  very  object  for  which  the  proxies  were  given. 
On  these  facts  being  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Gourt,  the  Gompany  was  ordered 
to  be  wound  up  and  the  Official  Receiver  was  directed  to  make  an  investigation.  Upon 
his  report,  and  on  the  application  of  the  Attorney-General,  Mr.  Justice  W  right  found 
that  both  directors  had  committed  a  contempt  of  court  by  a  fraud  of  the  gravest  kind, 
and  committed  Parsonage  to  prison  for  six  weeks  and  Griper  for  four  weeks. 

The  failure  of  Bostock  cmd  Gompa/n/y,  Limited^  sugar  refiners  of  Liverpool,  is  also  interest- 
ing as  having  been  brought  about  by  large  claims  which  the  company  was  unable  to  meet 
being  established  against  it  by  a  firm  of  brewers  in  consequence  of  its  having  supplied 
glucose  or  brewing  sugar,  which  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  arsenic,  and  which 
resulted  in  the  production  of  a  large  quantity  of  poisoned  beer.  The  company  claims 
a  corresponding  amount  from  a  firm  which  had  supplied  them  with  materials,  but  the 
latter  repudiates  the  claim,  which  is  now  the  subject  of  litigation.  Whatever  may  be 
the  result,  it  is  difficult  to  regard  this  failure  as  entirely  due  to  misfortune,  having 
regard  to  the  circumstances  attending  its  formation,  the  promoter  having  bought  the 
business  for  62,735i.,  and  then  sold  it  to  the  company  within  a  few  weeks  for  137,682/. ; 
and  the  public  having  been  induced  to  subscribe  for  90,000/.  of  capital  on  a  prospectus 
which  failed  to  disclose  material  facts  relating  to  the  business. 

The  failure  of  W.  W.  Dimca/n  and  Oompany^  Limited,  is  a  peculiar  one.  The  company 
had  an  issued  capital  of  100,OOOZ.,  of  which  25,000i.  had  been  paid  up  in  cash,  and 
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50,0002.  in  fully  paid  BhareSi  issued  to  the  vendor  in  respect  of  the  business  acquired, 
which  appears  to  have  been  a  lucrative  one.  It  consisted  of  entering  into  contracts  with 
its  customers  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  shares,  carrying  forward  the  transactions  from 
time  to  time^  and  then  paying  or  receiving  the  difierences  arising  at  the  date  of 
settlement.  The  transactions  were  simple  time  bargains,  no  stock  actually  passing 
or  being  intended  to  pass,  and  the  company  acting  as  principals,  and  not  as  brokers. 
The  question  of  the  legality  of  such  business  having  come  before  the  Court,  it  was  held 
that  it  was  in  the  nature  of  a  wagering  business,  and  that,  therefore,  its  contracts 
whether  for  sale  or  purchase  could  not  be  enforced.  In  consequence  of  this  decision 
the  company  was  unable  to  recover  from  its  debtors  the  amounts  due  to  it,  and  was  in 
consequence  unable  to  carry  on  its  business. 

One  other  company,   the    Lake    George    Mines,   Limited,   may  be  referred  to   as  I^ke  George 
exhibiting  features  of  public  interest  of  a  totally  different  character  from  any  of  those  ^.*°?^ 
already  referred  to.     The  company  was  formed  in  October  1896,  to  acquire  a  mining 
enterprise  from  a  New  South  Wales  Company,  the  affairs  of  which  appear  to  have 
been  in  the  main  controlled  by  a  Melbourne  firm  of  high  standing,  with  connections 
in  England.     It  was  promoted  in  England  by  another  and  wellrknown  company,  with 
a  large  capital  and  an  influential  board  of  directors.    The  price  paid  to  the  New  South 
Wales  Company  was  100,000Z.  in  fully  paid   shares,   and  the  promoting   company 
showed  its  faith  in  the  venture  by  guaranteeing  to  apply  or  procure  applications  for 
50,000Z.  in  cash,  being  the  remainder  of  the  capital.      The  only  consideration  for  this 
guarantee,  which  was  carried  out  in  due  course,  was  an  option  enabling  the  promoting 
company  at  any  time  within  a  year  to  purchase  at  par  from  the  vendor  company 
20,000Z.  of  the  100,000i.  fully  paid  shares  to  be  allotted  to  the  latter,  an  option  which 
was  subsequently  exercised.      A  London  board  was  appointed,  and  the  local  manage- 
ment remained  under  the  control  of  the  Melbourne  firm.     Before  the  English  company 
was  formed,  a  highly  favourable   report  upon   the  property  was  received  from   a 
Colonial  geologist  and  a  local  engineer,  in  which  it  was  estimated  that  the  ore,  which 
was  of  vast  extent,  could  be  worked  at  a  profit  of  lO*.  per  ton.     49,693Z.  out  of  the 
total  issue  of  50,OOOZ.  was  subscribed  in  October  1896,  by  the  promoters  in  Melbourne 
and  London.      Eurther  capital  was  raised  in  1898  and  1899  by  the  issue  of  shares  for 
30,000/.  at  a  premium  of  lOs.  per  share,  in  order  to  pay  oft*  advances  made  by  the 
Melbourne  agents.     The  accounts  of  the  company  show  that  during  the  three  years 
and  seven  months  of  its  existence,  losses  were  made  to  the  extent  of  28,723/.,  and 
profits  to  the  extent  of  11,2532.      The  capital  raised  appears  to  have  been  applied  in 
good  faith  to  the  development  of   the  mine,  but  the  estimates  of  the  geologist  and 
engineer  wer.^   not   borne  out,  the  ore  being  of  much  lower  grade  than  had  been 
anticipated.     The  directors  also  appear  to  have  been  misled  by  the  local  manager,  who 
reported  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  actual  final  results   of  the  working  in 
December  1897,  that  it  showed  a  profit  of  10^.  per  ton,  whereas  it  was  subsequently 
ascertained  that  it  really  involved   a  heavy  loss;    and  although  operations  were 
vigorously  prosecuted  during  the  two  following  years,  with  the  view  of  improving  the 
result,  the  local  directors,  who  had  in  the  meantime  been  appointed  to  superintend  the 
management,  reported  that  **at  no  point  was  the  ore  discovered  of  sufficient  richness 
"  to  leave  a  margin  of  profit.'* 

This  result  simply  shows  the  uncertainty  of  mining  operations,  even  when  conducted 
under  the  most  capable  management  and  with  ample  capital.  This  is  a  risk  which  all 
investors  in  such  enterprises  must  necessarily  encounter.  But  the  history  of  the 
company  also  shows  another  danger  to  the  investing  public,  against  which  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  guard.  In  this  case  there  was  no  prospectus,  and  no  issue  to 
the  public.  The  shares  were  taken  up  by  the  vendors  and  promoters  themselves. 
They  were  introduced  to  the  London  market,  and  very  extensive  dealings  took  place 
in  them,  by  means  of  which  they  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  public.  In  July  1897, 
the  quotation  of  the  IZ.  shares  rose  to  75^,  and  80a.  per  share,  and  the  promoting 
company  sold  30,000  shares  at  prices  ranging  from  305.  to  70^.  About  the  same  time 
the  Melbourne  firm  sold  16,456  at  between  50«.  and  705.  per  share.  This  still  left  them 
with  a  large  holding,  and  during  1898  the  price  fell  to  about  5e.  to  68.  per  share.  But 
in  1899  the  price  again  rose  to  30s.,  and  the  Melbourne  firm  sold  about  30,000,  while 
the  promoting  company  did  the  same.  At  the  date  of  the  order  for  winding-up,  the 
shares  of  the  company  which  had  originally  been  allotted  to  about  80  shareholders, 
chiefly  resident  in  Australia^  had  been  transferred  into  the  hands  of  about  800 
shareholders,  chiefly  resident  in  England,  the  promoters  having  practically  realised  the 
whole  amount  of  tneir  holdings.  It  has  not  been  suggested  that  the  fluctuations  in 
the  price  of  the  shares  was  due  to  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  promoters,  and  the 
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Official  Receiver  is  of  opinion  that  such  fluctuations  were  due  to  the  operations  of^ 
outside  speculators,  and  to  the  general  belief  that  the  mine  was  likely  to  prove  a  highly 
successful  venture. 

The  annual  returns  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  in  this  case,  however, 
ars  very  defective,  inasmuch  as  they  failed  to  disclose  the  shares  transferred  by  large 
shareholders  during  the  periods  embraced  by  the  returns.  The  Official  Receiver 
reports  that  the  secretary  of  the  company  on  being  asked  for  an  explanation  on  this 
poiot,  stated  that  the  work  of  recording  the  transfers  was,  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  directors,  shirked  by  the  clerks  to  whom  it  was  delegated,  owing  to  the  great 
labour  it  involved.  Whether  the  public  would  have  been  so  eager  to  purchase  the 
shares  had  they  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  how  the  promoters  were  themselves 
unloading,  may  be  doubted. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  special  feature  of  the  companies  wound  up  during  the 
year  is  the  large  proportion  of  the  capital  issued  in  the  form  of  venaors'  paid-up 
shares  to  that  subscribed  by  the  public,  the  former  amounting  to  about  two-thirds  of 
the  whole.  Looking  to  the  brief  career  of  most  of  these  companies,  and  to  the  actual 
results  as  disclosed  in  the  winding-up  proceedings,  the  greater  part  of  the  vendors' 
capital  may  be  regarded  as  fictitious.  That  this  practice  so  extensively  prevails  is  no 
doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  conditions  on  which  the  companies  are  formed  are 
determined,  not  by  those  who  supply  the  actual  capital,  but  by  the  vendors  themselves. 
There  is  no  independent  investigation  in  the  interests  of  the  shareholders,  and  no 
means  of  ascertaining  whether  the  whole  of  the  material  facts  have  been  properly 
disclosed.  How  far  this  evil  may  have  been  remedied  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1900  it  is  not  possible  at  present  to  determine,  although  there  are  some  indications 
that  they  have  operated  beneficially  in  the  case  of  companies  issuing  a  prospectus  to 
the  public ;  but  in  the  much  larger  class  of  companies  which  issue  no  prospectus  those 
provisions  do  not  apply.

2.  Civil  Proceedings  for  Misfeasance. 

Leeds  and  EtmUy  Theatre  of  Varieties^  Limited  {High  Ccttri).— Proceedings  against 
the  managing  director  and  his  partner  to  recover  the  amount  of  an  alleged  undieclosed 
profit  of  6,0OOL  have  been  compromised  by  their  claim  in  the  debenture  action  being 
reduced  by  about  2,000Z.

An  appeal  by  the  Consolidated  Exploration  and  Finance  Company,  Limited,  from  the 
judgment  for  12,O0OZ.  obtained  against  them  (reported  in  my  last  annual  report,  vide 
page  8)  has  been  dismissed  with  costs. 

Globe  Venture  Syndlcaley  Limited  {High  Court). — Proceedings  were  instituted  against 
two  of  the  directors  in  respect  of  the  I033  sustained  by  the  company  in  connection  with 
an  illegal  expedition  to  Morocco,  and  (against  one  of  these;  for  misapplication  of 
monies  of  the  company  in  the  defence  of  those  engaged  in  the  expedition.  Judgment 
was  obtained  against  the  latter  for  3,50UZ.  and  costs,  but  the  summons  against  the 
other  director  was  dismissed,  though  without  costs. 

Panuco  Copper  Company^  Limited  {High  Court). — ^As  the  result  of  proceedings 
instituted  to  recover  10,000^.  in  respect  of  shares  improperly  received  by  a  director 
from*  one  of  the  promoters,  the  Company  has  benefited  to  the  extent  of  8,000Z.,  each 
party  however  paying  his  own  costs.

3.  Criminal  Proceedings. 

Sherrys^  Limited  {Liverpool). — Three  of  the  directors  and  the  80cr3tary  were 
prosecuted  for  conspiracy  to  defrau  I  shareholders  by  issuing  a  false  prospectus,  &c. 
The  case  ag  linst  one  of  the  directors  was  withdrawn  during  the  hearing,  and  the 
other  defendan  s  were  acquitted. 

Statements  suggesting  offences  were  forwarded  during  1901  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Prosecutions  in  four  otber  cases.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  persons  implicated 
died  or  absconded.  In  thj  remaining  two  the  Director  considered  that  the  evidence 
was  insufficient  to  secure  a  conviction.

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Annex  No.  VI.— Report  by  the  Solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
upon  Legal  Proceedings  conducted  by  him  under  the 
Companies  (Winding  up)  Act,  1890. 


The  legal  proceedings  conducted  by  me  under  the  Companies  ("W mding-up)  -Act, 
1890,  during  the  year  1901  comprised  one  Appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  10  Motions, 
&c.,  in  the  High  Court  and  County  Courts,  to  which  Official  Receivers  were  parties, 
and  Motions  in  the  High  Court  or  Police  Court  Summonses  in  128  cases  against 
Liquidators  who  had  made  default  in  paying  into  the  Companies  Liquidation  Account 
undistributed  funds  in  their  hands,  or  in  rendering  statements  as  to  the  proceedings  in 
and  position  of  the  liquidation. 

The  Appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  not,  strictly,  a  proceeding  under  the 
Companies  (Winding  up)  Act,  1890,  but  arose  out  of  the  provisions  contained  in 
section  15  of  that  Act,  and  involved  important  questions  as  to  the  liability  of  officers 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  with  regard  to  money  paid  into  the  Companies  Liquidation 
Account  under  those  provisions. 

A  company  called  the  Blue  Bell  Proprietary  Company,  Limited,  had  been  in 
voluntary  liquidation.  Its  assets  realised  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  liquidation  and  the  claims  of  the  creditors,  and  left  a  surplus  for  distribution 
amongst  the  shareholders.  During  the  liquidation,  one  of  the  shareholders,  named 
Coleman,  left  England,  and  it  was  understood  that  he  had  settled  in  Australia ;  but 
the  liquidator  was  unaware  of  his  address,  and  therefore  paid  the  amount  duo  to  him 
into  the  Companies  Liquidation  Account  as  an  unclaimed  dividend,  and  the  company 
was  afterwards  dissolved.  After  Coleman's  departure  from  England  an  action  was 
brought  against  him  by  one  Spence,  who  recovered  judgment,  and  subsequently 
applied  for  and  obtained  a  garnishee  order  against  the  Inspector-General  in  Companies 
Liquidation,  attaching  the  sum  paid  into  the  Companies  Liquidation  Account  in  respect 
of  Coleman^s  share  of  the  surplus.  The  order  directed  the  Inspector- General  to 
forthwith  pay  to  the  judgment  creditor  the  debt  due  from  him  (the  Inspector- General) 
to  the  judgment  debtor  (Coleman),  and  provided  that  in  default  thereof  execution 
might  issue.  The  Inspector-General  appealed  against  the  order  to  the  Judge  in 
Chambers,  and  upon  his  refusal  to  discharge  it,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Court  of  Appeal,  with  a  view  to  the  whole  question  being  fully 
argued  and  considered. 

Order  XLV.  Rule  1  of  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  provides  that  "  the  Court  or 
**  a  Judge  may,  upon  the  ex  'parte  application  of  any  person  who  has  obtained  a 
**  judgment  or  order  for  the  recovery  or  payment  of  money  ....  upon  affidavit 
"  by  himself  or  his  solicitor,  stating  that  judgment  has  been  recovered  or  the  order 
^'  made,  and  that  it  is  still  unsatisfied,  and  to  what  amount,  and  that  any  other  person 
"  is  indebted  to  such  debtor,  and  is  within  the  jurisdiction,  order  that  all  debts  owing 
'*  or  accruing  from  such  third  person  (called  the  garnishee)  to  such  person,  shall  be 
"  attached  to  answer  the  judgment  or  order.     .     .     ." 

It  had  previously  been  decided  in  the  case  of  Prout  t;.  Gregory  (24  Q.  B.D.  281), 
that  a  dividend  payable  under  an  administration  in  bankruptcy  (the  particular  estate 
in  question  being  that  of  a  deceased  person,  in  respect  of  which  an  order  had  been 
made  under  section  125  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883)  was  not  a  debt  liable  to  be 
attached  by  means  of  a  garnishee  order ;  and  it  had  also  been  held  that  money  due 
to  a  shareholder  in  a  company  in  liquidation  could  not  be  attached  by  means  of  a 
garnishee  order  on  the  liquidator;  the  principle  upon  which  those  decisions  were 
based  being  that  there  was  no  debt  due  from  the  official  receiver  or  the  liquidator  to 
the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  dividends. 

It  was  submitted  that  those  decisions  governed  the  present  case,  and  that  money 
which  is  held  subject  to  express  statutory  directions  for  its  distribution  (as  is  the  case 
with  all  moneys  held  by  a  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  a  liquidator  of  a  company,  or  the 
Board  of  Trade)  is  not  a  debt  within  the  meaning  of  Order  XLV.,  role  1. 
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ANNEX  NO.   VI. — REPORT  BY  SOLICITOR  TO  THE   BOARD  OP  TRADE 
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The  respondents  relied  mainly  upon  a  decision  of  the  Queen's  Bench  in  ex  parte 
Turner  (2  De  Gex.  F.  &  J.  354),  in  which  case  a  garnishee  order  was  made  against  a 
company  which  was  indebted  to  the  judgment  debtor,  notwithstanding  that  the 
company  was  in  liquidation. 

In  the  present  case  the  appeal  was  allowed,  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  debt 
owing  by  the  Inspector- General  (or  the  Board  of  Trade,  whose  officer  he  is)  to  a  person 
entitled  to  money  in  the  Companies  Liquidation  Account,  and  that,  even  if  such  a  debt 
could  be  said  to  exist,  the  only  mode  of  recovering  the  money  was  that  provided  by 
the  Companies  (Winding  up)  Act,  1890,  for  obtaining  payment  out  of  money  in  that 
account,  which  excluded  the  possibility  of  dealing  with  the  money  in  the  account  in 
any  other  way.  The  Court  held  that  the  decision  in  ex  parte  Turner  had  no  application 
to  the  question  at  issue  in  the  present  case,  as  in  that  case  the  order  was  not  against 
the  liquidator  but  against  the  company  only. 

The  decision  will  be  a  very  useful  one,  as,  if  the  Master's  order  had  been  upheld,  it 
would  have  led  to  serious  practical  inconvenience,  entailing,  as  it  did,  the  liability  of 
the  officer  of  the  department  to  have  execution  levied  against  him. 

The  case  io  reported  in  the  Law  Eeports  for  1901  (2  K.B.  199). 

A  motion  for  the  committal  of  certain  persons  connected  with  a  company  called 
Septimus  Parsonage  and  Company,  Limited,  was  made  under  unusual  circumstances. 

A  petition  for  a  compulsory  winding-up  order  against  the  company  was  presented 
to  the  Court,  but  was  opposed  by  the  company  on  various  grounds,  one  of  which  was 
that  the  company  had  passed  a  resolution  for  voluntary  fiquidation.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  was  stated  that  improper  means  had  been  made  use  of  to  get  the  resolution 
passed,  and  that  it  did  not  represent  the  real  views  of  the  shareholders.  Mr.  Justice 
Wright  made  an  order  for  compulsory  winding  up,  and  directed  the  Official  Receiver 
to  enquire  into  the  circumstances  under  which  the  resolution  for  voluntary  winding  up 
had  been  passed  and  report  the  facts  to  the  Court. 

The  Official  Receiver  held  the  enquiry  accordingly,  and  reported  the  following  facts 
to  the  Court : — 

On  the  day  after  the  presentation  of  the  petition  a  meeting  of  the  directors  was  held, 
at  which  it  was  decided  to  convene  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  company  for  the 
purpose  of  passing  a  resolution  for  winding  up.  Subsequently,  however,  some  of 
the  directors  intimated  that,  having  reconsidered  the  matter,  they  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  proper  for  the  directors  to  take  the  course  proposed. 
Thereupon  one  of  the  directors  (Mr.  Parsonage)  conceived  the  idea  of  issuing  a  circular 
to  the  shareholders,  purporting  to  emanate  from  an  independent  shareholder,  urging 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  investigation  to  enquire  into  the  company's  affairs, 
and  this  suggestion  Mr.  Parsonage  submitted  to  Mr.  Criper  (also  a  director),  who 
agreed  that  it  should  be  acted  upon. 

One  of  the  employes  of  the  Company  was  a  clerk  at  a  small  weekly  salary,  named 
Grace,  to  whom  Mr.  Parsonage  had  previously  presented  some  200  preference  shares 
of  the  company.  He  was  induced  to  allow  his  name  to  be  used  as  the  shareholder  by 
whom  the  circular  was  issued. 

The  circular  was  to  the  effect  that  the  writer  was  a  large  shareholder,  and  that  he 
proposed  taking  steps  at  his  own  expense  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  past 
management  of -the  business,  and  the  causes  which  had  brought  about  the  crisis,  and 
the  shareholders  were  invited  to  send  proxies  in  favour  of  the  writer  for  use  at  the 
extraordinary  general  meeting  of  the  company.  The  circular  which  bore  Grace's 
private  address  at  Southend,  was  printed  upon  the  instructions  of  the  directors 
mentioned,  and  posted  by  Grace  at  Southend.  In  response  to  the  circular  Grace 
received  proxies  from  shareholders  representing  60,000  shares.  The  share  capital  was 
170,000t.  and  the  proxies  received  by  Grace  were  sufficient  with  those  already  held  by 
the  directors  to  give  a  clear  majority. 

The  extraordinary  general  meeting  was  held.  Mr.  Parsonage  took  the  chair  and 
moved  the  resolution  for  voluntary  liquidation,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Criper. 
Various  amendments  were  then  proposed,  and  Grace  alleged  that  he  voted  in  favour 
of  one  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  investigation,  but  he  did  not  use  his 
proxies  or  demand  a  poll. 

An  amendment  that  the  company  be  wound  up  compulsorily  was  opposed  by 
Mr.  Parsonage,  who  disclaimed  all  knowledge  of  Grace,  and  in  the  result  the  resolution 
for  voluntary  liquidation  was  carried,  Grace  and  the  two  directors  named  using  the 
proxies  held  by  them  in  favour  of  it. 

A  further  circular  was  then  issued  by  Grace  to  the  shareholders  in  which  he 
informed  them  that  he  had  called  at  the  offices  of  the  company  prior  to  the  meeting 
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and  had  obtained  miioli  useful  information,  that  at  the  meeting  he  had  voted  for  the 
proposal  to  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation,  which  was  out-voted,  and  that  he 
had  thereupon  exercised  his  vote  in  favour  of  voluntary  liquidation  as  being  the  best 
and  cheapest  mode  of  realising  the  Company's  properties,  and  the  shareholders  were 
requested  to  intimate  approval  of  the  course  taken.  The  object  of  obtaining  the 
shareholders'  approval  was  stated  by  Griper  in  a  letter  to  Grace  to  be  to  **  strengthen 
your  position,  and  prevent  anything  being  said." 

Parsonage  subsequently  admitted  that  Grace  had  acted  throughout  under  the 
direction  of  himself  and  Griper. 

Upon  these  facts  the  learned  judge  was  of  opinion  that  a  gross  contempt  of  Gourt 
had  been  committed  by  the  persons  named,  and  by  his  special  direction  a  motion  was 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  that  Parsonage,  Griper,  and  Grace,  might  be 
committed  for  contempt  of  Gourt. 

The  application  was  made  accordingly,  when  an  order  was  made  committing 
Parsonage  and  Griper  to  prison  for  six  weeks  and  four  weeks  respectively,  and 
directing  them  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  Under  the  circumstances  no  order 
was  made  against  Grace. 

The  case  is  reported  in  the  Law  Reports  for  1901  (2  Gh,  424). 
In   the   case    of  the   Gorporation   of  British   Investors,  Limited,   I   opposed   an 
application  for  the  appointment  of  a  liquidator  of  the  company  under  the  following 
circumstances. 

The  Winding  up  Order  was  made  in  1899.  Meetings  of  creditors  and  contributories 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  an  application  should  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  appointing  a  liquidator  in  the  place  of  the  Official  Receiver  were  duly 
convened,  but  no  quorum  was  present  at  either  of  the  meetings,  and  consequently  the 
Official  Receiver  became  the  liquidator. 

In  due  course  the  Official  Receiver  applied  for  his  release  as  liquidator,  but  his 
application  was  opposed  by  the  applicant,  who  alleged  that  there  were  further  assets 
to  realise.  The  Board  of  Trade,  however,  granted  the  release,  and  the  applicant 
thereupon  applied  to  the  Gourt  for  the  appointment  of  a  new  liquidator. 

It  is  provided  by  Rule  65  of  the  Companies  (Winding  up)  Rules  that  in  case  of 
the  death,  removal.*  or  resignation  of  a  liquidator  another  may  be  appointed  in  his 
place,  in  the  same  manner  as  directed  in  the  case  of  a  first  appointment,  and  that  the 
Official  Receiver  shall,  on  the  request  of  not  less  than  one-tenth  in  value  of  the 
creditors  or  contributories,  summon  meetings  for  determining  whether  the  vacanoy 
shall  be  filled.  In  the  present  case  the  Official  Receiver  had  not  been  requested  by 
any  of  the  creditors  or  contributories  to  convene  the  meetings,  and  the  application  was 
therefore  opposed  upon  that  ground,  and  also  upon  the  ground  that  the  applicant 
(who  was  the  holder  of  one  lOs.  share  in  the  company,  and  was  a  creditor  for  21.)  had 
no  substantial  interest  in  the  matter. 
The  application  was  dismissed. 

In  the  case  of  Gommerce,  Limited,  I  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  and 
liquidator  of  another  company  called  the  National  United  Investment  Gorporation, 
Limited,  upon  a  summons  issued  by  the  Official  Receiver  and  liquidator  of  Gommerce, 
Limited.  The  summons  asked  for  the  directions  of  the  Gourt  upon  a  proposed  sale 
of  all  the  assets  of  the  Gompany  (subject  to  any  mortgage  thereon)  for  3,500Z. 

Both  companies  were  formed  in  1897,  and  shortly  afterwards  an  agreement  waB 
entered  into  between  them,  under  which  the  National  United  Gompany  agreed  to 
purchase  the  undertaking  of  Gommerce,  Limited  (with  certain  exceptions),  upon  the 
terms  of  the  purchasing  company  paying  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  other,  and 
allotting  to  it  certain  partly  paid  up  and  fully  paid  up  shares,  but  difficulties  after- 
wards arose  as  to  the  precise  properties  which  passed  under  the  agreement. 

Both  companies  afterwards  went  into  liquidation,  and  a  misfeasance  summons  was 

then  issued  by  certain  of  the  contributories  of  Gommerce,  Limited,   against  the 

directors  of  that  company  for  a  declaration  that  they  were  liable  to  pay  a  sum  of 

195,0002.,  and  an  order  was  subsequently  obtained  for  the  public  examination  of 

seme  of  the  directors  in  regard  to  the  transaction  in  respect  of  which  the  misfeasance 

proceedings   had  been  brought.     Whilst  these  matters  were  pending  the  Official 

JSeceiver,  as  liquidator  of  Gommerce,  Limited,  received  an  ofier  to  purchase  all  the 

«^Bets  of  the  Company  for  3,500Z.     It  was,  however,  suggested  that  the  offer  was 

made  by  a  friend  of  the  directors  against  whom  the  proceedings  were  pending,  with 

the  object  of  enabling  the  directors  to  escape  liability  for  misfeasance.     The  Official 

Receiver  felt  a  difficulty  in  including  in  the  sale  any  rights  he  might  have  iu  respect 
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of  misfeasances,  and,  as  the  purchaser  objected  to  the  exclusion  of  such  rights,  the 
OfScial  Receiver  applied  to  the  court  for  directions. 

Upon  the  matter  coming  before  the  Judge  he  directed  it  to  stand  over  until  the 
result  of  the  misfeasance  proceedings  was  known,  and  the  public  examination  had 
been  held,  and  ultimately  the  proposed  sale  was  abandoned. 

In  the  case  of  the  Angel  Hotel,  Guildford,  Limited,  I  opposed  summonses  which 
had  been  taken  out  by  two  persons  who  had  acted  as  directors  of  the  company  for  the 
removal  of  their  names  from  the  list  of  contributories.  The  articles  of  association 
provided  that  the  qualification  shares  to  be  held  by  each  director  should  be  200,  and 
that  in  the  event  of  a  director  acting  before  acquiring  his  qualific^^tion  shares  he  should 
acquire  his  qualification  within,  three  months  of  being  a  director,  and  if  such  qualifica- 
tion should  not  have  been  otherwise  acquired  within  the  time  aforesaid  he  ehould  be 
deemed  to  have  applied  for  and  to  have  agreed  to  accept  an  allotment  of  and  to  have 
had  allotted  to  him  so  many  shares  as  should  be  necessary  to  make  up,  with  those  (if 
any)  which  he  then  held,  the  amount  of  his  said  qualification. 

The  company  was  registered  in  March  1898,  the  applicants  being  appointed 
directors  by  the  articles  of  association,  and  in  addition  the  vendor  to  the  company 
was  appointed  as  managing  director.  The  applicants  did  not  hold  any  shares  until 
September  1898,  but  the  vendor  to  the  company  then  transferred  200  shares  to  them, 
the  shares  so  transferred  forming  part  of  those  which  had  been  issued  and  allotted  to 
the  vendor  in  the  previous  July  as  part  payment  of  the  purchase  money. 

The  OflBcial  Receiver  was  advised  that  the  applicants  were  liable  to  settlement  upon 
the  list  of  contributories  in  respect  of  200  shares  each  in  addition  to  those  held  by 
them,  upon  the  ground  that  they  had  not  acquired  any  shares  within  three  months 
of  being  directors,  and  the  applicants  were  placed  upon  the  list  of  contributories 
accordingly. 

The  applicants  contended  that  they  were  entitled  to  have  their  names  removed  from 
the  list  of  contribubories,  upon  the  ground  that  there  had  been  no  allotment  of  shares 
until  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  three  months  referred  to  in  the  articles  of 
association,  and  that  that  period  must  be  deemed  to  have  commenced  to  run  as  from 
the  date  when  the  first  allotment  took  place.  Evidence  was  given  on  their  behalf 
showing  that  the  shares  acquired  from  the  vendor  were  given  in  satisfaction  of  prior 
indebtedness,  and  it  was  submitted  that  in  these  circumstances  the  transfers  of  shares 
by  the  vendor  to  the  applicants  amounted  to  such  an  acquisition  of  shares  by  the 
latter  as  was  required  by  the  articles  of  association. 

The  Judge  rejected  both  contentions  put  forward  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  and 
held  that  the  fact  that  the  company  did  not  go  to  allotment  within  three  months  did 
not  afiect  the  point,  and  that  there  had  been  no  acquisition  of  the  qualification  shares 
within  the  meaning  of  the  articles. 

In  the  case  of  the  Standard  Exploration  Company,  Limited,  I  appeared  for  the 
Official  Receiver  upon  a  Petition  under  the  Joint  Stock  Companies  Arrangement  Act, 
1870,  to  sanction  a  scheme  of  reconstruction. 

The  Company  was  formed  in  1898  with  a  capital  of  1,500,000Z.,  divided  into 
1,500,000  shares  of  II.  each. 

Its  principal  objects  were  the  acquisition  and  sale  of  mining  properties.  1,362,316 
shares  were  duly  issued,  and  practically  the  whole  of  them  were  fully  paid  up.  The 
Company  had  very  large  transactions  in  common  with  the  London  and  Globe  Einauce 
Corporation,  Limited,  and  British  America  Corporation,  Limited,  (all  three  companies 
having  been  carried  on  under  the  same  managing  directorship)  the  result  of  which  was 
that  the  two  last-mentioned  companies  and  the  managing  directors  were  creditors  of 
the  Standard  Company  for  some  300,000/. 

The  scheme  of  reconstruction  provided  that  a  new  company  should  be  formed  by  a 
syndicate  to  take  over  the  assets,  and  that  the  claims  of  the  three  creditors  already 
mentioned  should  be  satisfied  by  the  allotment  to  them  of  fully  paid  shares  in  the  new 
company  for  the  amount  of  their  claims.  They  were  also  to  receive  as  shareholders 
fully  paid  shares  in  the  new  Company  representing  20  per  cent,  of  the  old  shares  held 
by  them,  and  as  to  the  remainder  they  were  to  rank  as  ordinary  shareholders.  The 
remaining  shares  of  the  new  company  were  to  be  issued  in  the  proportion  of  one  1/. 
share  credited  with  lis.  paid  up  for  every  share  held  in  the  old  company,  the 
shareholders  having  to  elect  within  ten  days  whether  they  would  take  the  shares  in 
the  new  company  on  the  terms  mentioned.  In  the  event  of  their  deciding  not  to  do 
BO,  the  syndicate  were  to  stand  in  their  place.  Out  of  the  money  to  be  thus  obtained 
the  creditors,  other  than  the  three  creditors  before  mentioned,  were  to  be  paid  in  full, 
in  cash. 
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The  scheme  was  supported  by  all  the  creditors,  and  also  b)^  the  shareholders 
connected  with  the  London  and  G-lobe,  the  total  holding  of  the  latter  amounting  to 
about  694,000  out  of  about  1,360,000.  Of  the  balance  (about  670,000)  those  voting 
in  favour  of  the  scheme  numbered  about  76,000,  and  those  against  it  93,000,  the 
remaining  shareholders  not  voting  at  all. 

The  scheme  was  opposed  upon  various  grounds.  The  first  was  that,  having  regard 
to  the  connection  between  the  companies  in  question  and  their  managing  director 
there  had  not  been  a  real  consent  by  sufficient  majorities  &f  the  persons  interested. 

The  second  objection  was  that  it  was  not  proved  that  the  syndicate  was  able  to 
provide  the  capital  required  for  the  new  company  should  the  shareholders  in  the 
old  company  fad  to  accept  a  sufficient  number  of  the  new  shares  to  give  the  sum 
required. 

Other  objections  were  that  the  time  within  which  shareholders  had  to  elect 
whether  they  would  take  shares  in  the  new  company,  was  unreasonable,  having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  shareholders  were  resident  in  Australia ;  and 
that  no  provision  had  been  made  for  securing  that  funds  should  be  available  for  the 
costs  of  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  liquidator,  against  promoters  or  others  who 
mi^ht  have  become  liable  for  misfeasance. 
\  The  court  refused  to  sanction  the  scheme  and  the  judge  stated  in  the  course  of 

his  judgment  that  before  sanctioning  a  scheme  of  reconstruction  the  Court  must 
be  satisfied  (1)  that  the  scheme  had  the  real  consent  of  all  parties  interested,  given 
with  full  information  upon  all  material  points ; ;  (2)  that  the  scheme  was  not  merely 
speculative  but  offered  a  reasonable  and  sufficient  prospect  of  being  an  efficacious 
settlement  of  the  company's  difficulties ;  (3)  that  it  was  fair  to  dissentients  and  as 
between  different  classes  of  assentients  ;  (4)  that  it  was  not  a  cioak  for  the  prevention 
of  proceedings  for  misfeasance. 

Proceedings  against  DefauUiiig  Liquidators. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  the  omission  in  the  Companies  (Winding-up) 
Act,  1890,  to  provide  a  method  of  recovering  the  penalties  incurred  by  liquidators 
for  default  in  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  has  been  cured  by  the 
Companies  Act,  1900.  In  186  cases  I  received  instructions  to  enforce  delivery 
of  statements  by  liquidators  showing  the  proceedings  in  and  position  of  the 
liquidation. 

Of  this  number  I  was  able  to  induce  158  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  without  resorting  to  proceedings,  but  in  the  remaining  cases  proceedings  were* 
necessary,  in  six  of  which  the  new  method  of  procedure  was  put  into  force.  Police 
court  summonses  were  issued  against  the  defaulters,  with  the  result  that  the 
liquidators  were  ordered  to  pay  penalties  and  costs  involving  imprisonment  in  default 
of  payment.

ACT,  1888. 


Pokesdown  Electric  Lighting  Provisional  Order. 


Two  applications  for  Provisional  Orders  under  the  Electric  Lighting  Acts 
were  made  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  one  by  the  Bournemouth  and  Poole  Electricity 
Supply  Company,  Limited,  in  respect  of  an  area  known  as  Pokesdown,  lately 
added  to  the  Borough  of  Bournemouth,  and  the  other  by  the  Corporation  of 
Bournemouth  in  respect  of  the  same  area  and  certain  other  areas  (Southbourne, 
Wintion,  and  part  of  Holdenhurst)  which  have  also  lately  been  added  to  the 
Borough,  but  which  form  part  of  the  existing  area  of  supply  of  the  Company. 
The  Draft  Order  applied  for  by  the  Corporation  also  provided  for  the  revocation 
of  the  Company's  powers  in  respect  of  these  last-named  areas. 

The  Company  are  at  present  authorised  by  Provisional  Orders  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  and  confirmed  by  Parliament  to  supply  electricity  for  public 
und  private  purposes  in  the  whole  of  the  Borough  of  Bournemouth  (except  the 
part  known  as  Pokesdown),  the  Borough  of  Poole,  the  Urban  District  of 
Branksome,  the  Borough  of  Christchurch,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Christchurch. 

The  powers  of  the  Company  were  in  each  case  granted  with  the  consent  of 
the  Local  Authority. 

The  Corporation  have  power  to  supply  electricity  for  public  purposes 
throughout  the  whole  Borough  of  Bournemouth  as  now  constituted,  but  have 
no  power  to  supply  for  private  purposes  in  any  part  thereof. 

The  Company's  generating  station  is  outside  the  western  boundary  of  the 
Borough  of  Bournemouth,  and  it  was  represented  by  the  Company  that  they 
have  hitherto  been  prevented  from  supplying  energy  in  the  eastern  part  of  their 
area  (including  Christchurch)  on  account  of  their  not  being  able  to  lay 
mains  through  Pokesdown.  The  Company  have  twice  previously  applied  for 
Provisional  Orders  in  respect  of  Pokesdown — viz.,  in  1899,  when  the  application 
was  refused  by  the  Board  of  Trade  on  account  of  differences  which  arose  between 
the  Company  and  the  Local  Authority  (then  the  Pokesdown  Urban  District 
Council)  as  to  the  terms  on  which  the  Local  Authority  should  be  authorised 
to  purchase  the  undertaking,  and  also  because  it  was  represented  that  the 
Local  Authority  were  considering  the  question  of  applying  for  electric  lighting 
powers  themselves  ;  and  again  in  1901,  when  a  similar  application  was  refused 
by  the  Board  because  the  question  of  including  Pokesdown  in  the  Borough  of 
Bournemouth  was  then  under  consideration,  and  that  question  affected  the 
position  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Board  of  Trade  held  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  Company  in  the  matter  of  their  present  applications  for  Provisional 
Orders,  and  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  and  particularly  to  the 
following  considerations,  viz.  : — 

(a.)  That  Pokesdown  is  a  small  part  of  the  Borough  of  Bournemouth 
surrounded  on  all  sides  by  the  Company's  existing  area  of 
supply  ;

(6.)  That  the  Company  obtained  their  existing  powers  with  the 
consent  of  the  Local  Authority  ; 

(c.)  That,  except  as  regards  the  eastern  part  of  their  area,  there  is  no 
allegation  that  the  Company  have  foiled  to  carry  out  their 
obligations  ; 

(d.)  That  any  default  as  regards  the  eastern  part  of  their  area  is  due 
to  the  inability  of  the  Company  to  get  through  Pokesdown, 
and,  as  the  Company  have  twice  applied  for  powers  for 
Pokesdown,  that  default  can  hardly  be  considered  wilfol  ; 

the  Board  of  Trade  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Corporation  to 
the  Order  applied  for  by  the  Company,  and  granted  the  Order. 

The  Board  of  Trade  refused  the  Order  applied  for  by  the  Corporation,  not 
only  as  regards  Pokesdown,  but  also  as  regards  the  areas  which  the  Corporation 
sought  to  take  away  from  the  Company.

the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  may,  if  satisfied  that  the  other  conditions  are 
sufficient  for  the  safety  of  the  persons  employed,  approve  in  writing  of  the 
suspension  in  the  factory  or  part  of  the  &ctory  of  so  much  of  Rule  10*  as 
requires  the  provision  of  a  fan  or  other  efficient  means,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  removal  of  dust  in  the  process  of  ware-cleaning  ;

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901  (FRUIT  PRESERVING) 


Order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated   17th  June  1902,  prescribing 
Conditions  to  Special  Exception: — Fruit  Preserving. 


In  pursuance  of  Sections  41  and  58  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,. 
1901,  I  hereby  order  that  the  following  conditions  shall  be  observed  in 
factories  and  workshops  in  which  women  and  young  persons  are  employed 
in  the  process  of  cleaning  and  preparing  fruit  in  pursuance  of  the  special 
exception  allowed  by  Section  41 : — 

(1.)  There  shall  not  be  less  than  400  cubic  feet  of  air  space  to  each 
person  employed  in  any  room  in  which  persons  are  employed  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  special  exception. 

(2.)  If  any  process  carried  on  in  any  room  in  which  persons  are  employed 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  exception  involves  the  giving  off  of  steam,  fans 
or  other  means  of  proper  construction  shall  be  provided,  maintained,  and 
used  for  carrying  away  the  steam  from  the  point  at  which  it  is  given  off. 

(3.)  The  floors  shall  be  kept  in  good  condition,  and  adequate  means 
shall  be  provided  for  draining  the  wet  away  from  the  workers. 

(4.)  No  female  young  person  shall  be  employed  to  lift,  carry,  or  move 
any  weight  so  heavy  as  to  be  likely  to  cause  injury  to  such  young  person. 

(5.)  A  woman  or  young  person  shall  not  be  employed  continuously  for 
more  than  five  hours  without  an  interval  of  at  least  half  an  hour. 

(6.)  No  young  person  under  16  shall  be  employed  before  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning  or  after  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

(7.)  No  woman  or  young  person  shall  be  employed  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  exception  who  has  since  the  first  day  of  October  last  preceding  been 
employed  by  the  same  occupier  outside  the  ordinary  period  of  employment 
in  pursuance  either  of  the  special  exception  with  respect  to  preserving  or 
curing  of  fish  under  Section  41  or  of  any  special  exception  under  Section  50. 

(8.)  On  every  day  on  which  a  woman  or  young  person  is  employed  in 
pursuance  of  the,  said  special  exception,  the  occupier  shall  enter  in  the 
prescribed  register,  and  report  to  the  Inspector  for  the  district  in  the 
prescribed  form,  the  hour  at  which  the  fruit  arrived  at  the  factory  or 
workshop,  the  processes  on  which  women  or  young  persons  were  employed 
in  pursuance  of  the  exception,  the  periods  of  employment  of  such  women 
and  young  persons,  and  the  intervals  allowed  them  for  meals.

Report  by  tlie  Board  of  Trade  of  their  Proceedings  under 
the  Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  during 
the  Session  of  1902. 


In  December,  1901,  twenty-six  applications  were  made  to  the  Board  of  Number  of 
Trade  for  Provisional  Orders  under  the  Gras  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  applica- 
1870.     Thirteen  applications  related  to  gas,  ten  to  water,  and  three  to  combined  tio^s. 
gas  and  water  undertakings. 

The  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  authorised  was  £695,000  by  shares 
and  £220,164  by  loan  ;  of  which  £417,000  share  and  £136,082  loan  capital 
was  for  gas,  and  £258,000  share  and  £79,082  loan  capital  for  water  purposes. 
The  remainder,  viz.,  £20,000  share  and  £5,000  loan  capital,  was  required  for 
gas  and  water  purposes  combined.

Eight  applications,  namely,  Chapel -en-le-Frith,  Cirencester,  Garw  and 
Ogmore,  Harwich,  Hornsey,  Rothwell,  Staines  and  Eghara,  and  Welling- 
borough, were  in  respect  of  undertakings  already  authorised  by  Special  Acts 
or  Provisional  Orders,  and  sought  the  following  powers  : —

Harwich  Gas.  To  empower  the  Harwich  Gas  and  Coke  Company  to 
raise  additional  capital,  to  construct  additional  gas  works  ;  and  for 
other  purposes.

Objections  were  lodged  against  several  applications,  and  were  fully 
considered  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  inquiries  being  held  in  such  cases  as 
appeared  to  be  necessary.  The  application  by  the  Proprietor  of  the  Chapel-en- 
le-Frith  Gas  undertaking  was  withdrawn,  but  in  each  of  the  remaining  cases 
an  Order  was  granted  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  amendments. 

Inquiries  were  held  in  regard  to  five  applications. 

These  were : — 

(1)  Bothwell  and  Uddingston  Gas.  As  the  result  of  the  inquiry  the 
Board  of  Trade  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the  Bothwell  Parish 
Council,  and  a  report  in  the  following  terms  was  made  to  Parliament 
in  the  matter,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the  Gas  and  Water 
Works  Facilities  Act,  1870. 


"  The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the 
Bothwell  and  Uddingston  Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with 
the  consent  of  the  Botliwell  Parish  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority 
for  the  district  within  which  the  scheduled  lands  are  situated. 

"  The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Bothwell  and  Uddingston 
Gas  Company,  Limited,  and  was  for  power  to  maintain,  continue,  and 
construct  gasworks  on  an  existing  site,  and  to  manufacture  and  supply  gas 
within  ])art  of  the  Parish  of  Bothwell  in  the  County  of  Lanark. 

"  The  Promoters,  having  failed  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Bothwell 
Parish  Council,  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred 
upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1^70, 
of  dispensing  with  such  consent. 

*'  The  Board  of  Trade  accordingly  held  an  inquiry  at  their  oflSce,  at  whichi 
representatives  of  the  Lanarkshire  County,  Council,  the  Middle  Ward 
District  Committee  of  that  Council,  and  the  Bothwell  Parish  Council 
attended. 

"  It  appeared  that  the  consent  of  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council  and  the 
Middle  Ward  District  Committee  had  been  given  to  the  Order,  and,  that 
those  authorities  were  desirous  that  the  Order  should  be  granted.  The 
consent  of  the  Parish  Council  was  withheld  lor  the  reason  that  they 
considered  it  undesirable  that  statutory  powers  should  be  granted  to  a 
private  company, 

"  It  did  not  appear  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  there  was  any  ground  for 
refusing  to  grant  the  Promoters  the  statutory  powers  asked  for,  and  they 
decided,  therefore,  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Parish  Council  and 
to  grant  the  Order,  subject,  however,  to  certain  modifications  and 
amendments." 

(2)  Clay  Cross  Gas.  As  the  result  of  the  inquiry  in  this  case,  the 
Board  of  Trade  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the  Shirland  and 
Higham  Parish  Council,  and  reported  to  Parliament  in  the  following 
terms. 

"  The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  coinpliance  with  Section  4  of 
the  Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Clay 
Cross  Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the 
Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority  for  part  of 
the  limits  of  supply. 

"  The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  Messrs.  William  Jackson  and 
Thomas  Hughes  Jackson,  carrying  on  business  as  the  Clay  Cross  Company, 
and  was  for  authority  to  maintain  and  continue  their  existing  gasworks  at 
Clay  Cross  and  Morton,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  construct  further  works, 
and  to  define  and  extend  their  area  of  supply. 

"  All  the  necessary-consents  were  obtained  with  the  exception  of  that  of  the 
Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council,  and  the  Promoters  asked  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas 
and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  and  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of 
the  above-mentioned  Council. 

"  The  Board  of  Trade  accordingly  held  an  inquiry  at  their  office  at  which 
representatives  of  the  Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council  attende*H, 

"  It  appeared  that  the  Promoters  were  already  supplying  gas  to  the  village 
of  Stonebroom  in  the  Parish  of  Shirland  and  Higham,  but  that  it  was 
proposed  to  include  within  the  limits  of  supply  a  portion  of  the  parish  not 
already  supplied  by  them.  The  representatives  of  the  Parish  Coimcil  offered 
no  objection  to  this,  but  urged  that  the  maximum  price  of  gas  as  proposed  in 
the  Draft  Order  should  be  reduced. 

"  It  did  not  appear  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  there  was  any  ground  for 
refusing  to  grant  the  Promoters  the  statutory  powers  asked  for  as  regards  the 
portions  of  the  parish  of  Shirland  and  Higham  included  in  the  proposed 
limits  of  supply,  and  they  decided,  therefore,  to  grant  the  Order,  suoject, 
however,  to  a  reduction  in  the  proposed  maximum  price  of  gas  and  to 
other  modifications  and  amendments/'

(3)  Hornsey  Gas.  Asi  the  result  of  the  inquiry  the  Board  of  Trade 
dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the  Wood  Green  Urban  District 
Council,  and  made  the  following  report  to  Parliament  in  the  matter, 

"  The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Hornsey 
Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the  Wood 
Green  Urban  District  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority  for  the  district 
in  which  the  scheduled  lands  are  situated. 

"  The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Hornsey  Gas  Company, 
and  was  for  power  to  construct  additional  gasworks  on  an  extension  of  their 
existing  site,  and  to  raise  additional  capital. 

"  The  Promoters,  having  failed  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Wood  Green 
Urban  District  Council,  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gras  and  Water  Works  Facilities 
Act,  1870,  of  dispensing  with  such  consent. 

"The  Board  of  Trade  thereupon  appointed  Mr.  Ingram  B.  Walker  as 
Commissioner  to  hold  a  public  inquiry  at  Hornsey,  and  to  report  to  them  in 
the  matter. 

"As  the  result  of  the  inquiry  the  Commissioner  recommended  that  the 
Order  should  be  granted  on  the  following  conditions  : — 

(i)  The  additional  share  capital  to  be  limited  to  £160,000,  with  borrow- 
ing powers  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  that  amount, 
(ii)  No  retort  or  other  works  used  for  the  manufacture  or  purification  of 
gas,  or  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  coke  or  other  residual 
products  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  gas,  to  be  erected  on  the 
new  scheduled  lands  within  a  distance  of  170  feet  westward  fi'om 
the  eastern  boundary  formed  by  the  Moselle  and  the  house  27, 
Brook  Road, 
(iii)  The  River  Moselle  to  be  culverted  through  the  Company's  works, 
subject  to  the  consent,  if  necessary,  of  the  riparian  owners,  so  far 
as  it  skirts  the  Company's  property  used  by  them  for  the  purposes 
of  their  gasworks, 
(iv)  A  clause  to  be  inserted  to  carry  out  an  agreement  with  the  Hornsey 

Urban  District  Council  as  to  pressure, 
(v)  The  Company  to  be  restricted  from  using  the  new  scheduled  lands 
for  the  conversion  or  manufacture  of  residual  products. 
"  After  considering  Mr.  Walker's  report  the  Board  of  Trade  decided  to 
dispense   with    the   consent  of   the    local   authority,  and  to  grant  the  Older 
subject  to  the  suggested  modifications  and  amendments." 

(4)  Harwich  Gas.  Numerous  objections  were  lodged  against  this  Order 
on  behalf  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  houses  within  300  yards  of  the 
site  of  the  proposed  new  works,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  appointed 
Mr.  Ingram  B.  Walker  to  hold  a  local  inquiry  and  to  report  to 
them  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Walker  recommended  that  the  Order  should  be  granted  subject  to 
the  restriction  of  the  use  of  the  new  site  to  storage  purposes  only,  and  to  a 
reduction  of  the  amount  of  the  additional  capital  proposed  in  the  Draft  Order. 

After  consideration  of  the  report,  the  Board  of  Trade  granted  an  Order 
with  the  modifications  suggested  by  the  Commissioner. 

(5)  Syston  and  Thurmaston  Gas.  This  Order  was  opposed  by  the 
Thurmaston  Urban  District  Council  and  by  certain  ratepayers  of 
Syston,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  appointed  Mr.  Ingram  B.  Walker 
to  hold  a  local  inquiry  and  to  report  to  them  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Walker  recommended  that  the  Order  should  be  granted  subject  (1)  to 
the  insertion  of  a  provision  that  if  at  the  end  of  two  years  the  Board  of  Trade 
were  satisfied,  upon  the  representation  of  the  Thurmaston  Urban  District 
Council,  that  the  Company  were  giving  an  inadequate  supply  of  gas,  they  may 
put  an  end  to  the  Company's  powers  in  that  district,  (2)  to  the  reduction  of  the 
proposed  standard  price  of  gas,  and  (3)  to  the  increase  of  the  proposed 
illuminating  power  of  the  gas  to  be  supplied  by  the  Company. 


The  Board  of  Trade  accordingly  made  an  Order  containing  a  provision 
giving  effect  to  the  Commissioner's  recommendation  as  regards  the  Urban 
District  of  Thurmaston,  and  fixed  the  maKimum  price  of  gas  at  45.  M.  per 
1,000  c.f.,  and  the  illuminating  pgwer  at  15  candles. 

In   the  following  Orders  a  maximum  price  per    1,000   c.f.  of  gas   was  Price  of 
fixed,  power   being  reserved  to   the  Board  of  Trade  after  a  defined   period  Gas.

In  the  Both  well  and  Uddingston  Gas  Order  a  standard  price  of  3*.  \d.  per 
1,000  c.f.  was  fixed  with  a  sliding  scale  as  to  price  and  dividends. 

The    Bridge-of-Earn    Gas     Order    contains    a    clause    empowering    the   Special 
Promoters  to  obtain  a  supply  of  gas  in  bulk  from  the  Corporation  of  Perth.  Olauses. 

The  Harwich,  and  Staines  and  Egham  Gas  Orders  contain  restrictions 
with  regard  to  the  buildings  to  be  erected  on  the  scheduled  lands. 

An  agreed  clause  was  inserted  in  the  Hornsey  Gas  Order  at  the  instance 
of  the  Hornsey  Urban  District  Council,  increasing  the  prescribed  pressure  at 
which  the  Promoters  were  required  to  supply  gas. 

A  special  clause  was  inserted  in  the  Syston  and  Thurmaston  Gas  Order  to 
provide  for  an  adequate  supply  of  gas  in  the  Thurmaston  Urban  District. 

The  Clay  Cross  Gas  Order  contains  an  agreed  clause  as  to  the  purchase 
of  the  undertaking  by  the  Clay  Cross  Urban  District  Council.

The   Beccles  and  Worksop  applications   were  for   additional   capital   in  Objects  of 

respect  of  existing  authorized  undertakings.  applica- 

tions. 
The  Burnham  and  District  and  Uckfield  applications  were  for  extensions 

of  the  authorised  limits  of  supply  and  for  additional  capital. 

The  Marlow  and  Portsmouth  applications  were  for  power  to  construct 
additional  works  and  for  additional  capital. 

The  Mid -Kent  application  was  for  an  extension  of  the  limits  of  supply, 
but  no  additional  capital  was  asked  for. 

The  Pinxton  and  Woodford  Halse  applications  were  for  authority  to 
maintain  and  continue  existino:  water  undertakinsfs. 

The  Croft  (Leicestershire)  application  was  made  in  respect  of  a  new 
undertaking,  and  sought  power  to  construct  and  maintain  waterworks,  and  to 
supply  water. 

Objections    were    lodged    against    several    applications,    and   were    fully  Orders 
considered   by    the    Board    of   Trade,    and   Orders   were  granted   in    every  granted, 
instance,  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  amendments. 

The  Worksop  Water  Order  contained  provisions  authorising  the  capitalisa- 
tion of  a  sum  expended  out  of  revenue  for  capital  purposes,  the  dividend  on 
such  capital  being  restricted  to  4^  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  the  Marlow  application  a  supplementary  Order  was  made  by  Marlow 
the  Board  of  Trade  after  the  Confirmation  Bill  containing  the  first  Order  had  Water  (No, 
passed  through  Parliament  but  before  it  had  received  Royal  Assent.    The  Order  ^^  Oi'der. 
contained  a  clause  agreed  between  the  Promoters  and  the  Office  of  Works  for  the 
protection  of  the  Windsor  Castle  water  supply.

The  Bridgend  (Glamorganshire)  Gas  and  Water  Company,  and  the  Goring 
and  Streatley  District  Gas  and  Water  Company,  Limited,  applied  for  power  to 
raise  additional  capital,  and  the  Knutsford  Light  and  Water  Company  applied 
for  power  to  maintain  and  continue  additional  w^aterworks  and  to  raise 
additional  capital.

REPORT  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  to  dispensing  with  the  Consent  of 
the  BoTHWELL  Parish  Council  in  the  case  of  the  Bothwell  and 
Uddingston  Gas  Provisional  Order. 


The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the 
Bothwell  and  Uddingston  Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with 
the  consent  of  the  Bothwell  Parish  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority 
for  the  district  within  which  the  scheduled  lands  are  situated. 

The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Bothwell  and  Uddingston 
Gas  Company,  Limited,  and  was  for  power  to  maintain,  continue,  and 
construct  gasworks  on  an  existing  site,  and  to  manufacture  and  supply  gas 
within  part  of  the  Parish  of  Bothwell  in  the  County  of  Lanark. 

The  Promoters,  having  failed  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Bothwell 
Parish  Council,  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred 
upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870, 
of  dispensing  with  such  consent. 

The  Board  of  Trade  accordingly  held  an  enquiry  at  their  office,  at  which 
representatives  of  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council,  the  Middle  Ward 
District  Committee  of  that  Council,  and  the  Bothwell  Parish  Council 
attended. 

It  appeared  that  the  consent  of  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council  and  the 
Middle  Ward  District  Committee  had  been  given  to  the  Order,  and  that 
those  authorities  were  desirous  that  the  Order  should  be  granted.  The 
consent  of  the  Parish  Council  was  withheld  for  the  reason  that  they 
considered  it  undesirable  that  statutory  powers  should  be  granted  to 
a  private  Company. 

It  did  not  appear  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  there  was  any  ground  for 
refusing  to  grant  the  Promoters  the  statutory  powers  asked  for,  and  they 
decided,  therefore,  to  dispense  M^ith  the  consent  of  the  Parish  Council  and 
to  grant  the  Order,  subject,  however,  to  certain  modifications  and 
amendments.

REPORT  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  to  dispensing  with  the  consent  of  the 
Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council  in  the  case  of  the  Clay  Cross  Gas 
Provisional  Order. 


The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Clay 
Cross  Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the 
Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority  for  part  of 
the  limits  of  supply. 

The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  Messrs.  William  Jackson  and 
Thomas  Hughes  Jackson,  carrying  on  business  as  the  Clay  Cross  Company, 
and  was  for  authority  to  maintain  and  continue  their  existing  gasworks  at 
Clay  Cross  and  Morton,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  construct  further  works, 
and  to  define  and  extend  their  area  of  supply. 

All  the  necessary  consents  were  obtained  with  the  exception  of  that  of  the 
Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council,  and  the  Promoters  asked  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas 
and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  and  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of 
the  above-mentioned  Council. 

The  Board  of  Trade  accordingly  held  an  enquiry  at  their  office  at  which 
representatives  of  the  Shirland  and  Higham  Parish  Council  attended. 

It  appeared  that  the  Promoters  were  already  supplying  gas  to  the  village 
of  Stonebroom  in  the  Parish  of  Shirland  and  Higham,  but  that  it  was 
proposed  to  include  within  the  limits  of  supply  a  portion  of  the  parish  not 
already  supplied  by  them.  The  representatives  of  the  Parish  Council  offered 
no  objection  to  this,  but  urged  that  the  maximum  price  of  gas  as  proposed  in 
the  Draft  Order  should  be  reduced. 

It  did  not  appear  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  there  was  any  ground  for 
refusing  to  grant  the  Promoters  the  statutory  powers  asked  for  as  regards  the 
portions  of  the  parish  of  Shirland  and  Higham  included  in  the  proposed 
limits  of  supply,  and  they  decided,  therefore,  to  grant  the  Order,  subject, 
however,  to  a  reduction  in  the  proposed  maximum  price  of  gas  and  to  other 
modifications  and  amendments.

The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Hornsey 
Gas  Provisional  Order,  and  have  dispensed  with  the  consent  of  the  Wood 
Green  Urban  District  Council,  who  are  the  local  authority  for  the  district 
in  which  the  scheduled  lands  are  situated. 

The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Hornsey  Gas  Company, 
and  was  for  power  to  construct  additional  gas  works  on  an  extension  of  their 
existing  site,  and  to  raise  additional  capital. 

The  Promoters,  having  failed  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Wood  Green 
Urban  District  Council,  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas .  and  Water  Works  Facilities 
Act,  1870,  of  dispensing  with  such  consent. 

The  Board  of  Trade  thereupon  appointed  Mr.  Ingram  B.  Walker  as 
Commissioner  to  hold  a  public  inquiry  at  Hornsey,  and  to  report  to  them  in 
the  matter. 

As  the  result  of  the  inquiry  the  Commissioner  recommended  that  the 
Order  should  be  granted  on  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1)  The  additional  share  capital  to  be  limited  to  160,000Z.,  with  borrowing 

powers  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  that  amount. 

(2)  No  retort  or  other  works  used  for  the  manufacture  or  purification  of 

gas,  or  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  coke  or  other  residual 
products  obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  gas,  to  be  erected  on  the 
new  scheduled  lands  within  a  distance  of  170  feet  westward  from 
the  eastern  boundary  formed  by  the  Moselle  and  the  house.  No,  27, 
Brook  Road. 

(3)  The  River  Moselle  to  be  culverted  through  the  Company's  works, 

subject  to  the  consent,  if  necessary,  of  the  riparian  owners,  so  far 
as  it  skirts  the  Company's  property  used  by  them  for  the  purposes 
of  their  gasworks. 

(4)  A  clause  to  be  inserted  to  carry  out  an  agreement  with  the  Hornsey 

Urban  District  Council  as  to  pressure. 

(5)  The  Compaaiy<  to  be  restricted  from  using  the  new  scheduled  lands  for 

the  conversion  or  manufacture  of  residual  products. 

After  considering  Mr.  Walker's  report  the  Board  of  Trade  decided  to 
dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  local  authority,  and  to  grant  the  Order 
subject  to  the  suggested  modifications  and  amendments.
